More Than 79,000 Turks 
Taken in Palestine Offensive 


LONDON, Oct. 5.—More than 71,- 
‘| 000 Turks have been en prisoners 
‘by General Allenby’s forces since the 
‘beginning ‘of the British operations 
in Palestine and Syria, according to 
an official statement issued tonight 
by the War Office. This is in ad- 
dition to 8,000 prisoners whose cap- 
‘ture is reported by the Arab Army. 

. Three hundred and fifty Turkish 
guns were taken. 

The statement reads: 

‘* There has been no change in the 
general — situation. Northwest of 
Damascus our cavalry are clearing 
the country. They have taken mory 
than 15,000 prisoners in this area. 

“Since the commencement of 
operations on the night of- Sept. 18 
more than 71,000 prisoners and 350 
guns have been captured, besides 
some 8,000 prisoners claimed by the 
Arab Army of King Hussein.’’

way across. Thus was created an ag- 
gravation of the very condition that 
Health Commissioner Copeland sought 
td remedy. 

‘The necessity for the new order is 
emphasized by thé increase of new, cases 
of the disease in this city reported for 
the twenty-four hours ending at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning. In that time 
2,070 cases/had developed, an increase of 
375_over the report of Friday. The in- 
fluenza deaths were 61, against 42 on 
the preceding report, and the pneumonia 
deaths 99, as against 84.

It is to be a 
long, hard one for our armies to trayel 
over. For even when we drive the Ger- 
mans out of France -and Belgium we 
will then face him with his back against 
the = of his fatherland.

PARIS, Oct. 5.—The German forces 
in Champagne are in retreat before 


the French and American forces under 
General Gouraud. 

The retirément, which began late 
yesterday, was quickened perceptibly 
tuday. 


Under the pressure of. French and 
American attacks in Champagne the 
Germans first retired on their left flank 
and gave up territory east of the Monts. 

The day War Office report says: 


North of St. Quentin the fighting con- 
tinues with violence. The French have 
driven back the enemy, who retired 
foot by foot: from the height 112 me- 
ters southeast of Chardon--Vert and 
the wood nearby. We have taken 
additional prisoners. 

Northwest of Rheims we have re- 
sumed our vigorous: pressure against 
the enemy along the whole front ,of 
the Aisne Canal, which we crossed at 
several points. Our troops have pro- 
gressed to the outskirts of Bermeri- 
court. The number of prisoners count- 
ed during the last five days is more 
than: 2,500. Thirty-one cannon fell 
into the hands of the French, includ- 
ing -twenty of large caliber, of which 
five were 210s.

(CHARLES G. ‘ROEBLING, 
BRIDGE BUILDER, DIES 

Engineer and Philanthropist, Head 
of John A. Roebling’s Sons. 
Co. Expires in Trenton at 69. 








Charles Gustavus Roebling, millionaire 
philanthropist and engineer, who, with 
his brother, Washington Augustus 
Roebling, completed the construction of 
the Brooklyn Bridge, which was started 
by their father, John A. Roebling, died 
. yesterday from Bright's disease at his 
home, 338 West State Street, Trenton, 
N. J. He was 69 years old and was 
born in Trenton. 

Mr. Roebling was President of the 
John A. Roebling’s Sons Company of 
Trenton and Roebling, N. J., and of the 
New Jersey Wire Cloth Company of 
Trenton, and Vice President of the Jonn 
A. Roebling’s Sons Company of New 
York. Graduated from the Rensselaer 
Polytectinic Institute with the degree of 
‘civil engineer in 1871, Mr. Roebling was 
tor a number. of years mechanical en- 
gineer of John A. Roebling’s Sons 
Company, and the achievemenis of the 
compahy are due in no small measure 
to his work. He was engineer and 
builder of the Oil City Suspension 
Bridge at Oil City, Penn.; in 1881 ne 
was engineer of the machinery and con- 
tractor for the removal of Cleopatra's 
Needle from Alexandria, Egypt, to 
Central Park, this city, and in 1902 was 
the contractor and builder of cables 
for the Williamsburg Suspension 
Bridge. He assisted his brother, Wasn- 
ingion A. Roebling, in the. construction 
of the Brooklyn Bridge. Their fainher, 
who had undertaken the work, died in 
186¥, before the actual construction was 
begun. : 

Mr. Roebling was the father of the 
model town of Roebling on the Dela- 
ware, designed originally to give com- 
fortable homes to the thousands of em- 
ployes working in the wire and steel 
mills. Among Mr. Roebling’s achieve- 
ments.in the industrial growth of the 
John A. Roebling’s Sons Company are 
the construction and operation of seven 
large wire mills, the largest rod mill in 
the country and a smaller one for cop- 
per; an open hearth and steel plant of 
twelve furnaces, a billet mill, many 
tempering and tinning furnaces, a large 
cloth factory, and great mills for mak- 
ing flat steel wire and corset wire.. He 
had control of 8,000 operatives.

¥vésted. Iabor conditions in the South 
have been anything but favorable, with 
thousands of boys, white and colored, 
being drafted into the army, and other 
thousands going into industrial plants, 
where higher wages obtain.

‘a “universal success, and, as it turns out,

The collecting and distributing of idle 
musical instruments to the men on war- 
ships, in camps and hospitals carried on 
by the Special Individual War Unit, ap- 
proved by °*President Wilson, is. fast 
gaining nationwide interest and the co- 
operation of music lovers throughout 

_ the country. . Mr. and Mrs. Orlando 
Rouland organized the movement, which 
Secretary of War Baker has called the 
most interesting and original special 
war service that has come to his knowl- 
edge. 

_ ‘Music has long been accepted as play- 
ing a vital part in keeping up the 
morale of fighting men.

&  Gaeisentiiiiieaieh Finance Head Says 
Expenses Paid Werg Justifiable. 


In reference to the statement made by 
Attorney General Lewis at Albany Fri- 
day night, that action will be taken 
within a few days for the removal of 
Henry D.. Tudor, Ormsby McHarg, 
Harry L. Burrage, Charles C. Dickson, 
and Charles W. Thomas, officers and 
Directors of the Commonwealth Finance 
Corporation, Mr. Tudor, President of the 
corporation, said yesterday: 

“The sult against us was. instigated 
bythe firm of LeRoy Sargent & Co... 
Inc., .because the Commonwealth Fi- 
nance Corporation had canceled its con- 
tract with them to sell its stock, which 
cancellation was decided on because of 
the many complaints that had been re- 
ceived regarding the methods pursued in 
the sale of the stock.’’ 

It was further explained that the suit 
had grown out.of a charge that the of- 
ficers were violating a provisiom of the 
corporation's by-laws, which limits the 
salaries of officers to an amount not to 
exceed, 1 per cent. of the paid-in capital. 


On this ground, the Stockholders’ Pro- 
ductive Association charged that exces- 
sive amounts had been allowed Mr. 
dor for e one and that considerable 
sums had paid to the law firm of 
MecHarg & Metcalf, of which Ormsby 
McHarg, who is Treasurer of the Com- 
monwealth Finance .Corporation, is a 
member. Mr.’ ‘tudor said his expense 
accounts had been paid t by the corpora- 
tion, but were charged to his salary ac- 
count, and have since been liquidated, 
while the legal fees paid to McHarg & 
Metcalf had been widely disbursed by 
that firm to other lawyers all over the 
country, who had represented the Com- 
monwealth Finance Corporation in legal 
matters, chiefly in complying with the 
so-called Blue Sky laws. 


AERO CLUB ACCEPTS RECORD 


Capt. Schroeder Credited with Air- 
plane Altitude of 28,900 Feet. 


The Contest Committee of the Aero 
Club ‘of America has homologated the 
world’s altitude record, made by Cap- 
tain R. W. Schroeder, in a _ Bristol 
fighter with 300 horse power Hispano- 
Suiza motor, of 28,900 feet above sea 
level, in a flight on Sept. 18, 1918, at 
Wilbur Wright Field, Fairfield, Ohio, 
near Dayton. 

The previous American altitude record 
was made by Caleb Bragg at Mineola, 
L. L., Sept. 20, 1917, in a Wright-Martin, 
Model V. machine, when he reached the 
altitude of 20,250 feet,. and the last 
world’s record of the International 
Aeronautic Federation, made by G. 
Legagneux in France on Dec. 28, 1913, 
was 20,258 feet. 

This world’s record, made by Captain 
Roddy W. Schroeder, has been made 
official by the United States Govern- 
ment, and is the first world’s airplane 
altitude record held 
since the world’s altitude record made 
by Lincoln Beachey at Chicago at the 
International Meet, Aug. 20, 1911, when 
he reached 11,€42 feet. ,

Red Cross Stations in Camps 
and Cantonment Towns 
Increasing Aid. 


NAVAL STATIONS STARTED 


Local Chapters Supply Information 
as to Furloughs, Family Needs, 
or Business Questions. 


‘he Red Cross made public yesterday 
® report of: the work accomplished in 
the past three months in camps and 
cantonments by the Home Service Sec- 
tion of the national organization. Ac- 
cording to this report there were ninety- 
ane Red Cross men in camps and can- 


clustvely doing peep service work ex- 
sively on Se . 380, as pone at « with 
-six on J 1 and ne at all on 
y 3 1 1, 1918. ‘sa tember the 
mber ‘of Red Cross men assigned to 
-@amps and cantonments has been rap- 
idly increasing, and {it soon will be pos- 
sible to have a home service representa- 
tive in every camp that has 1,000 men 
or.more, and in larger camps at léast 
one man to a brigade. In many places 
the work is developing so rapidly t it 
will be necessary to have a man for 
every 5,000 troops. 
Home service men on Sept. 1 were 
ene about 1,000 cases every day, or 
0,000 a month. "In the camp where thé 
test amount of home service work 
S carried on there were 653 new appli- 
cations for help in one month, and fur- 
ther action was found susannaey in 458 
old cases, making a total volume of 
work for the camp of 1,111 eases. Money 
was advanced to 217 of “the men, while a 
total of 2,283 letters and telegrams 
passed through the office. 
pat is to these Home Service men, the 
‘Associate Field Directors, as they are 
called, that the first inquiry from a 
troubled soldier usually comes when he 
hears that his family has not received 
its allotment or allowance as quickly as

secrets or pry into the lives of sol-

But ey can often 
confirm the story of a soldier who is 
anxiously waiting for permission to go 
home and visit soéme*.one who needs 
his presence, and they are glad to do so. 
Moreover, Home Service can often be, of 
some help that the soldier and. his ‘fam- 
ily will appreciate.

. Protecting Captured Nurses. 


If any army or navy nurses are cap- 
tured by the Germans, the American 
Red Cross will support them during cap- 
tivity. This decision follows closely 
upon the announcement that under the 
law the pay of army nurses, if captured, 
cannot be continued because they are 
not technically on duty. 

The Red Cross will undertake to sup- 
ply to captured American nurses not 
only food and clothing, but necessary 
money to pay their board, if the German 
prison camps treat them as of officer's 
rank and require them to pay for board 
and. lodging or go to work. 

Miss Jane A. Delano, director of the 
Department of Nursing, in discussing 
this action, sald: 

‘t Because the absence of a law pro- 
viding for the continuance of pay during 
captivity of any army and navy nurse 
might exercise an important deterrent 
effect upon the enrollment of nurses for 
the Army and Navy Nurse Corps, it was 
deemed best for the Red Cross to take 
this action, so that no nurse might hesi- 
tate to enroll gor military duty for fear 
that if captured she would be absolutely 
dependent for everything upon those in 
charge of German prisons. This action, I 
regard as merely a temporary expedient, 
as it is inconceivable that anything that 
will delay enlistment of nurses to care 
for our sick and wounded will not re- 
ceive the a Saar an of the

THEY WANT T BETTER TERMS. 


What Is. Said to Stan to Stand in Way of 
Trade with Switzerland. 


That Swiss merchants are. often de- 
terred from placing orders for American 
merchandise which they would be glad 
to obtain, is the opinion of a large Ge- 
neva house which Consul L. .W.. Haskel 
of that city quotes in a recent dispatch. 
According to this firm, a great many 
Swiss merchants would like very much 
to respond to the numerous offers of 
merchandise by American exporters but 
the .terms of payment asked. are such 
that it is impossible. They object to 
sending payment to America for ‘goods 
that they are not sure will be. shipped 
to them’ under present freight condi- 
tions. It involves too great a risk for 
them to leave large sums of money. un- 
productive during long periods. 

Swiss merchants suggest that Amer- 
ican firms wishing to do business with 
them ascertain their reliability through 
the usual commercial channels, and, 
where orders are accepted, that the 
goods be shipped under the control of 
the Société Suisse de Surveillance, pay- 
ment for them to be made at delivery. 
To make it more secure to the senders, 
it is further suggested that the goods 
be consigned to the representative of 
an American bank in Switzerland. 

In conclusion, the point is made that 
Swiss. merchants would be mach more 
tempted to increase their business with

It is only in South 
America that joint purchasing’ of it 
will ‘be had: Elsewhere the British 
have it in. their possession and will 
allocate supplies equitably at reason- 
able prices. The constmption of wool 
in this country in August was prac- 
tically the same in quantity as the 
month before and shows a gradual de- 
crease from former months. Up to 
the end of August the equivalent of 
‘about 550,000,000 pounds in thegrease 
was consumed in domestic mills, and 
the best indications are that less than 
000,000 pounds, all told, will be 
used in the year.

ALASKA SEALS INCREASE. 


Census Taken Shows Nearly 28,000 
More Than Last: Year.’ 


Quite a gain in the Government herd 
of Alaskan seals has been made in the 
last year, according to the preliminary. 
figures for the current year’s census 
of these animals on the Pribilof Isl- 
ands. Figures received by the Federal 
Bureau of Fisheries show the approxi- 
mate total at present to be 496,600, 
against 468,692 in 1917. The number of 
seal pups born was 143,005 and the 
number of brooune cows was the same. 
The average hafem, based on a count of 
seven rookeries, was 26.76. The census 
figures did not include 33,881 seals taken 
during the present year.

| Scarcity In: Different Lines Owls 
to War Conditions. 


| The incréasing number of men called 
to the colors has. practically stripped

GERMAN INFLUENCE FADES 


Efforts of Expert Sent Abroad Sim- 
plified by Successes of 
Allies Since July. 


The extraordinary action of. exchange 
rates on neutral European countries in 
the last week, while popularly ascribed 
to the highly favorable war news, fol-

Month or so. While the war news un- 
doubtedly accelerated the movement in 
our favor, bankers point out that the= 
several éngagéments which this Gov- 
ernment has entered into with somé of 
the néutral nations paved the way, and 
without them, it is believed, the swing 
toward normal would has, been consid- 
erably less rapid. 

Information concérning two of these 
arrangements has just béen supplied to 
the House Ways and Means Committee 
by the Treasury Department.

$48,000,000, by a group of Spanish banks 
in favor of a group of American banks.

An agréement with the Goveynment of 
Switzerland provided for a supply of 
Swiss currency, to be furnished at the 
par of exchange, sufficient up to the 
present time for the néeds of the Amer- 
ican Dxpeditionary Force.

érnmént ahd has, at the same time, 
bénefited the American market for 
Swiss francs by removing one of the 
largest, if not actually the largest, 
source Of demand.

Exchanges Caused Much Trouble.

CORNELL FOOTBALL 
WILL BE REVIVED 


Plans Under Way to Play 
Michigan and Penn 
After Nov. 1. 


ITHACA N. Y., Oct. 5.—The Cornell 
Student Army Training Corps will have 
a football team this Fall if plans now 
under way mature. Such Cornell Var- 
sity, former freshman, and new men 
with previous experience as may ex- 
press.a desire to play will form the nu- 


cleus of this- squad, which, it is ‘under- 


stood,. will number about forty .men. 

The plans, however, are still indefinite, 
and unless a coach is selected at once 
practice will begin so late that not much 
of a team can be developed, and the 
schedule will have to be restricted to a 
few games except for contests. with 
teams from the various United States 
military schools now in operation here. 

Authorities of the Cornell S. A. T. C. 
have announced that time for practice 
will be provided to some extent. It is 
understood that men on the football 
squad will be excused for practice at 4 
o’clock two days of a week, while two 
other hours a week will be given over 
to a study of the theory and technique 
of the game. During the month of Oc- 
tober game; will be allowed’ on: Satur- 
day afternoons with sych teams as can 
come here by a very short journey. After 
Nov. 1 out of town trips will be per- 
mitted from lI‘riday night until Sunday 
night. Under this arrangement it would 
be possible for the Cornell S. A. T. C. 
team to play Pennsylvania and Michi- 
gan, which in normal years are the prin- 
cipal opponents of the Ithacans. As the 
problem: of financing such trips will be 
very difficult, however, it is doubtful if 
any pretentious schedule will be ar- 
ranged. 

It is understood that Dr. Albert H. 
Sharpe, Cornell’s football coach, will be 
made football coach of the S. A. Ty, C. 
Just now he is assistant chief medical 
examinef of the corps, and as the physi- 
cal examinations of the young men seek- 
ing to enter the corps wilt take the best 
part of two weeks, he cannot give any 
attention to coaching a football team 
until’ after that work has been com- 
pleted. The only way in which it will be 
possible for football to get a start which 
will insure some sort of a team will be 
for the designation of a man to help in 
the early practice until Sharpe is free. 

According to information on the hill, 
Dr. Sharpe and C. V. P. Young, who in 
normal years is Professor of Physical 
Culture; are to be appointed athletic 
directors in the S. A. T. C. -If this 
should prove true and Sharpe can give 
all of his time to coaching, it will be 
pussiple for the Cornell. student cadets 
to be represented on the gridiron in a 
few weeks.

Look to War Department for Sanc- 
tion of Football Battle. 


ANNAPOLIS, Oct. 5.—It is felt there 
that only the news that the department 
heads have decided to permit the play- 
ing of the game between the elevens of 
the Naval and Military Academies will 
inject much spirit into the present sea- 
son.. Cancellations have reduced the 
schedule of the midshipmen to three 
games against decidedly ‘mediocre op- 
ponents. 

Some critics have said that the Navy 
may have the strongest team in the 
East this Fall. ‘‘ But what figure does 
that cut,’’. asks the average Navy man. 
There will be no way of showing it at

No one expects that the game, with 
its big, brilliant crowds and the rival 
bodies of midshipmen and cadets and 
the vast crowds, can:come off as it has 
done in the past.

JUDGES CHOSEN FOR SHOW. 


Clvillans to Handle Horses In Ring 
at Garden. 


‘Judges who are to award prizes valued 

at $25,000 in money, and many ‘times 
that in sentiment, were named yesterday 
by the National Horse Show -Associa- 
tion for its thirty-third annual exhibi- 
tion at Madison Square Garden on No- 
vember 11-15, the entire gross receipts 
of which will be donated to the Red 
Cross. The directors are paying all 
expenses conriected with the show. 


For the first time in many years the 


experts. chosen are all civilians, army 
officers presumably being too busy just 
now to know where they will be in the 
middle of November. Even the officers’ 
chargers will be judged by a civilian, 
though Alden 8. Blodget, who has been 
invited to officiate, was formerly a 
member of one of New York's ‘crack 
mounted militia organizations, and has 
exhibited and judged army horses at 
many Eastern shows. 

Another noteworthy departure this 
year is the appointment of a college 
professor as one of the judges. Dean 
Cc. F. Curtiss, of the Iowa State Agri- 
cultural College, is coming all the wi. 
from Ames to act with Charles A. 
Baudouine of New York as judge of 
hackney breeding stock. Professor Cur- 
tiss has judged at many of the leading 
shows and fairs out West, but this will 
be his first appearance in New York. 

John BH. Madden will be conspicuous 
by his absence when the. race horses 
are in the ring at the Garden. For ten 
years or more he has made the trip 
from Kentucky to New York to award 
the one blue ribbon given for thorough- 
bred stallioris. At this year’s show, R. 
Lawrence Smith of Smithtown, Long 
Island, will pick the winner. He is a 
recognized expert on saddle horses, as 
well as race horaes, ‘and ,will judge 
saddle horses in company with James 
G. Marshall of the Riding Club. 

John McE. Bowman and Mr. Marshall 
are to be the judges of saddle ponies, 
Harry T. Peters of polo ponies; and 
Reginald C. Vanderbilt and E. von der 
Horst Koch of harness ponies and 
hackney ponies. Mr. Koch and Mr. 
Baudouine will judge the high-steppin 
harness horses, - R. Bowne an 
George Willing the trotters and light 
harness horses, and A. Henry Higgin- 
son, Frank A. Bonsal and M. Roy 
Jackson the hunters.and jumpers.

One thing in Omar Khayyam’s favor 
is that he practically has been resting 
all season, while the other contenders 
have been engaged in long campaigns. 
Also he has been prepared carefully 
and has not been hurriéd, so that he may 
be expected to retain his present form 
until after the snow flies. With Omar 
Khayyam on the scene and many other 
handicap horses now at the top of their 
form, there is a prospect that better 
races are in store for the waning weexs 
of the season that have been seen 
hitherto, either on New York or Mary- 
land tracks. . 

Another great horse that must not be 
overlooked is Commander Ross's 
Cudgel, which, after a brilliant Spring 
session, tailed off somewhat at Sara- 
toga, where his work was not nearly 
as brilliant as that of Roamer. Cudgel 
appears to be a hard horse to keep in 
condition, but a recent victory leads to 
the belief that he has regained his 
early Spring form, and if so he will 
have to be reckoned with in a race at a 
mile and a quarter or over. 

In all probability Roamer and George 
Smith will be kept on the metropolitan 
tracks’ until the end of the season here, 
but there is little doubt that they will 
be ebipped to Maryland later, and both 
are likely to be factors in the racing 
there, so that a decision may be 
reached as to which is the best handi- 
cap horse.

PLEA FOR FEMALE DEER. 


Commissioner Pratt Asks Hunters 
to Help Preserve Animals. 


ALBANY Oct. 5.—‘‘ Look before you 
shoot,”’ ls the word passed to hunters at 
the opening of the deer season by Con- 
servation Commissioner George D. 
Pratt. ‘‘ Human life will be saved,” the 
Commissioner says, ‘‘and the State's 


deer herds, which are of special import- 
ance for food in time of war, will be 
ees by avoiding the shooting of 


oes. 

‘* The toll of human life in every hunt- 
ing season is .appalling,’’ says Commis- 
sioner Pratt, ‘‘ but since the buck law 
went into effect in New York State the 
number of hunters killed in mistake for 
deer has shown a marked décrease. In 
one year the mortality from this cause 
stopped altogether. : 

““The studies made by the Conserva- 
tion Commission ne the last three 
years,” the Commissioner explained, 
‘have proved that the relative propor- 
tion of does to bucks in New York State 
is 2 to 1, and that the deer are breeding 
normally. By shooting only bucks, the 
does are retained ‘to keep the State’s 
deer herd up to the maximum possible 
under present conditions. In this time 
of food shortage, when it is necessary 
to make the wisest use of our resources 
without diminishing future supply, it is 
the part not only of good sportsmanship, 
but of real patriotism, to serve the 
game law most carefully. 

‘* Approximately 10,000 deer are shot 
legally in New York State each year,”’ 
according te the Commissioner, ‘‘ and 
their. dressed carcasses, which average 
at least 100 pounds, are worth to the 
peop eof the State in food, at a valua- 
fon of only 25 cents a pound, at least 
$250,000 annually. If we consider this as 
annual interest at 6 per cent upon cap- 
ital represented in the total deer herd, 
it is tnus apparent that New York’s 
deer are worth a capital investment of 
more than $4,000,000. is is a natural 
resource so valuable to the people of the 
State in money alone, as well as in 
health and recreation, that every sports- 
man should co-operate in protecting. it 
in accordance with the law. 

“ Eve gia. of venison should be 
utilized fully,’’ the Commissioner added, 
‘© even though it is sometimes difficult to 
get it out of the woods. The hides 
should be sent promptly to tanners or 
sold to fur buyers. By so doing, New

Complete Severe Endurance Test 
‘Under Service Conditions.

Two Arabian horses from the Maynes- 
boro Farm of W. R. Brown, President 
of the Arabian Horse Club of’ America, 
started from Berlin, N.H., at 6:02 A. M.,

miles, and arrived at the latter place on 
Sept. 21, at 1:11 P. M. 7 
The horses carried 200 pounds each, 
and the weather and road conditions 
were unbelievably bad. It was overcast

without cessation. during ‘the entire 
period of the test. Horses and riders, as

Upon inspection twenty-four hours 
later, and examination by a _ veterina- 
rian, it transpired that no evidences of 
stiffness or soreness were present; that 
the animals walked, trotted, and can- 
tered freely, were in perfect physical 
condition, ready for hard’ work, and 
bore no indications of ‘the grueling 
test which they had undergone. 

One of the horses which performed 
this feat was ‘‘ Kheyra,”’ a bay Arabian 
mare, seven years old, standing 15 
hands, and weighing about $00 pounds; 
her aire, ‘‘Astraled,’’ was bred at the 
Crabbet Arabian Stud, Stissex, Eng- 
land, by the late Lady Anne Blunt; her 
dam ‘‘Rosa Rugosa,”’ owned y 
Maynesboro Farm, was bred by Spencer 
Borden of Fall River, Mass., from im- 
popted stock. The other horse was 

Rustem Bey,’’ a half-bred chestnut 
gelding, seven years old, standing 15.2 
and. weighing 1,050 pounds; his sire is 
‘* Khaled,’’ a pure-bred Arabian stallion 
now at Maynesboro'Farm, and bred by 
the late Randolph Huntington of Long 
Island; his dam is ‘‘ Midgie,’’ a well- 


bred __trottin mare. b ** Sentinel 
Wilkes,’’ bred by W. B. Baker of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. 


Of the total elapsed time of thirty-one 
hours nine minutes, six hours and for- 
ty-four minutes weré spent in stops

Major Leonard 
checked the weights carried by the 
horses, and checked them in and out at 
all stops.

ORO WILKES IS DESTROYED. 


Famous Harness Racer of Decade 
Ago Dies in Canada. 


Oro Wilkes, the first Kentucky Fu- 
turity winner, was destroyed at Miss 
Katherine L. Wilkes’s farm near Galt, 
Ontario, on Sept. 8 as his days 
of usefulness were over. He was 
foaled at William Corbitt’s farm near 
San Mateo, Cal., in 1890, and was de- 
veloped by John A. Goldsmith, “whose 
skill in the sulky made the get of Guy 
Wilkes and his son Sable Wilkes famous. 
Oro Wilkes was got by the three-year- 
old champion Sable Wilkes out of Ellen 
Mayhew, 2:22, by Director, the first 
Charter Oak Purse winner, and he also 
proved his sire’s best representative on 
the turf.

MARSHAL FOCH. 


In. panegyrics upon FERDINAND Focu 
his message to Marshal JOFFRE on the eve 
of Fére-Champenoise usually’ appears: 
“ My centre yields, my right falls back. 
Situation excellent. I attack.” It sounds 
toc much like Ney to reflect. truly the 
genius of Focn, and a little like one of 
his models, DesaIx, who, arriving on the 
field. of Marengo when the Austrians | 
were flushed with an illusive triumph, 
led his three regiments against the 
‘ enemy’s ‘centre, exclaiming: “There is 

et time to win another battle.” At 

tre-Champenoise Focn - transferred: the 
Forty-second Division of the Ninth Army 
from one end of his weakened fine to the: 
other and routed the Germans, whom the 
unexpected diversion took by surprise. 
Thegreat French strategist.is never reck- 
less: Calculation is in all his strokes, al- 
though he seems to appeal to the god of 
chance sometimes. But in that respect 
he resembles NAPOLEON, who said when 
GourerR asked him how he could defend 
his axiom that “it is always the greater 
number which defeats the less” when he > 
had won victories with small armies: 


Even then it was always the inferior | 
force which was defeated by the’ su- 
perior. When with a small body of 
men I was in the presence of @ large 
one, col'écting my little band, I° fell 
like lightning on one of the wings of 
the hostile army and defeated it. 


That is what Focu did at Fére-Cham- 
penoise. He repeated the stratagem 
when he shattered the enemy’s Soissons- 
Rheims salient in the west on July 18 and 
the days following; and, having seized 
the initiative, he has been doirig the same 
thing ever since from Flanders to the 
Champagne. He is the unusual combina- 
tion of offensive and. defensive, fighter, 
equally adroit in both capacities. Like 
L#E, he can hold his line while the enemy 
makes costly assaults upon it, biding his 
time for a counteroffensive; and, like 
. JACKSON, he can turn up with a division 
where it is least expected and sniite the 
enemy’s flank, giving him no. time to 

bring up reinforcements. 

There is no longer a doubt of Focn’s 
superiority, both in strategy and tactics, 
to the. German commanders opposed to 
him. It was demonstrated most. bril- 
liantly when he anticipated the German 

assault on the night of the national féte, 
July 14, 1918. He read the purpose of 


LUDENDORFF to strike when all ‘France | 


was in celebration. The Germans rea- 
soned that the French would be caught 
‘ unawares. Focn’s intelligénce depart- 
ment had apprised him of the enemy’s 
preparations for a major movement. He. 
calculated that the blow would fall upon 


the night of the national féte, and by |. 
_eapturing prisoners he learned that ten | 


minutes after midnight was the time set. 
Focn’s artillery opened fire first with a 
terrible barrage. The Germans, never- 
theless, came on, to find the first Aline 
lightly: held, .to find thé second line a 
stone wall. There was no surprise after 
ali—except for the Germans. And four 
days later Focn. launched his counter- 
offensive, which has been kept up un- 
intermittently’on the whole front, first 
here and now there—the most wonderful 
wattle ever fought by a great commander, 
she scale tremendous, the results pro- 
digious. Today the fate of the German 
Artmy in the west trembles in the balance. 

A superman this Frenchman, if the 
term can be applied to any human being; . 
and yet he is not consciously-great. At 
heart and in manner He is the same man 

who was known in the classroom as a 
teacher of the art of war not many years 
ago. Happily he has never been a 
pedant; he has been able to change his

ditions of warfare. If his officers have 
learned a great deal in the war, so has 
he: He. could now.discard much that he 
used to teach at the Ecole de Guerre, 
where his pupils, some of them now in 
high ‘conimand, worshipped him. If 
there was any danger of Focu’s rusting 
as a professor of war, it ceased when the 
command of the Thirteenth Division at 
Chaumont was given him in 1911. ~ Pro- 
moted to the head of the Eighth Corps, 
he ‘was later, transferred to.the responsi- 


‘ple post at Nancy, headquarters of the 


Twentieth ‘Corps. . There he was at the 
ontbreak.of -war, and. his friends knew 
that he was destined to play a leading 
part in the conflict upon ‘which the salva- 
tion of ‘France depended. , 
No one knew. Focn’s value better than 
his predecessor in the. supreme command. 
It was JoFFRE who selected Focu to foil 
the determined effort..of the German 
high command to -get to the sea in the 


‘Autumn’ of 1914. -There began that as- 


sociation with"British ‘Generals, FRENCH, 
SmitTu-Dorrien, Haic; ByNc, RAWLIN- 
SON, ALLENBY, and others, which ripened 
into esteem for their efficiency and faith 
in their trustworthinéss. They all came 
to admire Focu, officer and gentleman 
and comrade. He never failed them in 
emergencies, they never failed him. They 
were for him to:a ‘man when the question 
of the‘unified command had to be settled. 
They could serve under him, knowing 
that he was not only France’s best but a 
consummate master of the-art of war. 
Focu, son. of an obscure administrator 
at Tarbes, never had visions of a great 


; destiny, and in the simplicity of his life 
‘he has not been different.from: the body 


of his countrymen. . He has always nour- 
ished ideals, he knows; and believes 
in ethical -values, he is. soundly pa- 


| triotic, and he is-devout: He does not 
pray as much as. STONEWALL JACKSON | 


did, but: believes in the effitacy of 
prayer. He says that he has_ been 
strengthened by it .in ordeals. As a 
soldier he has been a sincere student of 
psychology. He thinks that a good cause 
is more than half the battle. He believes 
in sedulously cultivating the-morale of an 
army. He regards the German “ will to 
victory” as a barren phrase. The 
formidable soldier is the man of soul and 
imagination, in Focu’s view, and as the 
French Army has both soul and imagina- 
tion he holds that it’ is invincible.

My ideas on the war have latterly 
undergone a great change.

Having made. such gi- 
gantic preparations and incurred such 

‘ enormous expenditure, I sincerely hope. 
America will never agree to any nego- 
tiated peace with Germany. There 
ought. to, be only one ending for a sys- 
tem . which permits . and encourages 
such terrible crimes as have been com- 
mitted fy her soldiers,. and that is 
complete destruction. If there be any 
inclination aniong pacifists in the al- 
lied , countries . to, let. Germany down 
éasily, I hope America will stand firm 
and résolute against them: There must 
be no weakness on. our part at the 

: ‘peace table. he dee gear of inno- 
cent, victims—old" men, ‘women, and 
. children—cruelly ‘ murdered by. those 
atrocious brutes, cry, out to ;us.to -be 
as steel: | I'am very thankful to -read 

fh “the speeches of your gteat Pres- 
ident that“he, at any rate, will tolerate 
no half. theasures. : 

What magnificent young men you are 
sending. over here in your armies—fine, 
upstanding © boys ‘who will mete out 
proper punishment to the “Germans. 
‘What partiéularly pleases me, how- _ 
ever, is the excéllent character. which 
they ‘bear, in’ this’ cduntry. ‘ You, know 
what young soldiers are. They are 
liable to gét a littie ‘out of hand some-- 
times, especially when they. are away 
from ‘home, but, so far as I have heard, 
there has not been.a single case of 
complaint against the American troops 
in this’ country; every man behaves 
as a gentleman. This says a vast deal

“onin France as théy have done during 
the past few weeks, I should, not be’ 
surprised if we get to the Rhine within 
twelve months, and then I do not 
think it will be necessary. to go much 
further. What a blessing. when all the 
fighting is over and the world is at , 
peace again! ~ 
Proverbially, bankers are men of 
peace. . That is not solely because war is 
destructive of capital, it is because as 
men of intelligence and wisdom they 
knew that to engage in an avoidable war 
is bad policy for a nation. . On the part 
of the Allies, this war was not avoidable, 
it was forced upon them by Germany in 
furtherance of her abominable designs. 
The Allies had no-choice but to take up 
arms, and the great financiers in their 
respective countries are as truly enlisted 
in the war, and for the most vigorous 
prosecution of the war, as any part of 
their armed forces. Sir Ep warp’s letter 
breathes a stern spirit, but it is the spirit 
of the people of all the allied nations, ‘It 
is not only the German military forces 
that rimst be overcome, but “ there ought 
“to be only one ending for asystem which’ 
“permits and: encourages such terrible 
“crimes as have been committed by her 
“soldiers, and that is'complete destruc- 
“tion.” The system is the thing to be de- 
stroyed, the theory of government and of 
national policy which permits a vast 
military force to be built up and used by 
an autocracy, by a government not re- 
sponsible to the people. There can be no 
peace on earth until that German system 
is destroyed utterly, and the financiers 
of the civilized world are as resolute as 
any other.class of the population in the 
determination that it shall be ended by a 
peace dictated to Germany at the sword’s 
point. She understood no other lan- 
guage. 








SURRENDER THE ONLY WAY. 


Whatever the nature of the Austrian 
undertaking with Holland, if there has 
been any undertaking, it will be futile. 
Holland could be of service only in trans- 
mitting. an offer to surrender. Austria- 
Hungary has had her reply to the sug- 
gestion of a peace conference, it was 
made in very plain language, it will not 
be modified. In answer. to the proposal 
for an unofficial conference, President 
WILSON said: 


The Government of .the United 
States feels that there is only one reply 
it can, make tothe suggestion. of the- 
Imperial Austro-Hungarian . Govern- 
ment. It has Tepeatedly and with, a 
tire candor. stated ‘the terms. ‘upon 
which the United: States ‘would’ con- 
sider peacs, and can and will: entertain 
no proposal for a conference ; upon & 
matter concerning which it has maée 
its position and purpose. se clear. . 


Again, in his speech made in this city 
on the evening of the 27th of September, 
President WILSON,speaking of the Gov- 
ernments of the Central Powers, said: 

They have convinced us that they are 
without honor and do not:intend jus- 
tice. They observe no covenants, ac- 
cept no principle but force and their 
own interest. We cannot ‘‘ come to 

“terms ’’ with them. ,They have made 
it impossible. 
must by this time be fully aware that’ 
we cannot accept the word of those 
who forced this war on us.’ We do not 
think the same thoughts or speak the 
same language of agreement. 

There President WiLson spoke the 
thought, and in the language, of. ‘the 
American people. Never were they so dé- 
termined and unanimous in support of.a 
national policy. There is to be no dicker- 


ing about the terms of peace, they have 


been stated in the plainest terms by 
President Witson and the Allies, they 


were carefully formulated with deliberate . 


purpose to put it out of the power of 
Germany and her vassals ever again to 
draw the sword in a war upon the -lib- 
erties of mankind; and from those terms 
there will be no deviation. 

Austria will find no escape through the 
uncertain paths of negotiation. “ Sur-' 
render, unconditional surrender, is ‘the 
only way open to her. The example of 
Bulgaria has brought it plainly into’ her 
view, she: must choose that path for the 
victorious Allies will let her follow ‘no 
other.

“The result appeared to be a foregone 
conclusion. The French Army, like the 
British in 1914, was in their eyes a “ con- 
temptible little army.” It was not only 
undisciplined, but made up largely of raw 
recruits, Whenever it ssw an Austrian 
or a Prussian regiment it shouted, “We 
are betrayed!” and ran away. So the 
Teutons marched leisurely into the 
Forest of Argonne, with the intention of. 
making an unopposed parade to Paris. 
Sixty thousand of them were Prussians, 
“ trained,” says CREASY, “in the schools, 
“and many of them under the'eye of the 
“ Great: FREDERICK, heirs of the jBlories 
“of the Seven Years’ War, and ‘univer- 
“sally esteemed the best. troops in 
“ Europe.” There were 45,000 Austrians, 
picked, mostly, from the ‘veterans of 
Austria’s.war with Turkey; there were 
15,000 of the French aristocracy, and a 
powerful body of Hessians. 


Longwy and .Verdun surrendered to 
them, and they got between’ Paris and 


the conglomerate and frightened French 


force. Then, coming through the passes 
of the Argonne, they fell upon an army 
half defeated already by lack of confi- 
dence in itself and-fear of them. Then 
something happened; the same thing that 
had" happened seventeen years before at 
Bunker~ Hill. The first attack of the 
disciplined enemy did not break the. raw 
levies; unexpectedly, they found them- 
selves firing shot for shot. When they 
found. that they. were actually not run- 
ning ‘away, that in fact the German fire 
was slackening, they flamed with exulta- 
tion; battle got into their hedds like wine. 
After that, it ‘was of no consequence that 
a chargé of KELLERMANN’S was repulsed 
by the Germans, and that the latter were 
beginning to advance. . The Germans, on 
the contfary, caught the sound of that 
wild enthusiasm with which they were to 
get so: well. acquainted for the next 
twenty .years, and realized that some- 
thing néw had come into the world. This 
was_not like the chess-playing warfare of 
the eighteenth century. The spirit went 
out of them; their advance was easily 
driven back;. and the battle ended for 
that day, and never was ‘ renewed. 
BRUNSWICK + went back to Germany, 
after doggedly lingering in the Argonne 
for awhile, and the French Republic be- 
‘gan its career of glory on the field. ©

THE WAR AND FRATERNITIES. 


By request of the War Department— 
a@ requést which will naturally be heeded 
—the activities of college fraternities are 
to be suspended during the war at in- 
stitutions where the Student Army 
Training Corps is at work. Another 
valued institution of peace times has 
been declared a. nonessential, and no 
doubt there are some inveterate oppo- 
nents of all fraternities who hope that in 
this case, as in that of liquor, permanent 
prohibition will follow this emergency 
war. measure. ‘ @ 


But. the War Department, civvidualy 
meant nothing of the sort, and to a large 
extent its request merely accelerated a 
movement which -had been. begun by 
necessity. The fraternities are used to 
having their activities curtailed in war- 
time. . The parent chapter of Phi Beta 
Kappa, at William and Mary, the only 
chapter of the only college Greek-letter 
seciety.in the country at the time of the 
Revolution, ‘ceased to Panctien’ when 
CORNWALLIS invaded Virginia; and the 
establishment'of the chapters. at Harvard 
and. Yale, authorized in 1779, did not 
take place: till hostilities were practically 
at an end.’. When the civil war came on, 
fraternities had spread widely, and 
many.,of. their chapters suspended, for 
the reason‘ that. nearly all the Southern 
€ollegés, and some in the Middle West, 
had to close their doors because prac- 
tically all the students had gone to war.

The 
fraternity chapter of today is an insti- 
tution pying a large an¢ well- 
equipped house, which serves as. dormi- 
tory and headquarters of its social activi- 
ties;"and it plays a moré important part 
in the actual daily life of the student 
than perhaps any other collegiate. in- 
fluence. 


From the outbreak of the war the 
national officers of the fraternities were 
confronted with problems arising _in 
great measure out of this very develop- 
ment of peace times. It was. pretty cer- 
tain that, quite aside from the draft, vol- 
untary enlistment would deplete many 
chapters to the point where suspension 


would be necessary. This had actually | 
in | 


happened: in some cases last year; 
others, one or two alumni, with such un- 
dergraduate members as had for one 
reason or another remained, did their 
best to reconstitute the chapter by taking 
in more members from «a: student body 
sadly depleted in quality and quantity. 
But the chief question was that of the 
fraternity house. In many colleges and 
universities the fraternity houses fur- 
nished a large percentage of dormitory 
accommodations, and thereby succeeded 
in obtaining coal last Winter; elsewhere 
houses had to be closed up because coal 
could not be had. The ownership of 
most houses is vested in a corporation 
controlled by alumni, and the expenses 
of the house are met principally from 
room rents. If the house is closed, some 


of the expenses are saved, but many of. 


them contiriue, particularly in the case of 
the many houses not yet wholly paid for, 


where money for interest and gradual 


payment of principal has to come out 
of’ these same room rents paid by the 
undergraduates. 


As to the houses, the problem-has been 


solved in many cases by: the simple 
method of renting them to the War De- 


‘partment as dormitories for any students 


who happen to be assigned there—a prac- 
tice common enpugh in the case of Sum- 
mer sessions at many institutions before 
the war. The suspension of fraternity 
activities can be borne the more easily 
because the principal benefit conferred 
on the undergraduate by a well-controlled 
chapter was the steadying of his conduct, 
and the enforcenient ‘of standards. of 
scholarship. which in, recent, years have 
been “continually more exacting during | 
the critical freshman and sophomore 
years. . This, work is not needed during 
_the war, fo: the student soldiers:have the 
strongest of: ineéntives to do their work 


thoroughly and’ to behave. themselves, | 


And the womén’s fraternities will remain 
to keep the Greek-letter movement from. 
being wholly blotted out until the end of 
the war permits the resumption of the 
work now suspended.

THE FIELDING LEGEND. 


In the October Yale Review, its editor, 
Dean Cross, writes of “The Legend of 
Henry. Fielding.” That legend may 
rather be called biography or history as 
it is written. It is the orthodox, prevail- 
ing, and probably unconquerable belief 
that FIELDING was a scapegrace, much 
given to gallantry, bibbing wine even be- 
yond the generous: guzzling habit of the 
eighteenth century, living in a garret, 
neglecting his wife, dashing off a farce 
after a tavern night, tobacco wrappers 
his habitual writing paper. No wonder 
THACKERAY called him “ poor FIELDING.” 


THACKERAY was a little too free with 
that sympathetic or patronizing adjec- 
tive. “Poor” Dick STEELE, “ poor” 
CONGREVE! Why “poor” CONGREVE? 
God of the coffee houses, famous, fash- 
ionable, well-to-do, the master of the 
stage, perfectly satisfied’ with himself, 
with life in general, and everything in 
particular -but his overdose of gout, why 
did CONGREVE need to. be pitied?) And 
“ poor ” STEELE can’t always have reeked 
of burned sack. So easy it is to put a 
tag on a man. “JOE” ADDISON, beauti- 
ful, austere, and laden with wine, in some 
anecdotes -brandy, did work enough, 
and so did STEELE. As for FIELDING, his 
novels, his dramatic works, his assiduous 
labors as a journalist, a pamphleteer, 
and a magistrate, must have kept him 
more than _ eriough in his too short 
life. 


Whence arose the calumny that he 
wrote plays and_ novels in order to obtain 
“the wherewithal to feed *gross 
appetites”? How did the facts of his 
life come to be so perverted. 


His career, it should be remembered, 
was political, as well as literary. He 
belonged to a wing of the Whig Party 
led by Lord CHESTERFIELD, and the 
PELHAMS, LYTTELTON, and the younger 
WILLIAM Pritt, who’ called themselves 
Patriots. For them ‘he fought on the 
stage and in the press those battles 
which culminated in the overthrow of © 
WaLpoLe, and after the Victory had 
been won he continued) the fight against 
the’ most fierce Oppositien. In this 
political warfare no regard was ever 
paid to truth.. The one ait” of- the 
newspapers opposed to FYELDING’s 
party was to smother with abuse a 
master of ridicule and irony who 
awakened their fury. Any. shabby 
poet, any debauchee, ‘any* ale~ house 
ruffian whom he might introduce into 
a play or novel,- was either Fre.pinc 
himself or an associate. * * * His 
works were raked for characters and 
incidents that might be interpreted to 
his utter disgrace and dishonor. More 
than once it was declared that 
FIfL“pINe was in all essentials of char- 
acter. merely @ Jonathan Wild, that _ 





famous thief and thief taker who had 

been hanged at Tyburn. © 
- Thus political malice forged a Fielding 
and has passed him off on the world as 
a true one. Instead of “the bibulous 
spendthrift and libertine of tradition,” 
FIELDING must have been singularly in- 
dustrious. He lived well and as a gentle- 
man should. Of his intense, devouring 
labor, Dean Cross gives us a good pict- 
ure: ee 


He was a manager of a theatre when 
he brought out his two great political 
satires; he was a student of the law 
when he edited the ‘* Champion.’’; his 
entire family, including “himself, was 
ill when he wrote ‘‘ Jonathan Wild ”’’; 
he was editing The Jacobite Journal - 
when he expended those thousands of 
hours on. ‘‘ Tom Jones '’; he was Jus- 
tice of the Peace,. liable to be waked 

‘at night to sign a commitment, while 
he was writing in turn ‘*Amelia,’’ 
‘“The Covent Garden Journal,’’ and 
legal pamphlets which required the 
‘most painstaking care. 


i 


He was a worker for the reform of the 
penal code, for police réform, poor re- 
form. So busy, so productive, interested 
in so many sides of life, why must he 
still be traduced as a sort of figure from 
“The Rake’s Progress”? He worked 
hard all his life. He paid his debts. 

When a Justice of the Peace, he re- 
mitted the fees of the poor, contributed 
to funds in aid.of unfortunate trades- 
men, and was.a subscriber to hos- 
pitals. He aided in the support of his 
four sisters; he took into his own - 
household two spjnsters who grew up 
with them at Salisbury, and when 
living in Bow Street he kept an open 

table. Withal he managed to collect a 

working library unsurpassed by any 

man of letters of the period. 

Those of us who were brought up on 
FIELDING will be grateful to Dean Cross 
for effacing an offensive caricature and 
restoring a strong, active, brave, manly, 
generous, and “ efficient” figure, a man 
of affairs as well as a man of genius. 








BARBUSSE DEFENDED 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of Sept. 27 there was printed 
a letter concerning Barbusse’s ‘‘ Under 
Fire’’ and ‘‘Inferno”’ and signed by a 
“ Friend of France.’’ In reply to his state- 
ments I would like to present these consid- 
erations: 

If the ‘authorization to publish ‘ Under 
Fire’ was the result of a shocking piece of 
German propaganda,’’ would it not be perti- 
nent for the. ‘‘ Friend of France ’’ to explain 
some™ circumstances which hardly seem to 
chime in with his, let us say, hypothesis? . 

Was Barhusge pro-German at the time 
when. he was fighting in’the trenches,.i. ¢., 
‘} during the sixteenmonths previous to the 
publication of his book? And ts it to be sup- 
poséd that thé Gérrian #okilers who failed to 
kill him had. spetial orders for. doing so? 

Was the French. General who. cited Bar- 
busse several times for bravery also pro- 
German? Barbusse’s. latest honorable men- 
tion runs:as follows: ‘‘ Citation in the order 
of the day No. 117. The commanding Gen- 
eral of the Tenth Army cites in the order 
of the day the soldier Barbusse (Henri) of 
the 22d comp., 3lst reg. of infantry, as a 
man of superior moral value. He. enlisted 
voluntarily for the duration of the war; he 
refused to be put into the territorial army 
despite of “his age and .the state of his 
health. He offered himself always.for all 
dangerous missions,’’. etc., etc. (See Dial 
of Sept. 19, 1918.) _Was this army proclama- 
tion also a piece of German propaganda en- 
gineered by the “traitor” Mulvy? 

Is the Académie Goncourt which granted 
the book the first prize for 1916 a German 
institution ? 

Is “the French Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion who recently nominated. Barbusse’ @ 
member of the Consultative Committee of 
French Propaganda in. Foreign Countries 
(see Evening Post of Aug. 10, 1918,) a Ger- 
man propagandist? 

Is Edmond Rostand, the Rostand of the 
Académie, pro-German? It seems so, be- 
cause how could otherwise be explained his 
letter to Barbusse, in which he says: ‘*‘ Dear 
Friend: I admire ‘Le Feu’ because it is a 
poem, a great poem, tumultuous and admi- 
rably arranged..* * * It is: a splendid 
thing to have written a romance from which 
history will borrow. We will disguss other 
points later. Meanwhile superb poet and sol- 
dier, I embrace you. Edmond Rostand.”’ 
(Bvening Post, Aug. 10, 1918.) Was it really 
so ridiculous to call Barbusse a “ distin- 
guished writer’’ if Rostand could address 
him in such térms? } 

If Barbusse’s ‘‘ Inferno’’ is. one of those 
‘*ignoble’’ books. which the Germans 
‘‘ spread abroad with the etiquette ‘ French 
Realism’ ’’—in which category. will, our 
‘‘ Friend of France ’’ then place Mirabeau, 
Maupassant, Huysmans, Prévost, Anatole 
France, Richepin—without ‘even mentioning 
the old Rabelais—who are all “‘ ignoble’’ and 
‘* obscene ’* in the eyes of hypocrites?

VARIETY AT WORTH’S. 


ITH most‘of Worth’s dresses this 
season one must walk all around

PREMET FAVORS BROWN. 


REMET runs to browns, as the say- 
ing goes. And since Paris has pro- 
duced over a hundred shades of 

brown this season,he surely has plenty 
of scope to display his tastes.. He shows 
a very few gowns in black satin and 
more in navy, but when these two 
shades are not used it is the nuances 
of brown that we see. Dove, sand, and 
oil are the favorite tones. 

Jersey de soie, of an exceedingly thick 
and heavy quality, is used py Premet. 
One of his robes in this material was 
richly embroidered in silk, the skirt be- 
ing finished around the bottom by a 
deep band of fringe—yes, fully a half 
yard in width. 

Metal trimmings are very strongly fa-4 
vored at this house, and, like everything. 
else, they steer clear of any tendency to 
When they are of either silver 
or gold, they must be tarnished, for 
nothing is brighter than it need be this 
season. Here they use passementerie 
buttons of self color to run in a close 
row down the sides of a skirt or to 
decorate the blouse in some way or 
other. Buttons used in the same way 
are evident on street frocks and suits 
which are strictly tailored. 

Premet’s dressy frocks, like all the 
others this year, are quite simple in de- 
sign, but they have a charm all their 
own. Very often parts of these toilettes 
are made of Georgette crépe in two 
colors, one laid over the other. Pink 
is a favorite shade for the foundation, 
as it tones in just enough with @ deeper 
act draped over it. These gowns are 
quaint in the extreme, ‘their short skirts 
accentuating the effect. There is, if 
anything, more trimming on Premet’s 
gowns than on those of other couturiers, 
silk and Angora embroidery along with 
lines of buttons being cleverly handled. 


CALLOT’S DRAPED GOWNS. ~ 


F all Parisian dressmakers Caliot is 

at once the most startling and yet 

the most conservative. When once 
she finds an idea that is good and popu- 
lar, then she can be trusted to stick to 
it for some little time at least. 

That is what she has done this season. 
Last Spring her draped gowns without 
trimming were the grand success of the 
season, and she has had the-good sense 
to repeat the ide& with the coming of 
the Fall and Winter. No wartime idea 
\has been so purely indicative of the pre- 
vailing spirit of the times, and, on ac- 
count of the genuineness of its quality, 
it has been most enthusiastically ac- 
cepted. ° 
. Great simplicity characterizes all of 
Callot’s wares, and her chemise gowns, 
held at the belt with nothing but the 
slenderest of cords, are marvels of art 
and beauty. All of the materials that 
she uses are plain and unadorned, and 
almost no brocades appear in her col- 
lection, everything being light, airy, and 
‘youthful looking. 

Callot chooses to show her originality 
by using lace abundantly on many of her 
afternoon and evening gowns, and she 
even embroiders ‘this ‘trimming ‘quite 
cleverly about the edges; at the places 
where it joins the gown, and.in other 
unexpected spots. Her evening dresses 
are very décolleté, both back and front, 
no attempt being made to feature the 
bodice that is high in front. Some of 
her necks, however, are swathed in tulle, 
a trick that carries with it much of 
fascination. 

The great success at Callot’s is the 
black satin draped afternoon dress. It 
has almost no extra material showing 
anywhere about it. except, pe'dtgs,. at 
the waistline, where a full girdle is apt 
to be seen. Its subtle bits of embtoidery 
in silk or Pryenées wool help to give it 
distinction and character. .-The black 
velvet frocks at this place, both fur aft- 
ernoon and evening, are sometimes. em- 
broidered, sometimes garnisied with 
lace, and sometimes. a combination..of 
both {s-used on one ‘frock.

Peu de péche in Nattier blue 
makes a-.ravishingly girlish afternoon 
frock, and a terra cotta vélours de laine 
leaves nothing to be’ desired in richness 
of color. 

Many.of Lanvin’s frocks are swathed 
about the figure, and she is using for 
trimming a great deal of appliqué work. 
Her embroidery varies its’ character 
more often than not. For instance, silk 
embroidery will be combined with a 
great deal of heavy braiding, and, along 
with silk galon patches of bead work, 
will be most effectively used. 


LAXTON AND LAPIERRE. 


APES are the wraps of the season, 
and especially is this so when furs 
are in the balance. The deduction 

is this: One must pay dearly for any 
warm covering at the present time, so 
one may just.as well take the bull by 
the horns and invést in furs that will 
last indefinitely from Winter to Winter. 
They are really an investment, whereas 
wool must go the way of its prede- 
cessors. 

The capes are long: and short, made 
of long and short haired furs, suiting 
themselves to the desires of the indi- 
vidual. Their cuts follow no distinct 
rule, some of them: being strangely un- 
even about the botton and others being 
mae differently on one side from the 
way they are constructed on the other 
side. One new eape of Kolinsky : is 
high and muffy about the neck, but the 
portion that falls below the waist is 
uneven to the point of originality. This 
effect is something quite new and will. 
be launched during the first few days of 
Autumn though with what success time 
atone can tell. Kolinsky is certainly a 
leader, but it is not so much in demand 
as mole in its natural color. The mole- 
skins are put together sé that they form 
a series of stripes, and if the wrap is 
long then the portion that forms the 
wide hem is put on in the opposite direc- 
tion or at direct right angles with the 
up and down stripes of the wrap. 

A favorite trick is to combine moleskin 
with another fur, as skunk, nutria, beav- 
er, squirrel, and putois. Putois, being 
a refined name for pole cat, is used 
mostly for trimming as a little of it 
goes a great way. 

Laxton and Lapierre showed many 
gorgeous long wraps of fyr. Some of 
them were of nutria, kblinally, and other 
short-haired furs, with shawl collars of 
putois. These shawl collars, so popu- 
lar a few seasons ago, have returned 
with renewed vigor and most of the 
wraps are finished with a shawl. It is 
even larger than it was formerly, this 
shawl collar, and, for the matter of 
that, it may be used to wrap close about 
the neck, being composed of large quan- 
tities of fur. The top portions ofthe 
new wraps are really exaggerated if 
they are right, but as furs must be 
muffy and comfy if they are properly 
to fill their places in life, then the col- 
lar begins by setting a good example of 
generous proportions and the throat of 
the wearer is literally swamped. 

While the cape has had great success 
with those who have chosen fur models, 
the long vétement that reaches to the 
hem of the garment is just as popular 
and its very simplicity makes it ele- 
gant. There are no. pockets to break 
the line of. this long garment, pockets 
being relegated to the inside, where ‘they 
appear more roomy. and spacious than 
they have been for many a long year. 
In fact, the wrap tempts one to wear it 
inside out just to show how-really beau- 
tiful and comfortable it is. 


BULLOZ EXCELS IN TUNICS. 


ULLOZ achieves his most conspic- 
uous success with the building of 
the long, draped tunics. .These 

hang gracefully over a very tight, nar- 
row skirt, and there is no question at 
all_about the style of the skirt here. 
Many of the gowns at this house are 
high at the neck, and the long satin 
, * 





or brocaded vest is often used with 
tailored suits. These are necessarily 
high-necked and serve most picturesque- 
ly to complete a tailored toilette. 


Usually the vest is not embroidered, | 


but is finished either with a row of 
buttons or passementerie. 

The placing of the waistline at this 
house is exaggerated neither at the one 
extreme nor the other.’ One notices that 
there are fewer straps used for belts 
than were employed last season, but 
Bulloz does wonderful things with a’ 
cord and tassel, as there must be some 
arrangement to hold the extra fullness 
somewhat closely to the Hine of the 
waist. The lines would be altogether too 
*‘ baggy ’’ without a clasp of some sort 
to hold them in place. 

Embroidery done in Pyrenée wool and 
in threads of silk is very popular among 
the gowns in this exhibit. The effects 
are best when uncompromising dyes are 
used; one navy satin had two or three 
gray embroidered motives so formed 
that they gave the appearance of coats- 
of-arms. Colored silk braids embroid- 
ered or used to head trimmings of fur 
are favored by Bulloz. A charming in- 
novation at this house is a piping of 
dull gold silk braid. This is put on 
in delicate lines over the seams where 
sleeve and jacket meet, for it is the 
tailored frock that is favored with this 
trimming. But the chief charm of ‘this 
trimming lies in the fact that it is never 
over-used, though once the gown. was 
lightly embroidered in dull gold. 

It is difficult to tell just where the 
dresses of Bulloz are closed, for they 
are so subtly draped that the closings 
are often altggether hidden from sight. 
However, he is said to have expressed 
a liking for closing his Fall gowns at 
the back. He is partial to shades of 
maroon, London Smoke, and beige, al- 
though he is one of the designers who 
cling lovingly te navy blue, in which

AT MARTIAL ET ARMAND'S. | 


ARTIAL ET ARMAND show no 
tendency to diverge from the es- 
tablished mode of the hour so 

that they, like their neighbors, are show- 
ing everything of the strictest simplicity. 
Most of their work is beautifully youth- 
ful, some of it showing quite an amusing 
turn. And, while they often gain their 
unpretentious ends by extremely diffi- 
cult cutting, they are bound to show, 
none the less, something to suit every 
taste. 

These designers seem to make it a rule 
never to produce extremes of any sort, 
and at their opening it was remarked 
that, while no change had taken place 
in the outline of the silhouette, they 
had achieved some very interesting 
changes in the way of detail. For in- 
stance, they insist upon having the 
waistline an inch longer than it was a 
year ago, and this they carry out con- 
sistently even though at other houses 
the line is apt to vacillate. 

At this house there were exhibited 
most attractive examples of velvet and 
plush almost entirely covered with little 
ruffles of Georgette, put on one above 
the other. These, to be sure, do not 
extend below the knees, for at that point 
nothing must happen to interrupt the 
clinging effect which gives the mincing 
gait.

THE EDDA. 


Of Scandinavian and Not German 
Origin. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
In an interesting article entitled ** The’ 
Panturanian Movement,’’ which ap- 


York Times, ‘‘ Historicus’’’ said in clos- 
ing: ‘‘Is Kalevala, the beautiful heroic 
epos of the Finnish people, not as noble 
as the German Edda?” 

But is the “Edda German? The re- 
searches of such scholars as Sir George 
Webb Dasent, Paul B. du Challlu, and 
others would seem to prove it to be of 
Scandinavian origin. Sir George Webb 
Dasent, who spent many years of his 
life in the study of comparative phil- 
ology, who resided for a number of 
years in Scandinavia and visited Ice- 
land, says in the Introduction to his 
‘*Popular Tales from the Norse’’: 


Whatever disputes may have existed as 
to the mytholegy of other branches of the 
Teutonic subdivisions of the Aryan race: 
Whatever discussions may have arisen as 
to the sition of this or that divinity 
among t Franks, the Anglo-Saxons, or 
the Goths—about the Norsemen there can 
be no dispute or doubt. From a variety 
of circumstances, but two before all the 
rest—the offe their settlement in Iceland, 
which preserved théir language and its 
literary treasures incorrupt; the other their 
late conversion to Christianity—their cos- 
mogony and mythology stands before us in 
full flower, and we have not, as else- 
where, to pick up and piece ee the 
wretched fragments of a faith, t orn ange 
of which its own priests had fergotten 
commit to writing, and which those ot 
another creed had dashed te pieces and de- 
stroyed. ° ° * . 

In the Norse gods we see the Norseman 
himself, sublimed and elevated . beyond 
man’s stature, but bearing about with him 
all his bravery: and endurance, ell his 
dash and spirit of adventure. * * 

Such were the gods in whom the ‘Taree: 
man believed—exaggerations of himeelf, of 
all his good and all his bad qualities. 
Their might and their adventutes, their 
domestic quarrels and certain doom, were 
sung in- venerable la now collected In 
what we call the Blder or Edda ; 
simple majestic songs whore mellow ac- - 
cents go Straight to the heart through the 
ear, and whose simple severity never suf- 
fers us to mistaké their meaning.

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Revised Views of 1776 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In THe Trwes for Sept. 28; Justice 
Russell did us a much-needed service by 
presenting his new view of the Amert- 
can Revolution. How different this is 
from the common conception may. be 
judged: by a statement in the Dictionary 
of National Biography, that. ‘‘ Gren- 
ville’s ill-considered attempts produced 
It is high 
time we learned. from Justice Russell 
that ‘‘the chief responsibility must 
forever rest upomw’ the sovereign with 
whom it was the misfortune of the 
empire to be cursed ’’—that is, upon the 
German King George III. Though the 
Justice feared to be trite, he would have 
done well to remind us less learned 
readers that this “‘ British ’’ sovereign’'s 
parents could hardly speak English, 
that he was fifteen-sixteenths German 
and one-sixteenth Stuart. It is high 
time we learned that the American 
Revolution originated in a German brain 
and was fomented by truly German 
methods. 


If the Justice had briefly described 
the Hillsborough episode and interpret- 
ed it, few of his readers would have 
retained any grudge against the de- 
ceived English people or American 
Loyalists. In a speech from the throne 
on May 9, 1769, the King asked the 
Commons fer support in a policy of 
firmness toward the colonists. Five 
days later he directed Hillsborough to 
write a secret letter to the colonies de- 
claring that the King he#) never had a 
design of taxing . but that a 
‘*factious and seditious House of Com- 
mons” had been fesponsible, and that 
‘‘the King would rather part with his 
crown than preserve it by deceit.” This 
picturesque dittle trick was untmport- 
ant and. resultless, compared with the 
constant series of lying machinations 
by which, during twenty years, the 
King ‘incited his subjects to war against 
one another. 


Until qualified men have siceiiinaials 
this dastardly Teutonism of the Revolu- 
tion, we cannot hope for that “ union of 
hearts between the mother country and 
her sturdy offspring beyond the sea.’’ 
For such a consummation we pray. It 
can never be attained by granting, as 
the Justice does, that “‘ Grenville and 
Townshend were greatly to blame for 
Their blame was, in 
fact, slight; Grenville had got himself 
hated and dismissed 1765, and 
Townshend died tn 1767. atever their 
pedantry and levity, their influence was 
no more than a tiny drop in the bucket 
of the King’s despotic ambition. ‘This 
statement is neither novel nor exagger- 
ated for a plea. The truth of it is paet- 
ent.in those chapters of Green and ‘Tre- 
velyan to whidh the Justice refers. It 
is brought out more vividly and in 


ume. And Lecky is a.much more con- 
vincing witness because he was not, 
like Green and Trevelyan, appealing to 
American sympathies. He goes sv far 
as to say: ‘‘ George III. inflicted more 
profound and enduring ‘injuries upon his 
country than any other modern English 
king. Resolved at all hazards.to compel 
‘his Ministers.to adopt his own views, he 
‘espoused with passionate eagerness the 
American quarrel, .resisted obstinately 
the measures of conciliation ‘by which it 
might easily have been stifled, enven- 
omed it by his glaring partisanship, and 
protracted it for several years in opposi- 
tion to the advice of his own favorite 
Minister.’’ 

When Burke wrote his ‘‘ Thoughts 
Upon the Cause of the Present Dis- 
contents ’’ in 1770 he did not name any 
Tories like Grenville or Townshend. His 
analysis showed that there was only 
one catise—a Germdn King's will to 
power. Though his style is measured 
and careful, he uses éuch expressions as’ 
these: ‘‘Our .freedom . fs at stake,’’ 
‘* Patlianient will become: the .mere:.ap-

On Feb. 18, 
1774, Temple Luttrell said: ‘“‘It is by 
the German policy of dominion that 
British America is to be reduced to vas- 
salage. But let the all-potent minions 
beware lest while they are bowing the 
stubborn necks of these colonists to the 
yoke they find not their own necks bow 
to the block of an executioner.” All 
through ‘the session the House was kept 
ignorant ef what military steps were 
being taken, and members were more 
outspoken against the King than strict 
etiquette permitted. On Feb. 2 Dunning 
went so far as to say: ‘‘I insist that 
every appearance of riot and sedition 
arises not from disobedience or rebel- 
lion, but is created by the conduct of 
those who are anxious to establish des- 


directed to reduce America to the most 
abject state of servility as a prelude 
to realizing the same ‘wicked system in 
the mother country.’’ On Feb. 6 Lord, 
Irnham said: ‘‘The making of our 
Prince [George III:] absolute and 
despotic over all the vast American do- 
minions may prove ruinous to our lib- 
erty, property,*and every civil right.”

To the Editor of The Ncw York Times:

revolution, such as Kropotkin and 
Breshkovaky and a jong line of other 
revolutionaries and radicals representa- 
tive of the more extreme groups, but 
also of such men-as Plechanoff, Burt- 
weff, and Axelrod, who have long repre- 
sented, with greater or less uniformity, 
the historic position of orthodox Social- 
‘fata everywhere... Much of what now ap- 
pears in the exposé was already known 
in this country—known to the Socialist 
leaders as well as to other persons. But 
all trustworthy evidence, and especially

Childs, suggesting that empty saloons 
be used as community centres, printed 
in Tue Timms of Sept. 29, points 
toward an opportunity and a duty for 
the whole of New York. Hundreds of 
thousands of men have obtained social 
life, relaxation, mental nurture of a 
certain kind, in the sdloons, Women 
and chil@ren ‘have ‘been excluded from 
this resource, and even for men the: 
saloon ‘has ‘been a thing .of evil as well: 
as good. Not only have the conditions 
favored intemperance, but there have 
been no ‘conscious public purposes in 
‘the saloons. 

The conditions of war have thrown a 
‘tremendous burden of responsibility on 
‘each in@ividval. They have increasefl 


‘Yiness into thousands of homes. < But 
gibove all the nation {fs calling on ‘its 
‘men and women to meet in groups for 
the furtherance of America’s part ‘in the 
war and for the discussion of domestic 
problems arising out of the war. Presi- 
dent Wilson’s request for the extension 
of the national defense aystem into 
local communities has met a response 
numbered by millions of working mem- 
bers in rural districts.

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“Antis” Jubilant Over Senate Riéjiection’ 


-.of Anthony Amendment, but Their. 
Opponents Expect a Victory 


@ NTi-SUFFRAGISTS are. jubilant 
over the stand taken by the Sen- 
ators who voted last Tuesday 
against the Susan B. Anthony 

amemiment But the suffragists are far 
from discouraged. Rather do they, ac- 
claim a new spirit and vigor of faith 
from the President's appeal; they are 
glad that the question has been brought 
to a vote and put each Senator publicly 
on record and they prophesy that, when 
it. comes up again after the November 
elections, the Federal amendment will 
Pass. 

“We not only feel that it is ‘not so 
bad,’ ’’ said Miss Rose Young, editor of 
The Woman Citizen and head of the de- 
partment of publicity of the National 
Woman Suffrage Association, ‘‘ we feel 
that it is so good. In that magnificent 
address before the Senate the President 
used a particularly striking and memor- 
able phrase: he spoke of ‘ the magic of 
the spirit.’ Well, the women of America 
have got that, from that address of his, 
and a great many of us had lost it be- 
fore. 

“* We didn’t expect the Federal: amend- 
ment to be passed by the Senate on that 
vote. The blow of the defeat is dis- 
counted by the fact that we knew it was 
coming. ‘‘ We didn’t expect those, Sen- 
ators to change their. position. Presi- 
dent Wilson, who has the great misfor- 
tune to see so much further than other 
men that they can’t keep up with him, 
talked with his splendid idealism. and 
democracy to men who didn’t know his 
language—he might as well have been 
speaking ancient Greek. The men who 
refused to meet his appeal, who voted 
against the amendment, were Tories, 
reactionaries, Bourbons. He was up 
against a blank wall, and he knew it. 
And one of the great and fine things 
was that, knowing that, he went ahead 
and made his appeal, and ‘took the 
gravest risk and didn’t care what a risk 
it was. 

‘‘And what we feel now is not dis- 
couragement because of the vote, but a 
great uplifting and vivifying of the 
spirit because of the President’s speech. 
We are not cast down by the adverse 
decision of the vote for two reasons: 
Because we were not surprised by it, 
and because we expect to win when it is 
brought up again. And the President’s 
address, as I said, heartened us all.” 

Much of the discussion over the Susan 
B. Anthony amendment ‘and ‘its defeat 
in the Senate hinges on the question as 
to whether woman suffrage is or is not 
@ war measure. The -anti-suffragists, 
for example, look upon the defeat of the 
amendment as a great victory, because, 
te quote one of their prominent workers, 
it ‘“‘has established the fact that Con- 
gress itself does not accept for a mo- 
ment the claim that woman suffrage is 
a@ war measure.”’ , 

The suffragists, on the other hand, ex- 
plain that their agreement with the 
President in regarding the enfranchise- 
ment-of women as a war measure rests 
upon two cardinal points. One is the 
light in which the United States, as a 
champion of democracy throughout the 
world, is made to appear by the failure 
of the Senate to grant the vote to Amer- 
ican women. The other ‘is the simple 
and incontrovertible fact that many wo- 
men engaged in war work are troubled 
and harassed by the beating down of 
the cause to which, in the days before 
the war, they had given so much of 
their energy and devotion, and which 
now they are naturally unable to forget. 
In regard to the first of these, the suf- 
fragists feel deeply regretful over 
Senatorial defeat. But the President’s 
address has taken all the sting out of 
the second; that is what Miss Young 
means when she says that the women of 
America have got ‘‘ the magic of the 


. spirit’’ that many of them had lost. 


‘It is all very well for our opponents 
to say that we aught to forget all about 
the suffrage cause in their_work for the 
war,”’ she said.. ‘‘ That isin the very 
nature of things out of the question. 
How can we forget what we have been 
working for for years? How can we 
forget and give up our struggle for self- 
government? That is simply unthink- 
able! No, the suffragists are going on 
with their work and their interest for 
their cause, and they are doing war 
work as well. And it is a simple. fact 
that, devotedly as they give themselves 
‘to their war work, their energy and 
force do suffer from, the, discouragement 
over the cause for which they have been 
struggling so hard and so long. 


** Well, all that discouragement: Presi- 
dent Wilson has taken away. The 
amendment has been defeated in the 
Senate by a few reactionary votes; but 
the President’s appeal is someth#ig that 
not only immediately stirs and revivifies 
the women of America, but will go on 
doing so more and more. The depres- 
sion over the Tories.is gone. To speak 
of one concrete instance:, You know, I 
suppose, that all the women on the Na- 
tional Liberty Loan Committee are nof 
only suffragists but prominent suffrage 
workers. One of them, a_ splendid 
speaker, who is in the habit of raising 
money by the hundred thousand dollars 
in mass meetings, and whose program 
of meetings is full during the loan drive, 
said one day last week that the suffrage 
matter was weighing on her spirit so 
that she felt as if she must be losing 
some of her ability to speak. ‘I want 
to do my best for the loan,’ she said. 
‘I’m certainly willing. But I feel so 
troubled and depressed over this mat- 
ter of the Senate that I don’t feel up. to 
my best work.’ After the President’s 
address she came in glowing and vigor- 
ous and encouraged—she had got ‘the 
magic of the spirit’ again, and the loan 
got the full benefit of her enthusiasm. 
‘We are more than encouraged. We are 
exalted. : 


“The Senators who opposed the Presi- 
dent’s appeal said, ‘This has nothing 
to do with the war. It is not a matter 
of men, or ships, or food, or ammuni- 
tion. Even though you, Mr. President, 
are Commander in Chief of the armed 
forces of this counfry, and have asked 
for certzin help as Commander in Chief, 
we pnt our judgment above yours, and 
you shall not have this help for which 
you have asked.” But when a woman 
can raise $100,000 at one mass meeting, 
it seems to me that that comes pretty 
close to being a.matter of ammunition 
or men or ships! 

‘Internationally, of course, it does 
put the country in an unfortunate light 
sto defeat the enfranchisement of women.

TO SERB CAPTIVES 





Lieutenant Who Spent Three Years in 
‘Internment Camps Describes Their 


Horrors---Men 


: FIRST-HAND picture of the-cruel 
ett _ treatment accorded to prisoners 
of war, particularly . Serbians, 

‘ by the Austrians, redched Lon- 

don recently in the form of an address 
delivered at Corfu by Zivko’ Topalovitch, 

@ barrister and one of the leaders of the 

Serbian Social Demoéracy. <Mr,-Topalo- 

vitch was a Lieutenant in the ‘Serbian 

Army and was captured in. the first year 

of the war. He spent three years as 

prisoner in interment camps and _ be- 
.g cause of ,=his knowledge of German was 
able to supply the Serbian Government 
at Corfu with: important information 
regarding the life of war prisoners -in 
#ustria-Hungary. Part. ef the speech 
foliows': 
J‘ Rired and hungry, exhanstes from 
the atrain of long fighting «s.- marching 
and from the need of all the most. ele- 
tnentary necessities of life, our prison- 
ers arrived from their march from Ser- 
bia to Upper Hungary, in rags, bare- 
footed and half starved, to the places 
‘allotted for their internment. And what 
placés! Vast muddy, bogg¥ ‘ground 
from which everywhere sprang water, 
inclosed by barbed wire, without roads 
or a single building even provisionally 
made; and in such YInclosures our prison- 
ers were driven and herded like cattle. 
These ‘internment camps’ represented 
the common Hungarian Pustas, or 
deserts, so fo speak. The half-starved 
prisoners were compelled to make their 
own shelters. A great number of them 
died before the completion of the 
shelters. 

** Epidemics made terrible havoc among 
the men, typhus taking a prominent 
place. The greatest mortality among 
our war prisoners at this time was due 
chiefly to these bad arrangements and 
lack of shelter. Those who remained 
alive were dispersed in various * camps ’ 
im Northern Hungary. These consisted 
of barbed wire inclosures provided with

huts made of wood. In Summertime 
these huts afforded some kind of shel- 
ter but in the Winter they offered -no 
protection against the terrible Carpa- 
thian cold. * 

“The. bulk..of our. prisoners arrived 
after Serbia’ was overrun in the Winter 
of 1915 and in: the Spring of 1916, ex- 
hausted, sick, and war-weary; a great 
number of them perished in spite of the 
fact that they found huts already. con- 
structed and a somewhat regular life in 
these internment camps. 


‘‘ With the arrival of new prisoners, . 


the already overcrowded camps and huts 
became entirely intolerable. At. this 
time the Austro-Hungarian .authorities 
simply. depopulated .the northern dis- 
tricts of- Serbia by carrying into cap- 
tivity all the.Serbian population without 
respect to age or’ sex. 
pepulation suffered most, being carried 
away and scattered all over Northern 
Hungary in internment camps. During 
this Winter, which was long and ex- 
ceedingly cold, it seemed as if‘all the 
evils had conspired together to attack 
our people. The icy Carpathian climate 
was not judged by a thermometer, but 
by’ the number of’ dead bodies of the 
Serbian soldiers. The wretched creat- 
ures, exhausted by want of food, 
clothes, and suitable shelter, were not 
able to resist the intense cold; not only 
those who were sick and wounded, but 
also those who were strong and healthy, 
quickly fell victims of this cold. There 
was no coal. Coal cards existed nom- 
inally,. but in spite of this fact, even 
the officers did not see a single piece 
of coal during the whole Winter. 

‘“* Beetroots were the only. food avafl- 
able; they did not contain the necessary 
nourishment for the human body, so 
that our men gradually wasted away 
until they became almost skeletons. 

“* All the hospitals were full of sick 








men and those affected by consumption;

our. numbers were ‘diminishing - every 
day. It was quite “a, common, thing’ to, 


see a group of soldiers walking t6, their j. 


work: when suddenly one of then?,svould. 
drop dead; his comrades would pick: him 
up, put him in a little cart.and drive 
back to the camp. Death was caused 


throtgh ¢xhaustion,-the heart suddenly - 


stopping, refusing to do its work owing 
to latk of internal driving power. 
“Then such bodies weré taken into 
the mortuary and weighed; the average 
weight did not. exceed sixty pounds. 
Owing to lack of nourishment, an in- 
ternal deformity developed. A beetroot, 
if found by a number of: soldiers, was 
often the cause of strife, meanwhile; 
blows from the butt-ends of rifles and 


bayonets were freely distributed; but: 


in spite of the blows the quarrel and 
struggle over the possession of a beet- 
root continued, for physical pain was 
less than that caused by hunger. 

“« When the first Spring days came the 
soldiers started to eat grass’ from the 
neighboring meadows. As a consequence 
of this a number of new. and peculiar 
diseases developed, the stomach in par- 
ticular being affected. Medical exami- 
nation showed that death was.due to 
eating poisonous plants. Only extreme 
desperation drove these hungry wretches 
to eat such plants... The victims were 
not only soldiers but also officers. At 
night, sleep was not possible. Everyone 
had a mortal dread of bed, for during 
the night terrible pain and convulsions 
started, caused _by hunger, which is 
more terribly felt lying down than ssit- 
ting or walking. 

‘* In almost all these camps our people 
are mercilessly exploited by incessant 
and heavy work which is beyond their 
strength, Hungry and ,weak. they. are 


driven into the munition factories, the. 


sugar factories and mines, working 
there in the most difficult circumstances 


and with only the daily pay of 12 cents.. 


Very often there is neither air nor light. 
No matter whether they work or not 
there is no possibility of finding any 
kind of food; they only have the food 
allotted them and nothing else. Under 
such conditions the people are perishing; 
all rules.and regulations for the protec- 
tion of workers are not applied to Ser- 
bian prisoners. 

‘‘ Serbian war prisoners are employed 
in work which is forbidden by the law 
of nations. They are employed in the 
firing lines to perform such duties 
which should be performed by the 
enemy fighting forces. How many of 
our war prisoners perished as a con- 











sequence | of ‘wounds. Yoewiwe bunge® 
ana Bets nobody. can yet tell, 

g in the war zone, they dre all 
sinboecten toa régime of: terror, and for 
the smallest offense -they are’ shot. 
Shooting and killing and beating, irre- 
spective of hunger and cold, are beirlg 
done -mercilessly. During the Russo- 
German fighting in the region.of Pripet, 
where, owing to the marshy “ground, it: 
was not possible to construct roads and 
railways,. where often the cattle could 
not. move, the Serbian war prisoners 
were employed to drag wagons with pro- 
visions. and ammunition for th Austrian 
troops: For riearly a year these prison- 
ers were employed on such work. Sick or 
exhausted men were not sent back so that 
these happenings should be kept secret.

LIBRARY SALARIES 


HELD INADEQUATE) 





HAT the ‘Hbrary of todayis no 
longer ‘‘a happy browsing ground 
for the custodian of books” is 
pointed out in a communication recently 
issued by the New York Public Library 
Staff Association, which urges ti.e ddop- 
tion by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment of an adequate 1919 budget. 
The demands made upon present day 
librarians necessitate careful training 
and constant effort to ‘' keep’ abreast. 
of the times’’ as well as a lap or so 
ahead of the average library patron. Not 
only current book literature but the 
more fragmentary comments of maga- 
zines and newspapers; must be read and 
digested so that Mr.:Smith may be cor- 
rectly: informed regarding the South 
American shoe market and Miss Jones 
about the latest styles from Paris. 
More than 150,000 persons “ represent- 
ing thirty nationalities visited the main 
library building on Forty-second Street 
during August... Visitors filed requisi- 
tion slips for more than 139,000 books on 
every conceivable subject and their re- 
quests were met with promptness and 
dispatch. During the Winter months 
these figures are almost doubled. In 
addition, special information, not to be 
found in books, was ‘‘ dug up”’ from a 
variéty of unaccustomed sources at the 
request of library visitors. 
Few people stop to ask themselves 


@ vear er so past has been enlightening 


per week. It is for this reason that the 
public libraries. are finding it difficult, 
in face of present high living costs, to 
attract new workers. 

The work of the Public Libraries since 
the outbreak of war has increased by 
leaps and bounds. More ‘and more the 
branch libraries are being turned into 
community clearing houses for war in- 
formation.

AST week the Bulgarian delegates

This Bulgarian peace is, from a

one great effect already. The Aus- 
trian Army in Albania has begun a 
“wide-flung retreat, which must con- 
tinue until practically all of Albania 
and Montenegro have been evacuated. 
With the right wing of the Bulgarian 
Army entirely out of action, the Aus- 
‘trian left was immediately exposed. 
The Italians took advantage of the 
gituation to press matters, and, to 
avoid complete destruction, the Aus- 
trians were forced to fall back. Berat 
has already fallen to the Allies with- 
out a blow -being struck; Durazzo, 
@estroyed as a naval base by the allied 
fieet, must also be given up. _. 
- The Serbians, it is reported, have 
feached Nish, near the Bulgarian 
‘border ‘where this border is crossed by 
the Oriental railroad. Because of the 
railroad connection, this is the most 
Gmportant eveMt following the Bul- 
garian surrender. If, however, the 
Serbians have not reached Nish, the 
railroad will be cut at or south of 
Sofia and the result will be the same. 
This completes the cutting off of Tur- 
key from the Central Powers.

N the earlier scenes it seems to be a

were nothing if. not explicit! The 
original draft of the play, indeed, 
showed the ultimate wreck of the sec- 
ond union, the wife and her first hus- 
band being forcibly reunited and sent 
to Siberia. But the present ending 
was soon substituted, which gives 
promise of the wife’s ultimate happi- 
ness in her second marriage. In his 
** Life of Tolstoy ’’ Aylmer Maude in- 
timates that the play aims to expose 
the evils wrought by the gourts when 
they intervene in human affairs, the 
first version of the action being a pret- 
ty literal transcript of a case that 
had lately happened. This impression 
is strongly corroborated in the con- 
cluding scenes, in which the wretched 
hero, Fédya, denounces the Magis- 
trate. Yet in relation to the play as 
a whole the scene is merely incidental, 
by no means basi¢ or structural. Its 
face value in the theatre is that it 
shows the final wrecking of Fédya’s 
nervous organization, the ultimate de- 
velopment of his power of spiritual 
comprehension. « The fact is that the 
piéce, which was written in 1902, at 
the age of 74, is the product of a 
period when Tolstoy’s creative powers 
Wwefe waning; and it is especially tc 
be noted that he nevér gave it the 
fingél drastic revision which always 
meant so much to thé clarity and force 
of his art. He feared that the proces: 
would ‘take too much time’ from the 
mofalistic and religious thoughts 
which engrossed him more and morc 
as he felt death approaching. 

To the audiénces at the Plymoutk 
Théatre the play will perhaps seem a 
study in the Russian national char 
acter amazingly clairvoyant and tim« 
ly. Fédya, with his addiction to drir 
.and to the gypsies, his sensitive tem 
perament, his genéfous ideals, and h 
ultimate futility, may well seem a Bc 
shévik of the Bolsheviki. The impr 
sioh is reinforced by John Barr 
more’s really marvelous performan: 
As yet, to be sure, there are in 
denta’ ¢rviities. In yoice and in n 
métic a: he is at times monoton< 
and at mes overemphatic. These a 
faults, ‘at will be easily corrected 
répetitio::. The significant fact 
that, basically, this Fédya is divine 
with extraordinary psychologic sub 
tlety—the very nerve and brain fibre 
of the man—and expressed with a per- 
sonal and artistic distinction so rare 
on our stage as to be virtually unique. 
The character not only lives but 
grows before our éyes. Between the 
opéning and the final scené 6ne wit- 
negses two opposite developments, so 
intimately blended as to seém a single 
process—as, indeed, they eéssenitally 
‘aré.

THE CASE OF “TEA FOR THREE” 





T is no longer a theatrical secret that | 
most geod plays pass a fierce‘fire of | 
rewriting off their way to Broadway, 
and stories of plays torn mary times 

Asunder have become more or less com- 
mon. Weaknesses never thought to ex- 
ist come to the surface abruptly when 
a play is forced to stand the test of an 
audience, and then the real labor of 
playwriting begins. 

Wherefore it is something of a pleas- 
ure to hail the real theatrical phé- 
nomefon, viz., a play which required no 
rewriting. Certainly the three pencilled. 
notations upoh the manuscript of “ Tea 
for Three’’ do not come under the head 
of rewriting, and that is all that there 
afe. The average mafiuscript, once it 
has been in rehearsal a wéek, is Greek 
to any but an éxperienced stage director, 
and there even are instances wheré 
scripts are copiéd three to six times dur- 
ing the course of rehearsals—and still 
emerge marked. ' 

The hest, proof of the fact that thé 
Megrue piece was ‘‘ set’’ from the first 
is that the author, during the week of 
the play’s -tryout in Washington last 
June, left the capitdl on Wednésday 
night convirieed that his work was fin- 





ishéd. It requires, to be sure, some- 


thing of a blasé atithor to accomplish 
| this feat, fot it is notorious thet 4 play- 
wright likes to hang ar6und the scene | 
of the crime, particularly the weeks of : 
the tryout. 

Not only were there no chafiges made | 
in the text of thé piece following the 
preliminary performafices, but there | 
were no Changes to be made in the cast | 
when the piece was brought to town. | 
This, to bé sure, was made possible | 
largely by the fact that Orly three pef- 
suns of any conseqtienéé appear in the | 
play, for in a cast 6f many principals 
it is almost inévitable that one or mofe 
will prové unsatisfactory when a piecé 
is first played. 

While upon the subject there has been 
some speculation as to the éxtent of 
Megrue’s indebtedness to the Charles 
Slaboda whom the prdégram credits. 
Slaboda is a Gontinental writer of a 
forbidden nationality, and he wrote the 
basis of thé present play in thé form 
of a sombre, triangular tragedy of a 
distinctly Continental ofdér. The on 
dence in the case shows that thé piece 
was a failure abroad, having had only 
some twenty-three performafices in all, 
and accordingly it is nét amiss to give 
Megrué all credit for the present play.

In-addition 
to the morat bcauty of that young 
country which had fought for righteous- 
ness has come the complexity and rich- 
ness of a league of many countries, all 
fighting for righteousness, and all find- 
ing expresson.on the Avenue of the Al- 
lies, as the leng:stretch between Madison 
Square -and Fitty-ninth Street has been 
named. 

In the windows of the shops the pic- 
tures and statues are hard put to it to 
hold their own in interest against the 
bannered beauty of the street itself, but 
they are doing it, and are communieat- 
ing their pene message with a dashing 
vivacity In @ceord with the -visible spirit 
of thes@ courageous days. It is inspirit- 
ing to find such veterans of art as 
Edwin Blaghfield, Gari Melchers, Fran~- 
cis.and Bolton Jones, William Ritschel, 
Weugh, Whittemore, Herbert Adams, 
amd others standing shoulder to -shoul- 
der with the younger men and showing 
no less fire and vigor than they; show- 
ing, indeed, in certain ‘instances, even 
@ livelier appreciation of the significance 
of the hour end its appropriate task. 

No painting in the exhibition tells 
with a greater measure of saliency than 
Mr. Blashfidld'’s ‘Carry On!” The 
artist’s long experience as a \mural 
decorator with a decorator’s -problems 
in making pigment speak across great 
distances ‘thas stood him in good»stead; 
while the mingling of symbol.and reality 
in the composition ds the natural lan- 
guage of his formed ahd dedicated style.’ 
He is hardly moze a patriet in this, 
splendid: battle scene with.Columbja and 
the American eagle cheering -on the’ 
fighting men than ‘he always +has -been 
in his public decorations, but he‘has put 
into his war picture something: of -per- 
sonal feeling -which this present crisis 
has called out. In cemmoen -with other 
artiste «sho have -leved their country a 
long time ‘he -brings to ‘her -serviee ‘the 
best his life has taught him. ‘Techrii- 
eally it is a remarkable achievement. 
The color is so -wisely divided and jux- 
taposed that the :effect \is-almost equally 
good seen close at hand by -window -gaz- 
ing pedestrians er from the .qpposite 
side of the broad -avenue. 

The question .of color is, of course, of 
first importance ‘in pictures :serving .as 
decerations of -this kind, and the effec- 
tive division .of.spaee and mass ‘is @ 
mecessary -element in -a successful im- 
pression, no amount .of detail compen- 
sating for .a trivial treatment ef these 

relations. “Fhe problems-are 
not in reality very different ‘from those’ 
that must be met by all artists of aan 
tion, but ‘they are mercilessly aoweieh 
by this emphasized publicity. No one 
can -enjey in the privacy of a near and 
sequestered view such jewelry of detail 
as Perugino loved; the open street, the} 
ceaseless -pilgr: of the public, the 
mighty eceasion, all .ask fer .a noble 
architecture of fundamentals, ‘freely 
shown and unembarrassed. “It ‘is inter- 
eating to see how -well-many ofthe ar- 
‘tists awhose taste is fer intimate treat- 


iament.of their subject have risen to ‘this 


demand, often excelling their bolder 
companions in the clear definition .and 
breadth of their work. Francis C. Jones, 
fer example, in ‘The ‘Trail of the:'Hun ”’ 
departs wholly ‘from the style: of his 
contributions to the regular Academy 
exhibitions. A peasant interior has been 
invaded .and wrecked, .a fire still burns 
on :the stone bearth, but dishes are 
broken, the-cloth is pulled’ from -a table, 
and among the clutter of ruined fur- 
nishings lies a -dead girl. “The color 
acheme is | by her blead- 
stained white bodice, blue skirt, and’red- 
Mish hair. ‘The‘blue is the dominant and 
ds dmtreduced in the walls, and -throygh 
ithe background all:the other colors fall 
dnto their true relation te it. The figure 
is beautifully drawn and ‘hes a istrength 
and dignity appropriate to the drama of 
the scene.

Bolton Jones:is moré-within-his knewn 
range in ‘his two pictures, supplement- 
“ing each other: the one a painting of x 
pleasant American village -with its hack- 
ground ef yellow fields and Ddlue hills, 
and the other a destroyed French town:

Minister, 
and their support of him has been based 
on the facts that he materialized their 
war policy and that they had no leader 
whom they could put in his place. By 
threatening to withdraw their support 
they might venture to attempt to com- 
mit Mr. Lloyd: George to their policy of 
post-war reconstruction.

fective register and Ireland. ‘‘ Our sol- 
diers and. sailors,’” it is stated, ‘‘are 
not always to be found at their last 
postal address, and many of them would 
only learn of the general election when 
it -had become’ too late to vote. More- 
over, very. few of them would have the 
opportunities of acquainting themselves 
wi the merits of competing policies 
submitted to their judgment, and there 
would be much random voting, which 
might even be dangerous. But in these 
times a great number of civilians as well 
as soldiers and sailors are very often far 
from their homes, and they might easily 
lose their votes. 


“* And then there is Ireland. The pros- 
pect of a clean sweep of the Constitu- 
tional Nationalists by the irreconcilables 
must be faced sooner or later, but why 
precipitate it now? A House of Com- 
mons without any representatives of 
Ireland—for Sir Edward Carson and his 
friends are but a wing of the British 
Tory Party—would be a world scandal, 
and that is what the inevitable Sinn 
Fein victory at the present time would 
mean. British relations with Ireland 
are still at least transactable; they 
would be untransactable if there were 
no Irish spokesmen in the Imperial 
Parliament. 


Lord Northcliffe strikes a clear line 
between these points of view, both 
political, by crying: ‘‘ A plague on both 
your houses! Down with politics and 
politicians and political machines! ”’ 

There is no doubt whatever that there 
exists a deep and widespread distrust of 
the occasionally -petty. ‘' politics’’ of 
which Westminster has at times been the 
centre during these last two years. The 
present House: of Commons, elected in 
December, 1910, nearly eight years ago, 
has in a sense lost touch with the coun- 
try; and it is of course not in any sense 
representative of the electorate created 
by the new reform bill, which has ex- 
tended the franchise to some eight mill- 
ion persons, six millions of whom are 
women. Lord Northcliffe has the advan- 
tage of a decidedly logical position when 
he maintains that this. new electorate 
having been created should be consulted 
at the earliest possible date. . 

‘The arguments on the constitutional 
point here at: issue need not, however, 
be gone into; they turn chiefly on prece- 
dents such as the continuance of the 
Septennial act of Parliament without 
an election in face of a great national 
danger. But itis of interest to: observe 
the way in which Lord Northcliffe, 
through his various papers, is seekjng 


to create a public sentiment which, once. 


it. assumed shape -and form, would, of 
course, in this democracy, override all 
opposition. The Daily Mail, for exam- 
ple, asserts that ‘‘ the imminence of a 
general election under the new register 
is striking terror into the soul of the 
party agent.

FRENCH LEADERS — 
- ASSEEN BY COMRADES 





Marshal Foch and General Petain De- 
‘scribed by General Malleterre, 
Wounded at the Marne 


HAL FOCH and General Pétain, 
the two French commanders, are 
described at first hand in a recent 

issue of Les Annales by one of their 
former colleagues at the ‘National Ecole 
de Guerre, General Malleterre, a high 
officer in the French Army, who was 
wounded at the first battle of the Marne 
in September, 1914. Professional asso- 
clation gave General Malleterre the 
privilege of: knowing both men inti- 
mately long before their names began 
to fill the headlines. 

‘‘For more than a year,’’ he writes, 
‘the Germans have been shouting ‘ Hin- 
denburg and Ludendorff!’ Long before 
this time we ought to have been able 
to reply, ‘Foch and Pétain!’ There is 
no use in bringing up the mistakes of. 
yesterday. Too much time was undoubt- 
edly spent in driving home the need of 
a@ consolidated command, under the di- 
rection of a leader satisfactory to every 
army, and while this office was created 
at an hour fraught with greater peril 
to the Allies than any since the Marne, 
it came by no means too late. 

‘‘ There was obviously some difficulty 
in choosing between Foch and Pé€tain. 
The war assets of Foch, the elder man, 
include the Marne, the Yser, and, the re- 
cent Italian relief expedition. Pétain, on 
the other hand, was in command at Ver- 
dun. The two leaders have always been 
in complete accord, and while one has 
planned the battle the other has seen to 
it that the commands were carried out. 
Pétain, the tactician, Foch, the strate- 
gist—so it.runs, one being the comple- 
ment of the other. 

“Their ability is recognized every- 
where, for they tower above all their 
peers. With absolute confidence Gener- 
als of the highest rank and consummate 
experience obey their commands—such 
Generals, for example, as Castelnau, the 
defender and savior of the eastern 
French front in 1914, himself an eligi- 
ble candidate for the high command; 
Fayolle, the, victor of the Somme; Gou- 
raud, the one-armed: hero of the Darda- 
nelles; Haig, who would have served un- 
der the man in 
much sooner if England had understood 
the conditions, and, lastly, Pershing, the 
American General, who has voluntarily 
placed himself under the orders of Foch. 

‘“‘It gives me no little’ pride to, have 
been associated with Foch and Pétain 
during the years of my professorship at 
the Ecole de Guerre. 





‘Foch was Professor of 











Tactics and Strategy at the Ecole de 
Guerre, taking the position left vacant 
by General Bonnal. He was one of that 
series of great teachers who are the 
pride of the école—Cardot, Maillard, 
Langlois, Niox, Bonnal, all men who had 
a hand in training the military leaders 
of tomorrow. Foch’s teaching was prac- 
tical rather than theoretical. He was 
not a theorist nor .a dogmatist‘ his 
judgment was in striking evidence. His 
lectures varied in length, and he would 
cut the instruction short if he found he 
was not getting the desired results; yet 
he would captivate his pupils by his un- 
expected and striking explanations, both 
in the lecture room and on the drill 
ground. From his magic brain the 
gleam of genius flashed forth at un- 
looked-for moments. 


‘The artillery was his chosen: branch 
of the service, but while he was devoted 
to it, he was by no means a narrow 
specialist. His familiarity with the 
great events of history was a source 
from .which he drew many a timely 
lesson. He was a Napoleonist, but 
never a rabid one. In 1910, at the time 
of his taking over the directorship of 
the Ecole de Guerre, he made an effort 
to check the current of sensational 
prejudice which was then swéeping the 
officers away from the centre of the 


many of those “ student-marshals,” as 
we called them at the time, who were 
to play a disastrous part in the first 
few weeks of the war.

‘** You ‘hold the honor of England in 
your hands, Marshal!’ 

t was the remark addressed 
Foch on the 31st of € October, 1914, and be 
might almost appear a prophecy’ of the 
German defeat. - But that time he Had 
won the entire confidence and esteem of 
the English and he remained with them, 
more as a counselor than as a com- 
mander, until November, 1916. Today. 
the association is renewed once more, 
and at an hour as critical as that of pnd 
Yser he may well think of Nelson's 
famous saying: 
‘ England expects every man to do 

his dut 

‘Under the far-seeing direction of 
Foch, Pétain is master of the battle. A 
superior infantry leader, his name is 
still a byword at the Ecole de Guerre 
for the clearness of his instruction, his 
charges to his men, and his remarkable 
knowledge of the battle ground. With- 
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out protest in 1914 he was calmly pre- 
paring to retire as a Colonel. 

‘ He commanded vege | one brigade at 
Charleroi, but, in the light of combat, a 
man of f his stamp cannot remain un- 
known ..long. In three months Pétain 
had risen to the command of a. corps, 
and then, having been given the com- 
mand of an army a short time after- 
ward, he won a victory at Arras. It 
was not through any fault of his that 
the battles of Artois, in May, 1915, did 
not open a breach in the German lines. 

‘After all has been said, however, 
Verdun will always be remembered as 
the place where Pétain showed what 
stuff was in him—his cold energy and 
an iron will superior to all accidents of 
fortune. There he proved himself the 
complete warrior. 

“ His stonelike expression frequently 
relaxes’ into’ a rather whimsical smile, 
and, on occasion, he can speak with a 
warmth of eloquence which, devoid of 
all fine phrasing, nevertheless carries his 
every word straight to the heart. His 
poilus adore him despite his. uncom- 
promising firmness; he is fair in his 
judgments and he knows just how to 
mingle with his. men. By his mere pres- 
ence. and tact he calmed all the agita- 
tion which followed the offensive of 
April, 1917, the causes of which are well 
then. today and could easily be guessed 
then

His English 
“wads most excéllént,. évery’ word well 
placed, and the sparkle in his jet éyés 
a& he spoke of his adopted country was 
thé real glint of patriotism. 

“We Sytians dré not héré in Arneér- 
ica for the purpose of making monéy,”’ 
he said. ‘‘ Our colony is only about 
thirty-five years old. Certainly I am 
mot hefé to make monéy.”’ He gave a 
cémprehensivé. glance at his humble édi- 
torial lodging. ‘‘ I came to this country 
@ 24 that ¥ might write What I believed I 
shéuld write, and so that I might be 
free. We Syrians lové freedom and, be- 
cétise wé love it, wé love thé United

Our 
‘Women And children are working just as 
Hard as thé men, and we are giving, 
no matter how muéh it hurts. Ft is a 
big stiri for sich & small‘ cdlohy, es- 
pecially as the majority of thé Syriang 
are aitnply Wage é¢arners: Mr. Balésh, 
the Chairman of thé loan committee, 
has an assistant in every one of us liv- 
ifig ahd working if this néighbérhdod.”’ 

Aéréss the street, Mr. Balesh, With 
thé unfailiig cotirtesy of thé Oriéfital, 
also abahdoried his affairé fot thé mo- 
ment.. Threé huge “safes Hiied oné side 
of his office. and, through the open 
&téel doors, could be séen piles of prec- 
fous laced, the famotis Damascus 
weaves. 

“ This alstfict took $200,000 6f the 
Third Léari,”’ he said, a4 hé Spenéd -his 
cigafette ¢ase afid found an ash tray 
for hid vidito®. ‘It would seem at first 
a Méeantic task t6 Ket néarly four times 
&s much for this loaf, but wé have 
alééady a half million in sigfit.”’ 

““Thé Syrians in New York must be 
pfrospérous to managé it,” Was sug- 
‘gested. 

“tt fan’'t a mattér of prosperity,’ he 
replied, his eyes lighting. ‘" We are in- 
ténadly Amiétican, “for wé réalize. that 
the United states is fighting a8 ‘Hever j 
& nation fought béfore fér the smiaille: 
édutitries ahd the liberty of théif_ peo- 
plés». We see the gtedt era of iberty 
dawning. Why, when the fitst reports 
of the’. libération of Damas¢ué . from 
Turkish power came -we weré so ex- 
cited that many of us réfmained up al} 
night so that we could gét the verifica- 
tion of the néws fromthe morning 
Papers: as séon as they-léft the presses. 

York ee 
stirred with joy. .Wée held a 
thdéting in thé stréét just outside of my 
door. We weré framing résoltticns to 
Président Wilson and to our French 
and British alliés in 4m effort to ex- 
press what the victory ‘in Palestine 
inéant fo ts. The ery of-' Datidscud’ 
wént up on 4ll hands, and one man, 4 
work shouted that he wanted ’& oneé- 
hand @-dollaf Liberty pbétid. It wad 
hits way ‘of éxpréssing his gratittide, and 
he gave the monéy in cash—his savings 
for five yeats. <A. little girl came to’ 
mé and said she Wad sent by hér moth- 
er to gét three fifty-dollar bofids, one 
for dath of the. thréé chfldren ‘in the 
family. She askéd if they could pay 
for them by bringing in $2 a week. We 
are giving all that we have and giving 
it gladiy.’* 

Mr. Balesh yesterday sent copies of 
the résolution to Washington for the 
President ‘and the French and British 
Ambassadors. Its text speaks eloquent- 
ly for the patriotic spirit of the Syrians. 
It réads: 

‘Whereas, news has just cémé that 
the allied troops in Syria have practi- 
cally cleared the despicable Turk from 
our béloved native land and that they 
are now in the outskirts of Damascus, 
Beirut, and

have been deeply atirréd by these mo- 
mentous events, which, after centuries 
of oppression and repression, bid fair 
how to rid our native land of thé Turk,

‘“ Whereas, we desire to express our 
joy in the fact that might, coupled with

HE huriafi interest side of thé 
Fourth Libérty Loan drive is 
émphasized at the Litéfty Loan 
Theatre, the unique little build- 

- $#& put up by the Stage Women’s War 
Réet in front of the Fifth Avenue Pub- 
lic Library for the salé of Liberty 
Bonds. Each day seems more thrilling 
than the one before, for in addition to 
artists of the stage and screen, of the 
opera, dnd of ‘the pen 4nd brush, who give 
their timé and talent, the crowd stands 
breathicss at the chance to hear and to 
welcome boys who have gone across into 
tHe great fight, and have come back to 
téll those at home how they can fight;

These drives have developed a com- 
munity spirit new fo New York afd 
véry appealing. Smifles anid tears both 
ate near the surface, but nearer when 
The Boys themselves aré talking than at 
ay other time.

It hurt as well as madé the crowd 
fatgh when he went ‘on to say that thé 
fitst tirhe he came out of it arid was 
put into a real bed, with two sheets and 
16 pillows, hé lay awake ufitil 2 in the 
niorning, becausé he Was too comfofta- 
plé to sleep!

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“FORTNIGHT IN WAR 





- Events of Last Two 


- Without Parallel in History---A Brief 
q fe Survey of Developments 


N amazing fofttnight, perhaps the 
most wonderful in all history, 
was that which drew to its 
thunderous close last night. Not 


é the destruction ‘of Babylon nor thé in- 


‘yeatment of Troy had such color and 


y ‘ moyement. 


During this fortnight, in every the- 
- etre of war triumph accrued, to the 
‘allied arms as the reward of four years’ 
atruggle. From the North Sea to Verdun, 
fegm the Adriatic to the fastnesses of 
the Balkans, from the Mediterranean to 
. the great Syrian desert success crowned 
their efforts. One nation capitulated 
to them; and an ancient city, where 
orice Saul of Tarsus had his dwelling in 
the Street Called Straight, passed from 
Turkish into Christian possession. 

Most great évents of history have 
. come singly. Noah's flodd had the stage 
all to itself, and so it was with the 
Spanish Armada: and the Bastile when 
it fell. Even the initial Russian revo- 
lution in this war shouldered other hap- 
pénings out of view. A single spotlight 
has been. enough. 

But, of late, events of pomp atid 
circumstance have béen so rapid. and 
20 Widely separated in area as to prompt 
a plaintive observation by ofie Amer- 
ican editor, William Marion Reedy of 
St. Louis, that ‘‘ the war in ita present 
aspect is very like the four-ring circus 
of our youth, in which so many start- 
ling things were going on that one could 
nét comprehend the greater part of 


- them.’’ 


It may not be amiss, thenefore, to 
recapitulate briefly what has happened 
during the last two weeks, and to take 
steck of allied acquisitions. 


On the longest battleline ever known, 
nine armies as one assailed the hosts 
of the Central Powers—four of them 
British, three Frénch, one Belgian and 
one Amefican. In the Balkans, tw6 
Bulgarian armies were cut apart and 
routed by Sefbian, Greek, Italian, 
British and French forces; and, in 
Paléstineé, Géneral Allenby, when he 
déstroyéd three Turkish armies, hac 
the support of Arab Bedouins. 

In addition, the whole German Cabinet 
resigned, and the liberal Prince Maxi-. 
milian of Baden was naifed as tne 
successor of Chancellor Hertling—an out- 
come perhaps as remarkable as any of 
the othefs. 

At thé beginning of the foftnight the 
Ameridahs, having overrtin the fedout- 
able. St. Mihiel salient, found theniselves 
1o6king Over the hills of Germany to- 
ward Metz, anid their guns Were shejl- 
ing its fortres8es. But their most active 
fighting was to take place fiearer the 
Afgonne. Haig’s men furthér nofth 
weéte gripping St. Quentin. 

The Serbians had éxtended a twenty- 
five-mile front in the Balkans to the 
Cefna River and had taken 15,000 pris- 
onérs, while British and Greek troops 
had pushed a ten-mile front to the 
south of Lake Doifan. Allenby’s drive, 


which had begun a week beforé; -had-> 


catfried his British, Ausiralian and In- 
dian troops to Hi Rafat at the foot 
of Mount Bphraim, and General Liman 
von Sanders, Gérman commander of the 
Tetiton and Turkish forces, had fied in 
panic from Nazareth. 

At: the outset, too, of this memorable 
fortnight, the Japanesé Cabinet, héaded 
by Field Marshal Count Teratchi, re- 
signed. Kei Hara, leader of thé Selyu- 
kai Party, was chose as the néw Pré-

peace. On that same day Haig’s men 


vance of fourteen miles wide to the out- 
skirts 6f Cambrai, taking 6,000 prison- 
ers, and the French east of Rheims 
gained five miles, increasing a. two-day 
bag of prisoners to 10,000. The Amer- 
icans, further down the line, took four 
villages and 8,000 prisoners. British and 
Serbs in the Balkane captured the towns 
of Strumitza and Kochana. That even- 
ing President Wilson inaugurated’ in 
New York City the nation's new Liberty 
Loan of $6,000,000,000. 

A day like that was enough to give 
any German Chancellor a sick head- 
ache. On Sept. 26 it was reported that 
Hertling had resigned, but the news was 
not confirmed unti>h later. New York 
City began its bond campaign with sub- 
scriptions for $200,000,000, and other 
cities gave proportionate indications of 
their earnestness. Méanwhile, the armiés 
in Europé weré not idle. The Belgians 
made a three-milé advance with the 
British in Flanders, and the Amefi¢ans,: 
catching their breath on the Kriem- 
hilde line, could look back over their 
shoulders at twenty villages taken since 
the big fight began. | 

The Belgians, fired at the prospect of 
driving out a hated foe, took 5,500 of the 
invaders into camp on Sept. 29 and 
captured six towns. Haig captured Bel- 
licourt with the help of American units, 
and thé French advanced two milés to- 
ward Laon. 

Getmany, reading aright the hand- 
writing on the wall, began withdrawing 
her army of occupation, from Rumania, 
and at once there arose the prospect

Reports were rife that. Turkey would 
be next on the carpet, suing for peace, 
And on the west front, the Belgians 
threatened Roulers and the British took 
four more villages around Cambrai. 

On that day Chancellor Hertling’s 
resignation became detinitely known, 
and hée took the whole of his Cabinet 
‘with him. 

That. evening a few mounted .Aus- 
tralians entered Damascus, but it was 
not until the following morning, Oct.. 1, 
that the British and King Hussein's 
Arab forces formally occupied the city. 
Northeast of theta Isy Aleppo, on the 
Berlin-to-Bagdad Railway; and south- 
east of Aléppo, well north of conquered 
Bagdad, Were the three arms of the 
British Mesopotamian expedition. There 
arosé the possibility of a junction be~- 
tween the two. Already there was the 
certainty that Germany's ‘ambition for 
‘dominion in the East had been shat- 
tered. 

German forces yere driven on’ Oct. 2 
out of Lens and Armentiéres, arid the 
British cut the German line below Cam- 
bral. 

What happened Oct. 4, and was told 
in the newspapérs yesterday, is too fresh 
in mind to neéd: more thafi a word. Aus- 
tria-Hungary asked Holland to mediate 
for peace, Talaat Bey, the pro-Germanh 
power behind the throne in Turkey, was 
reported to have quit the Cabinet, and 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria was said to have 
abdicated. The Germans began a hu- 
milfating withdrawal from the Flanders 
coast, setting towns ablaze and blowing. 
up dugouts as they went; and along thé 
western front the Allies maintained 
their terrible préssure, with Haig widen- 
ing & dangerous breach in the Hinden- 
burg line and with a bag of 7,000 prison- 
ers for the day. 

In a bewildering fortnight allied guns 
had roared Germany’s doom in the west

The day was bitter egld ana the 
as Captain Bairnsfather 
describes it, ‘‘ desperate.’ It waq a 
desolate, rocky country, and, what with 
the piercing cold and the roughness of 


the rocky. soil, digging trenches in it was j‘ 


about as diffidult a job as one could 
imagine. The men were covered with 
mud and débris, there. were stones and 
, chunks of grgund flying through the 
ait; in place gf the danger and stimulus 
of battle there were only dirt and cold 
and hard work. And as the nglish 
Yartoonist iwalked along the trench, 
watching the Americans at work. trying 
to overhear now and then bits of what 
~ they were talking about, with eyes and 
ears open for that arduous task of col- 
lecting ‘ty pes,”", @ particularly muddy 
young soldier stuck his head “‘ out of a 
slot in the ground, ” as Captain Bairns- 
father cals it, and grinned at the ap- 
proaching officer. p 

“You wouldn’t think I was a minis- 
ter’s son, to see me now, Would you?” 
he said. 

That was the dirty young toiler’s. only 

comment on his task, and it gave Bruce 
Bairnsfather exactly what he was look- 
ing for. 
N' There -it was,’’ the cartoonist ex- 
plained, enthusiastically, as, spending a 
few days in New York en route to Aus- 
tralia, he was talking akout his experi- 
ences on the American front: “ That 
same cool cynicism that I know so well 
in our own men. I got it straightaway. 
It was almost my first contact with the 
American soldier. And it was exactly 
what I%had been hoping for. It was 
fine! -And after that—oh, I spent six 
months with the Americans. I had a 
wonderful time. They are splendid! I’ve 
been ‘on all the fronts, from Ostend to 
Galitia, bat if I could choose, I'd choose 
the American every time! ‘They’re a 
fine crowd !’’ 

The ‘whimsical. way of looking at 
things which Captain Bairnsfather finds 
the. Americans shafe with the British 
Tommies is one of the qualities that 
struck him first about our soldiers. But 
it - was not the or or most con- 
spicuous. 

‘‘T was with the Americans from the 
very first days of their arrival,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I saw their debarkation ar- 
rangements, their billets, their trenches. 
I saw them coming into harbor, quar- 
tering in the villages, going into the 
fight. I saw them in the fight itself. 

_ And the big feature of what I saw 
during those first days with your army 
was the Americans’ marvelous adapta- 
bility. 

‘* Your ‘men have actually been able to 
asdimilate in a few days the war ex- 
perience of their allies for the last four 
years. That is a sober fact. They get 
right into the heart of it all. They 
don’t waste any time being amateurs. 
They go right in with the French and 
British from the start, and,.as I said, 
learn from their experience. They don’t 
have to bégin at the beginning. It’s 
wonderful. - 

“ And they show that same adaptabil!- 
ity In the villages, Gointo-a village 
where an American force is billeted, and 
you see, right from the beginning, as 
complete and efficient an organization 
as if they had been in the war four 
years—military police, everything, in ex- 
pert working order. They don’t have to 
experiment and take time’ ‘adapting 
themselves’ to strange conditions and 
‘learning how.’ They're right there. 

‘“‘That quality is joined with their in- 
nate hospitality and good humor in the 
harmony with which they live alongside 
of the people of the villages. They get 
along well with the French people. And 
that, when you come to think of it, is a 
pretty big thing—to be quartered in vil- 
lages and have everything harmonious 
and pleasant for the village people. It 
isn’t an easy thing for.a village to have 
even the best of armies settling great

He had made certain 
types famous in his cartoons of the Brit- 
ish Army. He was ordered to g0 to the 
American Army and do’ the Same thing 
—‘! create’. types: of Américan soldier's 
similar to those three. engaging Tom- 
mies who are his best-known work, and

American soldier at work and play a 
he is.” But Captain Bairnsfather Aitieo 
few Americans.’ In his study of Ameri- 
can 'sdldiers he had-to begin at the very 
beginning, master their customs and 
their characteristics in thorough-going 
fashion,. from the ground up. 

It was-a surprise, and it must have 
been a.relief, when he discovered. that 
the Americans and the British had at 
least one salient quality in common, He 
found that out first when he saw and 
ltstened to the young ‘‘ minister’s son’ 
digging in his trench, and all through 
his travels and visits among the Ameri- 
cans: he became better and. better 
acquainted with the same thing; it is 
what for want of a better name. we call 
a sense of humor, and it contains within 
it the significant attitude of the soldier 
toward his part. in the war. 

‘©T always try to draw what people 
think rather than what they look like)”’ 
Captain Bairnsfather said. ‘I don’t: 
want to begin. to make any pictures 
until I’ve gone at the thing from the 
beginning ip. So I hung around every- 
where where’ the soldiers.-were, and 
really ‘got acquainted with; the men. And: 
I reached the conclusion that. the Ameri- 
can soldier’s sense of humor, and his 
attitude to the war, is. very similar to 
our own. 
the way the soldier looks. at his part in 
the fight, and at the enemy, and the 
ultimate victory. 

‘* You know, we have a way—we have 
it in the British Army,.and I’ve seen 
enough of your armies to know that you 
have it too—a way of being ‘at’ war 
instead of ‘in’ one. It is a Kind of 
humorous detachment, a sort of cynical 
superiority to. all: the discomforts . and 
difficulties. It’s a magnificent fighting 
quality. It takes one right over: . the 
hard things—that smiling, cynical supe- 
tiority to all that one’s got to bear. It’s 
the making of the successful fighter; I 
think. ‘We just look.down on our diffi- 
culties, ahd.on the enemy. ‘Things don’t 
‘get’ us that way. ' 

‘‘¥Your soldiers ‘and our soldiers,’’ 
smiled Captain Bairnsfather, ‘‘ don’t for 
one instant think of the German as an 
equal; he is just a nuisance that is 
going to have his head smacked. It will 
only take time. They haven’t a doubt 
of the victory in the end—it doesn’t 
ever occur to them to trouble about 
that. All that ever does bother them 
is: the amount of time it may take-to 
get rid of this disagreeable and objec- 
tionable person who has run amuck all 
over Europe. As I-say, they’ve got a 
kind of cool cynicism that is all one 
with their humor and .their optimism 
and their doggedness to make them the 
splendid fighters they are, 

** And the Americans,”’ ddded Captain 
Bairnsfather with a laugh, “dre. cer- 
tainly a cheerful crowd. -‘They’re cheer- 
ful anywhere, in all circumstances. 
Why, I know a jolly hanging-out place 
along the western front where you get 
just as cheerful and optimistic an at- 
mosphere as at a Broadway roof-garden 
show—and now’ that I’ve seen a roof- 
gardeii show I can'speak out of personal 
knowledge of both! J've been with the 
soldiers when things weren't easy, and 
I’ve been astonished at their complete 
lack of depression. They’re a‘ thoroughly 
optimistic set. Ive seen them come 
into port, cheering from the transports, 
and I’ve seen therm in the fight—it’s all 


**One of the first things I did when 
I got among the Americans,’’ he’ went 
on, “was to spend some time with a 
Marine Battalion in Alsace-Lorraine— 
and I’ve really never in my life seen a 
finer collection of meri than the .men 
of that battalion.

‘‘T feel very strongly about the cheer-

Captain Bairnsfather added. ‘‘ I admire 
it very deeply. I know what it is like to 
leave one’s family and friends and go 
oft to fight in a foreign land. I’ve had 
‘my share of war, and I know it’s hard. 
But for me, and for all of us, it was 
only across the Channel; we were al- 
ways next. door to home. Your men are 
3,000 miles away, in a_ thoroughly 
strange country. And they are just as 
cheerful as the best of us, or more so! ’’ 

When Captain Bairnsfather reached 

New York, a few days ago, he felt even 
more strongly than he had felt in France 
the suicidal ignorance, 4s he calls it, of 
Germany in “ alluwing such a thing to 
happen ’’ as America’s getting into the 
war. He saw in Europe, he explains, 
that we had splendid fighters; but when 
he reached this country.he couldn't help 
sensing at once the united and organ- 
ized nation behind those fighting men 
in France. 
* “ One look at Fifth Avenue just now 
is enough to .destroy any one’s last bit 
of faith in German diplomacy,’’- he said. 
‘*T keep wondering and wondering, why 
were they ever so blind and ignorant as 
to let this happen, those stupid Ger- 
mans? Well, they. committed suicide 
that day! You'll finish them! The way 
‘you are carrying on this Liberty Loan 
campaign is wonderful. There has cer- 
tainly never been anything in Great 
Britain like it. You know, in Great 
Britain we get there in the end, but we 
show no such enthusiasm as you do here 
in America. You are so alive. One feels 
right away that every one is in this 
business of settling up the war.”  — 

Captain Bairnsfather is a slight, “boy- 
ish-looking ‘young man, with the quietest 
imaginable manner in. saying enthusias- 
tic things; one has the instant and last- 
ing: impression, in talking with him, of 
sincerity, earnestness, a thoughtfulness, 
that makes his praise ssem-very valua- 
ble. One has a sense of the keenness of 
observation that gives his comments sig- 
nificance. 

‘This great organization of » yours 
came into the war like a fairy god- 
mother,’’ he said. ‘‘ The moment when 
the States came in was a pretty dark 
time for us. Russia was going to pieces; 
things were hard; I never had. any 
doubt of the ultimkte victory, but it 
looked as if it would take a long, long 
time. Then you eame. And—well, I 
feel pretty enthusiastic about an early 
finish. I feel) more than ever enthusi- 
astic since I reached New York. It’s 
cheered me up tremendously ! j 

‘‘ Of course,’’ he added, ‘‘ the Germans 
still underestimate what is going to be 
done to them. They do it deliberately. 
And it doesn’t do for us to relax any 
efforts now! What we want to do now,’’ 


he declared, ‘Gudecalls, “is to ‘finish it 
up in record time! ‘ 

“‘ When Iiget back to England I want 
‘to tell them,’’ he continued, ‘‘ that they 
haven’t the slightest cogseption of the 
enormousness and agrength of your or- 
‘ganization hera, ym every department. 
It’s wonder@#. It was a good while 
before»gm'came in, and you’ are cer- 
ta ben it thoroughly! : 

want to tell you,  though,”’ he 
'gxded, quickly, ‘that they have a tre- 
mendous admiration in - England tor 
President Wilson. They feel that he is 
the great leader, and that he has man- 
aged things’in the very best way. You 
don’t. hear anything but praise for your 
President.’”’ 

Captain. Bairnsfather, sucoeeded, of 
course, in finding ‘his American types. 
He found that he could isolate these 
types into two, instead of three, as is 
the case with his British army cartoons, 
and. as in his work with the British 
Army, he spent most of his time with 
the prvates. 

‘They interested me most,’’ sia said. 
**T used to hang around the billets, 
cookshops, everywhere. I spent.a good 
deal of time, too, with a merry bunch 
of good fellows near Neuve Chateau, 
where I had a room in a villainous 
hotel and made my first rough sketches. 
I never tried té do the finished work 
untii I got somewhere where I could 
have a comfortable room. and, < Work 
without being disturbed.”" 


Most: people.know that Bruce Bairns- 
father began to draw the pictures’ that 
made him famous as a means of en- 
livening the depression of a hard Win- 
ter and the Flanders mud .He amused 
himself with “ making jokes,’’ to use 
his phrase, of the difficulties of his 
surroundings, and little by little’ more 
and more of, his comrades in the 
trenches and dugouts began to hear of 
his drawings and be amused too. They 
used to get the’ jokes ’’ from him and 
stick them up on the walls of their dug- 
outs with their bayonets. And as ‘they 
told more people about them, Bairns- 
father the soldier became Bairnsfather 
the famous cartoonist in a short time. 
That—or something of it—most people 
know. But very few people have ever 
heard of the young cartoonist’s real— 
arrested but: later: successful—‘ start.’’ 

He was an engineer in England in the 
years before the war, but he had studied 
drawing, and he had made pictures for 
his own pleasure and that of his friends 
all his life. In the early Summer of 
1914 he’ was engineering in Newfound- 
land, and there, as everywhere, he made 
pictures to while away his idle hours. 
He happened to show some of them to 
a man he knew there, and was instantly 
and earnestly advised to give up engi- 
neering and make his drawings his day’s 
work. So urgent was his friend in in- 
sisting that the young engineer. had real 
talent as an artist that Bairnsfather de- 
cided to follow his advice. He gave up 
his work in Newfoundland, turned his 
hack. on enginering, and returned to 
England to devote all his time to what 
had heretofore been only a pastime. And 
just then came the war. 


‘**T thought, ‘ Here’s an end to drawing 
for me,’ ’’ laughed Captain Bairnsfather. 
‘And ’long about the end of 1915,’’ he 
added, passing over the months be- 
tween,, ‘‘ when I had made a good many 
pictures, I got a letter from Newfound- 
land. .I opened it, and read, ‘ What did 
I tell, you?’ There wasn’t another 
word!”’’

akan and, in all probability, prepar- 
ing for further withdrawal. Over a 
front of nearly twenty miles, on either 
side of the La Bassée Canal, they 
have been withdrawing fon. several 
days. Already they have retreated 
over six miles, abandoning Armentiéres 
and Lens, and there is no indication 
yet. that the retreat has halted. 

This section of the line was the most 
westerly part of the salient, and: it 
may, and probably will, happen that 
when ‘the western side of the salient 
is straightened out there will come a 
temporary halt. But this retreat has 
involved giving up positions which 
have been strengthened through near- 
ly four years of occupancy and which 
were of great strength.

BRITISH SMASH HINDENBURG 
; LINE, : 

On the section of the line between 
Douai and Cambrai we have seen the 
most astonishing accomplishments of 
the war. It. was anticipated by all 
those who had studied the war and 
who realized the-difficulties of attack- 
ing strongly fortified. positions that 
when the allied forces confronted the 
Hindenburg line their spectacular adx 
vance since July 18 would come to a 
halt. 

The Germans were snugly back be- 
hind the Canal du Nord before Cam- 
brai. Before St. Quentin they were, 
approximately, ‘in the same positions 
they had hbeen-held last ‘Spring. It 
seemed that they were: secure: | This 

* idea was accentuated by the fact that 
for even two weeks, although. other. 


parts of the line gave ground,; these 
sections held fast. 

But suddenly the British broke 
across the difficult Canal du Nord, 
seized all of the important ground 
west of Cambrai, and reached the 
suburbs of the city. The French, in 
the meantime, drove across the St. 
Quentin Canal and captured the city. 
The Hindenburg line in its most. vital 
and therefore its strongest point 
was smashed over'a wide front. All 
theories, then, have had to be dis- 
carded as a result of new tactics 
and improved machiner}, . coupled, of 
course,. with . the decline in strength 
of the German Army. 

After ‘reaching the canal of ‘the 
Scheldt north: of Cambrai, the British 
came to a voluntary halt on this part 
of the line... There was ho désiré ‘to 
penetrate the City, of Cambrai through 
fighting .from street to.street. Cam- 
brai.is too large to permit of such an 
operation, and it would: only ‘cause 
useless destruction. . To attack on the 
north meant heavy losses and possibly 
unsuccessful attempts to cross the 
canal. 

On the south, however, ‘there ‘was 
no barrier for’ some «little . distance, 
although, sdéme few miles \south of 
Cambrai, the Schetdt, running north 
and south, forms an obstacle: © The 
British, therefore, turned their -atten- 
tion to the stretch of line between 
Cambrai and St. Quentin.

East of Rheims, however, the French 
and the Americans are keeping up the 
attack which began last week in the 
Champagne and Argonne countries. 
Not a great deal of heavy fighting has 
taken place east of the Argonne, but 
west: of it the fighting has be con- 
sistently pressed. ‘The result far 
is that the Germans have been thrust 
back from the ridge which generally 
parallels the front about five’. miles 
north of Somme-Py, and the wedge, 
which at the outset was very narrow, 
has ‘been consistently widened west- 
ward. Here we have another salient 
forming, one heel of which is near 
Courcy, north of Rheims,, and the 
other near Monthois. This ‘attack is 
designed to force a retreat by threat- 
ening Laon. 

The progress here has been quite as 
remarkable as that of the Britigh 
about Cambrai. The Germans are 
fighting -desperately to save them- 
selves, so desperately: that there: is no 
evidence yet that they are broken.or 
that all of the fight has been beaten 
out.of them. .

HE historical novel has of late fai- 
len into mere: or less. disrepute. - 
_This is ne doubt partly because 
«the world of today is so absorb- 
ingly interesting, so packed with romaace 
and. adventure, with tragedy and horror 
and the mest, splendid heroism, that the - 
-Craving for, color in life which the histor- 
*feal ‘romance once attempted, somewhat, 
feebly, ‘to gratify, is abundantly satisfied 
by. the front Page of the dally newspaper; 
but still more ‘because historical novels 
like this one “by Sefior Vincente Blasco 
Ibanez are about” as rare as the proverbial 
black swan. These pages, vivid, colorful, 
‘absorbingly , interesting, and that despite 
the fact that the thread of plot which 
holds them. all- together- is of- the slightest, 
really do recreate before our eyes a por- 
tion of the ancient worid. We see it not 
as a dead thing of statues and parch- 
ments, but eager,. turbulent, brimming 
over with life and energy. When one 
stops to think about it, there seems to be 
something almost appalling in the amount 
of study which must necessarily have gone 
to the making of the innumerable details 
of the picture; but it is not until the 
novel is finished that one finds time for 
such reflections. 

The scene is laid principally in and 
about the wealthy African city of Sagan- 
tum on the Gulf of Sucro, an independent 
republic which had recently chosen to ally 
itself to Rome, rather than to its near 
and very dangerous neighbor, New Car- 
thage. There is a brief excursion into 
the interior, among the wild tribes of the 
Celtiberians, and another te Rome—not yet 
an empire, but still the austere republic 
of cruel discipline, with a people “ sold 
and sad, devoted tolucre * * * method- 
ical, lacking initiative and youthfulness.” 
For the time of the story is that of Han- 
nibal’s first victories; his siege of Sagan- 
tum the most important event in the 
book, and its climax: The greater part, 
indeed practically all of what occurs, the 
reader sees through the eyes of Actaeon, 
an Athenian who, after a most advent- 
urous life, arrives at Sagantum friendless 
and penniless:...It is with his coming on 
board the trireme Victoriata, one of the 
many ships owned by Sénnica the rich— 
or S6nntca the courtesan, as some called 
her—that the novel begins. We see first, 
as he did, the port, thronged with people 
of “diverse types, dress and bearing ”; 
Asiatic and African merchants, Greeks 
and Iberians,, Phoenicians and Cartha- 
ginians, sailors from every portion of the 
then known world. The gross and filthy 
life of the waterfront is strongly con- 
trasted with that of the beautiful, -luxu- 
rious city on the hill above it, and espe- 
cially with the splendor of the villa belong- 
ing to Sénnica, a beautiful Greek woman 
who from that utter degradation which 
was the existence of a “ lupa "—a harlot 
of. the lowest type—had risen by virtue 
of her wit and beauty to the position of 
wife to one of the richest of Sagantum’s 
citizens. Her shrewd judgment had great- 
ly increased his wealth, and now, a widow, 
she owned a large portion of the city and 
its industries. 

Market day in the forum at Sagantum, 
morning in the temple of Venus Aphrodite, 
a banquet at Sénnica’s villa—from these 
we go to Hannibal's rude camp, at the be- 
ginning of the siege. And there we meet 
Asbyte the Amazon, she who, when the 
Sagantines made a desperate sortie from 
their walls and Hannibal’s host was driven 
back in disorder, came charging to the res- 
cue at the head of her troop of women 
warriors, who ‘‘ fell upon the enemy with 
the violence of a hurricane,’’ so saving the 
day for Hannibal and his forces. Then, as 
the plight. of the besieged grows desperate, 
and the expected aid from Rome fails to 
appear, we accompany Actaeon on his mis- 

sion thither, and with him face the Senate, 
the stately, all-powerful fathers of the re- 
public. But these will only temporize and 
delay, not fight. Actaeon returns to Sa- 
gantum, and the heroic defiance of the 
Sagantines, led by the indomitable Sénnica, 
makes a thrilling climax for the book. 


Thanes shirks nothing, neither the. beatial. 
debauchery of the waterfront, the more: 
luxurious but neo less hideous orgies at S6n- 
nica‘s.villa, -nor- the horrors of barbarian 
warfare.. ‘These last, however; seem to the 
present-day Yeader comparatively mild, the 
wild tribes who hurned, - and pillaged, and 
slaughtered . under . Hannibal- being much 
more decently behaved than are-the mod- 
ern Germans. - But besides these. somewhat 
reypliting pictures there are vivid,.-detailed 
ones of, daily. life as it was-lived .in this 
city of long ago, a life of much gayety and 
sunshine, culminating in the beautiful Fes- 
tival of Athene, the last which occurred 
before the. outbreak of the war. -. Among 
the many portraits in the book ‘the most 


‘ notable, of course, is that of Hannibal him- 


self, still young, devoured by ambition, de- 
termined to be iord of the world, no matter 
what.the cost. “ I want Carthage, only 
Carthage, to exist upon the earth, because 
Carthage is my native land!’’ he cries. 
And to this mad desire he sacrifices all 
else. 

Brilliantly drawn, with sure touch and 
an abundant, even. an amazing knowledge, 
-admirably constructed, full of color and 
movement, -rich in contrasts, rich, above 
all, in that effect of reality which belongs 
only to the best among historical novels, 
this latest translation from the works of 
the noted Spanish writer Ibanez is a very 
unusual book.

HERE is this to be said about the latest 
“ movel by Richard Dehan: ‘it does 
achieve a certain panoramic quality. The

Bennett's is the touch and treatment of the 
slightly ironical scientist, icy but scarcely 
enervating; Richard Dehan’s is the meth- 
od of the hushed raconteur in the smoking 
room. And you are constantly made to 
feel that this disclosure of a vice that is 
all-pérvading and insidious is only an elab- 
orate prelude to force a contrast with a 
virtue equally all-pervading that is to come 
with the declaration of war. You are not 
disappointed. The vice disappears with the 
ushering in of Armageddon. The wasters 
and ‘rotters and profligates of the first 400 
pages become suddenly energized into 
paragons. The men go to war and their 
stature is magnified; the semi-courtesan 
who is the leading character begins 
churchgoing and confession and is spirit- 
ualized. In other words, ‘‘ That Which 
Hath Wings "’ is a book built not on life 
but on a formula. % 

And yet there is doubtless much truth 
in Richard Dehan’s picture of pre-war 
Europe, ang there is considerable skill jn 
her delineation of it. Certainly the aristo-

OUR NAVY IN THE WAR. By Lawrence

Scribner’s Sons. $1.50. 
ERY early in his book, in his dedi- 


cation, in fact, and again in his 

. foreword, Mr. Perry heartily 

- makes the acknowledgment due to 

Secretary Daniels for the efficient way in 

which the American Navy has functioned 

during the war. In the foreword he says: 
Under the constructive leadership of 

Josephus Daniels the navy is doing its 

enormous bit in a convincing manner. 

It took the personnel of the navy—that 

is, the commissioned personnel—a long 

time to discover the real character and 
personality of Mr. Daniels. It is not 
too much to say that many of them 
were hostile to his administration. But 
the. war proved him for what he was. 

In all, Secretary Daniels 
exetaplifies the spirit of the American 

Navy—and the spirit of our navy is 

altogether consonant with our national 

tion—to get into the fight and 
keep fighting. He has been the sponsor 
for a nayal increase. which sees our 
active roster increased from 56,000 in 

April, 1917, to more than 400,000 at 

the present time, and our fighting 

ships increased fourfold. 

Our navy was ready, as Mr. Perry 
shows, to begin fighting the hour we 
entered the war, and*did begin as soon as 
some of its vessels could cross the ocean. 
The marvelous story of its huge expansion 
and of its many and efficient activities 
during the eighteen months since then, 
arresting and inspiring even in the midst 
of all the gigantic manifold achievements 
of the country, he tells in a series of 
chapters which take up one by one the 
varied phases’ of its growth and effort. 

There is less popular knowledge of this 
story than there is of that of the making 
of our army, -because much of what the 
navy has done it has been necessary to 





It is a book of strong contrasts, for 


keep as secret as possible, while its ex- 


pansion, being in the form of a regular 
and natural increase, has been less spec- 
tacular and interesting than has been the 
formation and training. of the army. 
Therefore, because comparatively little is 
known about it, the public should be all 
the more eager to read Mr. Perry's in- 
forming: and authoritative volume. And a- 
large part of the public ought to read it 
with a keen sense of shame and be filled 
by it with the desire to. make cca for 
former i si jon of an 
able and honest public official by solemnly 
vowing never again to traduce a public of- 
ficer for partisan reasons or at the word 
of a clique that is trying to tear him down. 

Mr. Perry tells of the early work of the 
Nayy as soon as we entered the war, in 
the arming of merchant vessels, the pa- 
trolling of the waters of the Western Hem- 
isphere, the sending of our destroyers 
across the Atlantic, the work of the sub- 
marine hunters and of our battleship fleet 
which is co-operating with the British 
fleet. One phase of the work of the navy, 
for which it has not yet had the recogni- 
tion it*deserves, is the efficient way in 
which it has guarded the ferrying of our 
troops across the Atlantic. The author 
goes into this matter with considerable de- 
tail, and the reader will find it an inspir- 
ing chapter. 

One very interesting weisitoin takes up the 
careful and scientific development of the 
art of camouflage as devoted to securing 
low visibility for ships at sea. He com- 
pares the two very different systems of the 
British and the American navies and 
shows how in our own navy the attempt 
has been to work out certain principles of 
light, color, and vision. Naval aeronautics 
gets a chapter of its-own, ‘in which its de- 
velopment is described and its achieve-

men in it and in the navy is being cared 
for is followed by a chapter-on our ever- 
beloved Marine Corps, which makes @ 
rapid survey of their story and tells some- 
thing of their organization and achieve- 
ments. 
devoted to a résumé of some of the most 
important of the manifold things the navy 
has done of which the public knows little. 
For instance, the Naval .Consuiting Board 
probably has never been heard of by most 
people in the United States, even by those 
who have been offended because their let- 
ters to the Navy Department offering in- 
valuable inventions to the Government 
have not received immediate attention.

A story of 
the ‘‘ half-way poor,’’ described as the 
people who earn from $25 to $50 a week 
and spend from $25 to $40 a month for 
rent, and who live in such regions as Am- 
sterdam Avenue, where most of the action 
passes, is woven around Brant Errol and 
Eve Gourlay. Errot was a $35-a-week re- 
porter on an evening paper, and the girl 
was the eightcen-year-old sister of a mul- 


\ ti-milfionaire; and they married. This is 


an unusual occurrence; but whenever Mr. 
Terhune presents an unusual occurrence 
he insists that he can prove that such 
things do happen. Perhaps they do, but 
@ mere clironicie of them is not realism. It 
would be pointless to dwell upon this but 
fer the fact that Mr. Terhune has written 
some short stories which de give admirable 
realistic pictures of New York life fn va- 
ried circles; and it is a pity that his novel 
falls short of them. 

Bat if the story is inadequate as real- 
ism,’ it is fairly satisfactery as romance. 
The author leads his plot right up to half 
a dozen different time-honored manoeuvres 
ef the novelist, and with admirable firm- 
ness leads it away again without yielding 
to the temptation to use them to forward 
its progress; there is, for instance, ne baby 
to soften the heart of the giri’s haughty 
family. The only break im this self-control 
is Eve's sudden success as a novelist, 
which is rather reminiscent ef the historic 
Edna Earl. But doubtless such things 
have happened. 

What Mr. Terhune has to say about the 
newspaper business, though not very novel 
to newspapermen, may be enlightening to 
outsiders; but really, we can’t be as bad as 
ali that. And his observation about news- 
papermen’s wives and ‘‘ brevet-wives,"’ is 
likely to close the homes of many of his 
friends to him; not all of these ladies are 
so corrupt.that their husbands instinctively 
keep them away from young girls who 
have been brought up in an atmosphere of 
purity. His picture of the economic side 
of a newspaperman’'s life is more generally 
justified than the rest of it—so much so 
that when his characters gratuitously 
throw away a million dollars toward the 
end of the book one wonders why he did 
not anticipate the late James Gordon Ben- 
nett, and have them use it to found a home 
for aged and indigent newspapermen. 


FAST AS THE THE WIND

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N arctic explorer once said that when 

he was in the polar regions his dreams 
by night and his fancies by day were con- 
cerned almost exclusively with the dinner 
he would order at his club in London. His 
mind reached out lovingly for complicated 
meals, polished silverware, and fine linen, 
fd large, high-ceilinged rooms, thick, soft 
carpets, and the shining shirtfronts of per- 
fectly ordered men. That, for the time 
being, had been his notion of Paradise, and 
it hovered eternally before his eyes like.a 
mirage. In this confession we-get some- 
thing of a clue for the hold Mr. Nat Gould 
has on the men in the trenches. For he is 
their ‘‘ supreme favorite ''; they read his 
novels literally by the millions. And when 
you have read one of his novels—this one, 
for instance—with this impressive fact in 
mind, the reason for Mr. Gould’s over- 
whelming popularity begins to reach out to 
you with a certain wan pathos. 

You will notice, for instance, that the 
pages of ‘‘ Fast as the Wind ’’ are inter- 
spersed with bits of descriptions of homes 
and quiet landscapes, English homes, 
Yorkshire homes. The hero of this novel 
owns a trim little yacht, and Mr. Gould 
gives you many glimpses of it riding at 
anchor on blue, sun-lit bays. You look 
from its deck at the far line of white 
beaches. Then there are horses, splendid 
horses. There is a thrilling description of 
a race and of the escape of an innocent 
man from prison and his unbelievable bat- 
tle with a pursuing bloodhound. Above all 
there is in this novel a beautiful simplicity 
of character and motive, the quite ‘simple 
perfection of all Utopias, Campanella’s or 
Bacon’s or More’s. Here is a world of 
quite simple virtues and quite simple wick- 
ednesses, a world in which things adjust 
themselves, in which there is agony, but 
agony finally relieved and allowed repose. 
Why should not the men in the trenches 
devour these novels? Does not even your

HOME FIRES IN FRANCE. 5B: pacer

ALL know in a more or less oui’ 

way something of what has hap- 
pened and is happening in France. We 
have read of the ruined homes, of the 
refugees, of the men blinded in battle. 
But comparatively few of us have any sort 
of vivid, genuine realization of it all. We 
cannot think in terms of hundreds-and of 
theusands. It is through individual cases, 
well and clearly presented, that mest of 
us must acquire that realization, if we are 
ever to acquire it at all. And here in this 
new book by Dorothy Canfield we have 
certain of these individual cases put before 
us with clearness, sympathy, and. under- 
standing.» 

The author wisely opens with a sketch 
which she calls ‘‘ Notes from a French Vil- 
lage in the War Zone,’’ showing us the 
little village of Crouy as it was before the 
war and as it is now. Crouy has not been 
it is behind the limes, and the 
troops billeted there are those “ splendid, 
splendid soldiers who are the French 
poilus.’’ But all villages have not been 
so fortunate as Crouy, and in ‘*The Per- 
missionaire ” we accompany one Pierre Ni- 
dart on his journey to the place where his 
home had been. The Germans had de- 
stroyed all they could, but, ‘‘ What was in 
the. ground, alive, they could not kill,’’ 
nor could they annihilate the indomitable 
spirit of the French peasant soldier. It 
would seem a heart-breaking story, this 
of ‘‘ The Permissionaire,’’ were it not that 
the history of ‘‘ The Hefugee,’’ which 
comes a little later, is so much more dread- 
ful. This is the brief, very simple account 
of some few of the things that happened to 
@ woman whose home was in one of the 
occupied districts, and who learned “what 
hate, and pity, and horror you can feel, 
and still live!’’ It is indeed a picture to 
retain in one’s memory, that one of the

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THE PLEA FOR BOOKS 


O many it will seem. scarcely worth 
while to enter a plea for books in 
wartime—not worth while simply 

because the inestimable value that books 
have acquired in the upbuilding of civiliza- 
tion is so freely admitted that even the 
greatest of wars leaves it untouched. After 
all, to the question, “ What is the greatest 
discovery made by man?” the answer 
would undoubtedly be, the printing press— 
not gunpowder. "No one would seriously 
advocate a world without books, although 
an argument to that end might be based 
on some of those classical cynicisms that 
affect a sort of world-weariness over the 
making of books. But the war is a stern 
Economist, very little troubled with a 
reverence for ancient things, that scruti- 
nizes to the utmost the various tools of 
civilization—books among the rest—and 
decides whether or not they are sufficient- 
ly serviceable to continue their existence. 
So far books have stood the test well. A 
good result of the inquisition to which they 
are thus subjected has been the growth 
of a more discriminating taste than 
formerly as to the literature that is worth 
while and the kind that one could per- 
fectly well do without. Today it is diffi- 
cult to realize, running the eye over the 
shrunken bookshelves of 1918, what a vast 
output of books there used to be annually. 
Four years of war, indeed, have produced 
more drastic changes in literature than 
usually take place in a century. Another 
good result of the war as a censor of 
books is the stimulus it has given to a 
more genuine, reasoned appreciation of 
literature than one feels called upon to 
make in the easy-going times of peace. 
The fact that books are called to give an 
accounting of themselves before the tribu- 
nal of war rallies numberless friends to 
their support. The plea in defense must 
be valid, founded on something more solid 
than sheer sentiment. Thus it has come 
that we know more about books— 
more, that is, of their possible useful- 
ness, of the constructive service that they 
may be expected to render and have ren- 
@ered society. Mr. GossE, in “ A Plea for 
Books,” appearing in the Publishers’ 
Weekly, argues well along this line. Bacon 
and Erasmus he calls to his aid, and, in- 
stead of finding in the war a menace to 
the usefulness of much of our current 
‘literature, he argues that the publishing of 
good books was never a more vital need 
than it is today. His proposal that the 
State should take cognizance of this and 
that it should accord special protection to 
the publication of books at this particular 
time is a unique suggestion, to say the 
least of it: 

If you do not intend to allow the 
tension of the war to harass your 
spirits beyond all endurance, temper 
that distress by the sedative of reading. 
At this moment,. whatever is stinted 
and discouraged, the production and 
dissemination of literature ought to 
be eo protected by the State. 
What will be the profit to us if we 
gain the whole world and lose our own 
souls? So far from placing vain and” 


tiresome obstacles in the way of the 
' publication of literature, our rulers- 
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punt. of the varied uses to which

} Period Mr. Lavage Macnus aims to cever 
‘In “ The Centuries of Romarice,’’ a recent 
volume -in his “ General Sketch of Euro- 
pean Literature.” “Romance! It is a 
vital element in. the greatest and oldest 
literatures of the world. What would 
HomMER be without romance? Or, for that 
matter, those venerable tales and legends 
that are even now reaching us from India? 
But just what various authors mean by 
“romance” is hard to define. Adventure 
—of a rather thrilling sort. perhaps; senti- 
ment, not at all of the realistic order— 
these seem to be the generally recognized 
ingredients of your true romance. But, 
then, we have fallen into the habit of 
calling the Waverley Novels romances, 
while the tales of RIDER HaGGARD are also 
brought under the same classification. And 
yet it is certainly difficult to trace logic- 
ally the kinship between Sir WaLTER and 
the author of “ King Solomon’s Mines.” 
In the meantime, Mr. MaGnvus places the 
first of his romance centuries in the 
eleventh century of the Christian era and 
brings the period up to the year 1637. 
That covers, of course, most of the 
Arthurian literature and even CERVANTES, 
who, after all, vowed enemy though he 
was to the romantic tendency of the litera- 
ture of his time, was nevertheless the most 
glorious romancer of his own or any age. 





S FYetpinc a legend? The question 

is asked by a writer in the October 
number of the Yale Review. At the first 
glance one is appalled by the idea—so the 
writer of the article in question, Mr. W1L- 
BuR CRoss, leads us to imagine—that 
FIELDING may have to be put—possibly— 
in the same category with the ridiculous 
Shakespeare-Bacon myth. But, fortunate- 


ly for one’s stretch of credulity, it ap- 
pears that the “legend” in FYELDING’s 
case has to do with the kind of life th_t 
Frevpinc did or did not live, not as to his 
authorship of the immortal “ Tom Jones.” 
The Fielding legend, we learn, is ‘‘ replete 
in scandalous incident and conjecture.’’ 
Mr. Cross gives a brief sketch of his 
** legendary ’’ FIELDING, in which stories 
of violent dissipation form a principal part, 
and toward this view he reminds us that 
THACKERAY showed a humorous inclina- 
tion. The legendary FiELpine is thus 
summed up: 


Brief and dissipated as was his life, 
FIELDING wrote four novels, of which 
one contains the most lovable char- 
acter in English fiction, and another 
is a masterpiece of artistic invention, 
whatever may be thought of its 
morality. Though opinion varies on 
the last point, a candid ler must 
admit that “ Tom Jones” is the work 
of a genius who appears to have pos- 
sessed, when judged by that novel 
alone, qualities strangely discordant 
with what we know of his character. 
Like his hero, FIELDING was generous 
to a fauit. Everybody has read the 
story of how he once obtained from 
his publisher a guinea or two with 
which to pay his taxes long overdue, 
and how on meeting an old schoolmate 
in distress he emptied the money into 
-his friend’s pocket. Very properly the 
anecdote makes FIELDING out to have 
been more generous than just. Again, 
his novels abound in literary allusions 
and in quotations from the ancients as 
well as the moderns. But he could not 
have been really a learned man, for 
his schooling was cut short by his es- 
capades. Still, in fairness to FIELDING, 
it ought to be said that he somehow 
found time to read many good books. 


And then comes proof, for those who 


need it, that FIELDING was not this reck- 
less, irresponsible sort of genius de- 


that was at once “ political as well as 
literary,” he was decidedly a man of af- 
fairs, a man who husbanded all his intel- 
lectual forces and made the best use of 


“ ribald ” ‘screeds that FIELDING undoubt- 
edly did write were, according to Mr. 
Cross, written “to support himself and 
his family.” The serious political purpose 
that Fre_pinc had in his life is admirably 
borne out in Mr. Cross’s article. His whole 
study of this great first name in English

HE Fall poetry varies from seri- 
ous collections by poets like Mar- 
garet Widdemer, who has but to 
announce a new book of poetry to 

create a stir in our literary world, to gay 

and humble little-votumes of verse such as 


** Rimes in Olive Drab ’’ by Sergeant John - 


Pierre Roche. It includes war verse an- 
thologies and books devoted to the praise 
of New York, while Louis Ledoux, himself 
more or less of a poet, has even dared a 
serious appreciation of another poet’s work 
in this season of war books and fiction. 
We have selected eight books representa- 
tive of the season's poetic output. 


“The Old Road to Paradise,” Margaret 
Widdemer’s second book of poems gets its 
exquisite name from the initial poem, 
which is already familiar to a great many 
people and which will surely rank among 
the finest verse which, the war has pro- 
‘duced. Most of the poems in the book 
will be recognized as having appeared in 
the magazines during the last few years 
as Miss Widdemer is one of the most 
popular poets of the present day. Her work 
As beautifully imaginative as well as deep- 
ly - thoughtful, with a wistful quality 
which brings it very close to one’s heart. 
In this collection she has grouped several 
of the poems under the heading Wistful- 
ness, but it is not felt more keenly in any 
of these particular verses than in one of 
her love songs called “ Denial,” which ends 


Never your footsteps where mine trod, 
Never my words to You— 
And it all would have been so ‘simple 
for God, 
So slight a thing to do! 


Frank Foxcroft has edited ‘‘ War Verse,”’ 
a large collection of poems about the war 
by soldiers and eccasional civilians. He 
says in his /preface: ‘* Jt would be pre- 
sumptuous fo describe this volume as an 
anthology. That term would imply re- 
search, orderly arrangement, classifica- 
tion.’"’. And so we must describe it as 
selections more or less random from the 
English journals during wartime with 
sprinklings here and there of the verse 
of Americafs. There will be found much 
that is familiar arfd much more that is 
new and extremely interesting. Because it 
has not been quoted so extensively as to 
have become a trite selection, and for its 
simple and exquisite beauty, we select 
“ Home at Last,” one of the two poems of 
G. K. Chesterton included in this volume; 
as giving an idea of what Mr. Foxcroft’s 
book contains: 

To an open. house in the evening, 

Home shall men come, 

To an older place than Eden, 


And a taller town than Rome. 
To ~~ assay of the way of the wandering 


To the. ‘things that cannot be and that 


To the ge ie where God was homeless, 
And all men are at home. 


** Poems of West and East,’’ by V. Sack- 
ville-West, (the Hon. Mrs. Harold Nicol- 
son,) are slight in tenor, their chief dis- 
tinction being that a large number of 
them are devoted to Constantinople, which 
lends the charm of the unusual, 


I would not venture to dispraise or 

praise, 
this poet says of another, and so in her 
own case one finds little to praise or dis- 
praise. She is her own critic, an uncon- 
sciously good one, perhaps, when she 
writes:

Was not an unappreciative guest. 


Louis Ledoux’s appreciation of the 
poetry of George Edward Woodberry 
takes the form of a biographical essay and 
study ef the philosophy of this New Eng- 
lander, whose poetry would have dis- 
tinguished him if he had never written 
anything else, but who is, as Mr. Ledoux 

says, best known to the world at large as 
a writer of prose, a constructive thinker 

whose’ sympathetic, interpretative criti- 








cisms of art and of life have won him 
distinction. 

Asa volume of Mr. Woodberry’s sonnets 
is to be published in the immediate future, 
this appreciation is happily timed. 

Two characteristic books of soldiers’ 
verse are “ Rimes in Olive Drab,” by Ser- 
geant John Pierre Roche, and ‘‘ Work-a- 
Day Warriors,” written and illustrated by 
Joseph Lee, Second Lieutenant in the 
King’s Royal Rifles, a soldier-poet whose 
work has been rather widely quoted. 

The ‘‘ Rimes in Olive Drab '’ are printed 
in khaki-colored ink, which impresses us 
with the fact that a very obvious idea may 
be a long time ia coming. It is in keeping 
with the gay and ‘humorous quality of Ser- 
geant Roche’s songs. ‘“* The Latest Horror 
of War” has a serious as well as a humor- 
ous side, protesting as it does against the 
decision of a committee of New England 
women to send books instead of cigarettes 
to the American soldiers in the trenches. 
This same spirit is shown in ‘‘ The Food I 
Left Behind Me,’”’ in “‘ Praise of Paper 
Plates,” and in many another doughboy 
rhyme, but when this poet wishes to be- 
come serious he can do it most success- 
faulty, as he shows in “* The Incinerator,”’ 
from which we quote the Closing lines: 

Every time I pass 

A man in khaki 

Near a mess shack, 

Shoveling up 

Those bent and broken ‘tins, 

I think of other boys in khaki— 
With puttees shined, 

And creased breeches, 

And starched 


blouses, 
And gay hat cords— 
Waiting like bright-colored tins 
On a grocer’s shelves, 
With War standing 
Shovel in hand 
At the incinerator. es 


Joseph Lee, the author of “‘ Ballads of 
Battle,’’ is a Scot who ‘ writes with a 
spade and draws with a bayonet.’’ We 
wish that he had found a better name 
for his new volume. “ Work-a-Day: War- 
riors " might have been fitiy attached to a 
collection of poems such as Berton Bra- 
ley’s “In Trench and Camp,” but here it 
fails to convey the real depth of Mr. Lee’s 
work. There are poems which one will be 
a long time forgetting. “The Carrion 
Crow,” for example, that “ horrid, hooded, 
hoary crow,” who glowered so, and to the 
soldier's demand fo: an explanation— 


x I look upon thee live,” it said, 
That I may better ken thee dead,” 
Weaves a spell all its own, telling, though 
evil; and we would mention especially 


“Our British Dead,” with -its haunting 
refrain— 


Here do we lie, dead but not disconten 
That which we found to do has had = 
complishment. 


Morris Abel Beer and Frederick Morti- 
mer Clapp have given us two volumes of 
verse in praise of their city, “ Song of 
Manhattan,” and “ New York and Other 
Verses.” Morris Beer’s range from songs 
of protest against Greenwich Villagers 
drinking tea and jesting in wartime to 
studies of the crowds on Delancey Street 
and verses to the moon. There is a rag- 
gedness in meter and a predominance of 
false rhymes throughout the book, but 
that he has a poet’s heart is shown in 
such expressions as 


Long had I knocked at fame’s far gate 

in vain, 

And stood a beggar in the wailing rain. 

Yet, when I took the leaping hills to 

town, 

I looked above and saw fame smiling 

down. 

Frederick Clapp, author of ‘‘ New York 
and Other Verses,’’ is a Second. Lieutenant 
in the 22d Aero Squadron, American Ex- 
peditionary Forces. He has been hailed as 
the greatest American poet since Whitman, 
which is sure to make him a bone of much 
contention. He gives us no rhymed verse 
and yet everything he touches turns to 
poetry. When he sees a ship’s funnel with 
smoke. rising from it, i## is to him a great 
red vase in which is rooted ‘‘ a palm tree 
of windless smoke that rises and rises until 
its fronds-are pushed back by the heav- 
ens,’’ and when he writes of sails he says, 

I see them. as sails, but another might 

see them at giant cornucopias 

Ve know that it is just the reverse, that 
ay another might and doubtless does see 
them as sails, it is he who gets the other 
image. And there are those who would 
‘prefer seeing them as sails. He loves the 
snow, the gray smoke, the fog, rain, and 
clouds; gray seems to fascinate him. Occa- 
sionally an exquisite thought is spoiled by 
imagery too decidedly vers libristic, as 
when he exclaims, 

I have wanted to rinse my eyes in the 

coolness of peace; 

I have wanted to bathe my mind in 

some immense monotony. 

No one wants to hear about any one’s 
rinsing his eyes, least of all a poet.

FROM BERLIN’ TO BAGDAD. By George 
A. Schreiner. New York: Harper & 
Brothers. $2. 


NE leaves Mr. Schreiner’s book with 
the conviction-that the ** Sick Man 


of Europe "’ is so near dissolution 


and total decrepitude as to war- - 


rant his complete supersession by a clean- 
er, more humane power. Almost at the 
end of his book, after a detached survey 
of Turkish life—Governmental and social 
as he saw it—the author comes to this 
brusque conclusion: 


The Ottoman Empire is in many re- 
spects an anachronism, a concrete form 
of inconsistency—an absurd institution. 
A minority governs. Minorities govern 
badly always. * * * The more I look 
into the thing, the more I become con- 
vinced that all Turkey is a mésalliance. 
Turk, Greek, Armenian, and Arab live 
on fhe footing of cat and dog. The 
strife going on between them permits 
none to give his better qualities a 
chance. 

Certainly, one cannot leave the most 
vivid and terrible chapter in the book, 
“ Armenia’s Red Caravan of Sorrow,” with- 
out stirring something of that indignation 
against the Turk which, in 1895, made 
Gladstone deliver a ringing speech at 
Liverpool (his last great speech in public) 
demanding the breaking off of diplomatic 
relations with the Sultan. Gladstone's out- 
break was inspired by the Turkish massa- 
cres of Armenians; the same unhappy 
people whose devastation and torture Mr. 
Schreiner so unforgetably describes: 


But what was that? Coming around 
the bend of the old pass roud was a 
caravan, afoot and clothed in red—a 
dirty wet red. 

More Armenians! I could not see the 
pass road near or beyond the actual 
gates, but some two miles further on a 
short stretch of it was visible. Either 
the train of sorrow extended that far, 
or this was a new one. 

Old men in rags; women in red calico 
pantaloons, red waists, red shawls, and 
some of them in red veils; children of 
all ages, dressed like their elders; the 
halt, the blind, the sick made up this 
miserable column. 

Stoically they trudged on. Some of 
the men glanced at me furtively. The 
older women begged for bread, the 
younger ones pulled either their veils or 
their shawls over their faces. They 
seemed to fear that I might hurt them. 

The spectacle was pitiful. The rain 
was still coming down in a cold drizzle. 
It was cold up in that elevation—a sort 
of March weather. Few of the exiles 
had shoes; all of them were soaked to 
the skin, the clothing hanging to the 
weary bodies limp and wet. All faces 
showed suffering—hunger, cxposure, 
together with mental anguish about 
their kin and future. In the wet grass 
by the roadside lay an old woman. I 
halted the yuilah to see if anything 
eould be done for her. She was still 
alive, I found. I poured some brandy 
between her teeth. She opened her eyes 
and with them motioned me away. I 
suppose she wanted to die in peace. 

Five miles I had gone and still there 
was no break in the column. * * * 
Then came the stragglers. The picture 
grew yet more harassing. 

Recalling the unbelievable tortures to 
which the Armenians were subjected dur- 
ing the Adana massacre of 1909, Mr. 
Schreiner is moved to say: ’ 

The Adana massacre is one of the 
things that must cause us to consider 
whether or not the Turk has a right to 
rule others. I suppose that question is 
easily answered. A Government that 
tolerates mob violence, or which even 
encourages it, is so low and con- 
temptible a thing that nothing what- 
ever can be said in its favor. 

This is the opinion of a man who has 
the habit of observing without prejudice, a 
trained journalist. Indeed his picture of 
Turkish life goes far to dissipate the musi- 
cal-comedy illusions of many an American 
reader. The ubiquitous harem (made 
familiar to the man in the street by numer- 
ous advertisements of Virginia tobaccos) is 
hardly as frequent in Turkey as we have 
been led to believe; it is, in fact, practically 
nonexistent. The most encouraging thing 
about Turkey, one gathers from Mr. 
Schrelner’s book, is the awakening of its 
Women to their place in community life, 
their emancipation from thralldom: 

What the Turk has been in the past 

* ts Armenian, Greek, Syrian, Kurd, 
Arab, the Balkan Slavs and the Bulgar, 
not to mention all the others, he has 
elso been toward his own women. He 
managed to hold them all in subjection. 
°* * * It is altogether unlikely that 
the Turkish woman will ever again re- 
turn to the state that was hers before 
the war. She has tasted the sweets of 

&clf-reliance, as have her sisters in Cen- 

{ral Europe, and it will take but little 

effort on her part to make her emanci- 

pation complete, 

Indeed, among the most interesting of the 
Many reported conversations with distin- 
guished persons from the Sultan down 
are those with Halidah Edib Hannym 
Effendi, “ foremost feminist of Turkey, 
Poetess, novelist, teacher, reformer, and 
Manager of a private schoo! for girls main- 
tained largely at her own expense.”

Schreiner gives us, not only of the Ottoman 
Empire but of the campaign at ‘‘ Hell '’- 
ipoli, Syrian and other countries and peo- 
ples of the troubled region, a picture in- 
tensely interesting if intensely tragic. 





GENTLEMEN AT ARMS 


GENTLEMEN AT ARMS. By “ Centurion."

ERE ‘‘ a Captain in the British Army 
who has served in France ’’ presents 

a round. score of most arresting vign- 
ettes of the war. Without fiction, yet 
in a style full of verve and illusive imag- 
ination, this warrior-author bodies forth 
new and particular phases of the great 
struggle as actually seen and experienced 
by the fighting man in his daily and 
nightly rounds. These unique stories and 
sketches are intensified many fold by the 
very narrowness of the point of view from 
which they are told and depicted; for the 
man in action has no chance to know any- 
thing of the battle beyond what he is 
aware and conscious of as happening to 
him and going on close about him. Except 
in -the two chapters entitled ‘‘ The Hus- 
bandmen,’’ the narratives are based on the 
author’s own experiences in France and 
elsewhere, or on those of fellow-officers 
with whom he came into contact; and, 
disguising the names of the characters and 
units concerned, the main aim is to de- 
scribe things as they actually occurred. 
Only in the case of the grisly supernatural 
or telepathic experience in the chapter en- 
titled *‘ No Man’s Land ’’ does the author 
not vouch for the truth of the story; but 
it was told to him, seemingly in good 
faith, by an intelligence officer of his ac- 
quaintance. Perhaps even to such halluci- 
nations can overwrought nerves be driven. 

In ‘‘ The Lieutenant "’ is narrated with 
all the art and charm of a terse master- 
piece of fiction the life-story of a most 
hopeful young Englishman, who grew up 
in a picturesque, ancestral manor, left 
Oxford to answer the call of his country, 
rose quickly by sheer merit to his com- 
mission, only to be cut off in No Man’s 
Land through an exploit that won him the 
Victoria Cross. Then we are made to feel 
the spell of actuality in following the ex- 
perience of an artillery Captain through 
the exploit of saving his battery after he 
has been left behind by a sudden ebb in 
the tide of battle. He accomplished the 
feat, but bears away a-wound which crip- 
ples him for life. A 

Once on leave, the author takes a trip 
on a drifter, or armed trawler, on patrol 
in ‘‘ the No Man’s Land of the sea’’ on 
the hunt for mines and submarines. The 
conversation of these warlike fishermen, 
speaking the East Anglian dialect, fore- 
shows what will happen to the German at 
sea after the war, through the interna- 
tional sailors’ boycott. ‘‘ * And if ye’re an 
outcast at sea, God help ye; for the sea’s 
a lonesome place.’ ’’ 

The reader is made to share the sen- 
sation of a trip in an observation balloon 
without parachutes. Also, in ‘‘ A Day on 
the Somme,”’ there is the horror of a trip 
through a shattered forest of beech, pine, 
and chestnut, full of flies and corpses. 

But besides many other scenes of heroic 
tragedy, there are chapters of humor and 
idyllic picturesqueness, as in the comical 
embarrassment of a zealous young as- 
sistant provost marshal who was too wise 
in the Jore of Sherlock Holmes; and in 
the idyl of the English harvest-field where 
the reapers are aged farmers, incapacitated 
soldiers, and heroic women laborers. To 
hint at more'in the book would be ‘‘ crab- 
bing the plot.’’ 


HISTORY 


THE PROCESSES OF HISTORY. By Fred- 
erick J. Teggart. New Haven: Yale Uni- 
versity Press. $1.25. 

HE significant thing about this rather 
remarkable essay is that it outlines a 
method of dealing with the facts of 
history with reference to the discovery of 
the real nature of those processes which 
have operated to produce the present state 
and condition of man in all parts of the 
world. A history in the old sense of the 
term is a narration of past events accord- 
ing to a particular interpretation of the 
facts, but in the perspective which we 
have gained in recent years it is evident 
that the old methods of study fail to pro- 
vide an adequate basis for dealing with the 
problem presented by the whole body of 
historical evidence of the advancement of 
man, and hence we are led to question 
whether the theories advanced through the 
narrative method are~- comprehensive 
enough to account for the diversities 
among human groups.

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tory as a systematic inquiry into the fact- 
ors and processes through which man 
everywhere has come to be as he is today, 
and he insists that in order to reach a 
satisfactory explanation of the knowledge 
at our command we should make use of it 
according to the fundamental method em- 
ployed by the student of nature, so that 
the study of history will proceed from an 
honest and intelligent comparison of the 
histories of all groups and peoples. 

He accepts the responsibility of a pre- 
liminary analysis of these factors and proc- 
esses, and offers what he describes as a 
tentative statement based upon the appli- 
cation of the method of science to the facts 
of history. The gist of this statement is 
that while man is everywhere dependent 
upon his physical surroundings, his life is 
conditioned by certain fixed: habits of 
thought or established ways of thinking, 
and that his advancement to higher planes 
of intellectual evolution ‘‘ follows upon the 
mental release, of the members of a group 
or of a single individual, from the :u- 
thority of an established system of ideas.”’ 
This process is familiar in the histories of 
early civilizations. The beginnings of the 
political organization of society .were when 
the groups that had migrated as a result 
of climate came into collision and canflict 
with other groups at certain geographical 
points or along routes of travel which were 
determined by the configuration of the sur- 
face of the earth. These groups were 
originally founded in_ blood-relationship, 
and their transition from kindred units to 
political units was due to the fact that col. 
lision and conflict at specific geographical 
points broke up the dominance of the 
primitive group over the individual, and, 
by providing an opportunity for personal 
. Self-assertion and the exercise of personal 
initiative, paved the way for certain ex- 
ceptional individuals to institute kingship 


and reorganize society on a basis of land | 


and property, although this politicization 
was never evenly distributed. The im- 
portant point is that the individual man 
was released from the restraints of the old 
system of ideas and had to think for him- 
self during the era of transition. ‘' This, 
at bottom, is the fact upon which all his- 
tory turns.’’ Under ordinary conditions, 
the system of ideas behind the organization 
of any group reveals the continuous oper- 
ation of two sets of processes—the proc- 
‘esses that maintain traditional habits of 
thought through the discipline of the 
group, and those that make for a graduul 
modification of these habits; but when dif- 
ferent idea-systems are placed in opposi- 
tion through the conflict of peoples from 
different localities, there ensues a critical 
activity in the minds of individuals, and 
this activity ends by forming a new sys- 
tem of ideas that expresses a degree of hu- 
man advancement. Hence it follows that 
the basis for an inquiry into the political 
and cultural status of modern groups 


should be the study of how their character- 


istic systems of ideas have come to be as 
they are. 

The statement thus briefly described is 
evidently too simple to be wholly true. but 
it constitutes an important and strikinsly 
original contribution to the study of his- 
tory. At the same time, it is of unique 
‘interest from the standpoint of the general 
reader, for it points out in clear and 
definite fashion that war should become an 
eut-worn instrument for human advance- 
ment when our knowledge of man is turned 
to account in one comprehensive science or

HIFALUTIN 


aE. Pers. OF HIFALUTIN. By Fiesting-

HE author of this book of discussion 
and criticism had a long experience 

in. the diplomatic service of the Unitcd 
States, in which he was for a time Assist- 
ant Secretary of State. He resigned from 
the service soon after the inauguration of 
President Wilson in 1913. His desire in 
this volume is to warn Americans in their 
consideration of present-day problems 
against “the dangers of hifalutinism, of 
unsound idealism, of wild radicalism, and 
of ultra-conservatism.” Closely and clev- 
erly interwound with the many things he 
says in the course of his nearly three hun- 
dred pages that are worth the careful 
study of the reader are many others that 
will at least. arouse curiosity as to the au- 
thor’s purpose in writing the book. When, 
for instance, he commends “ courageous, 
honest, and constructive criticism of Sen- 
ator Chamberlain,” who last Winter, in the 
course of an effort to organize a political 
assault against the Administration, de- 
clared that the War Department “ had 
eased to function,” he so utterly discred- 
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its either his honesty or his good judg- 
ment, or both, that it b imp 

to accept any statement or argument he 
may make upon merely his own responsi- 
bility. ‘The present Administration in his 
eyes has been guilty of a great deal of 
“ hifalutin,” and, apparently, it is that in 
particular against which he wishes to warn 
the American people. . Condemnation of 
imperialistic policies, when such policies 
are not Teutonic, he considers ‘‘ ultra- 
idealism,” and his remarks- about the 
Government’s difficult but finally. suc- 
cessful endeavor to enable Mexico to 
get on her feet by her own efforts lead to 
the inference that he still thinks, in true 
imperialistic fashion, that an-army of reg- 
ulation and conquest should long ago have 
been sent across the border, as Germany 
so ardently desired. Again and again, 
throughout the.book, one finds the author 
apparently favoring ideas at variance with 
democratic principles or in harmony with 
the old-time and now discredited methods 
of handling international affairs, or show- 
ing a, peculiar lack of appreciation of 
American ideals and purposes.

BUSINESS STANDARDS 


RIGHER EDUCATION AND BUSINESS 
STANDARDS. .By Willard Eugene Hotch- 
kiss. Boston and New York: Houghton 
Mifflin Company. §1. 

We have passed the pioncer stuge of our 
social life. There no longer are free lands 
for farmers and railways, cheap food, and 
abundant labor. We have entered a stage 
of development in which profits are harder 
to make, and social ‘standards prevent ex- 
ploitation of natural or human material. 
Accordingly there are higher standards of 
business and higher qualifications are re- 
quired for success in business. On the 
productive side scientific methods are 
necessary.

more secure and peaceful than hers, up to 
the end of July, 1914. But at the begin- 
ning of August her husband was called to 
join his régiment, and then—then the Ger- 
mans came. Madeleine did not have to 
endure the worst. She knew the humilia- 
tion of cooking for the invaders and of 
waiting on them, ‘‘ she choked on the 
sense of her absolute defenselessness in the 
face of physical force,” she saw her home 
wrecked and hideously defiled. But her 
children were neither murdered nor tort- 
ured, she herself escaped the last degrada- 
tion, and at the end we leave her ‘‘ walk- 
ing forward strongly.’’ Nevertheless, her 
story brings -the horror of the invasion 
home to us all the more emphatically, 
perhaps, because we know her to have 
been one of the fortunate ones. It is im- 
posssible to read it and not feel one’s self 
in her place—and quite possibly without 
her splendid courage. 

The book is very Well written. Its au- 
thor writes of what she has seen and 
knows, for a_year before America entered 
the war she went to France to work 
among the-blind. For the authenticity of 
every detail she vouches, nothing being 
imaginary save only the framework which 
holds the narratives together. 





THIEVES’ WIT 


THIEVES’ ‘WIT. By Hulbert Footner.

R. HULBERT FOOTNER subtitles his 
new novel ‘‘An Everyday Detective 
Story.’’ It is hardly that, but it is cer- 
tainly a good deal more realistic than are 
the majority of tales relating to crime and 
criminals. For Ben Enderby, the detective 
who here tells the history of his first case, 
is by no means an infallible person, nor 
has he all the very latest scientific dis- 
coveries at his fingers’ ends. He blun- 
ders more than once, blunders very badly, 
and though he is successful at the end a 
goodly portion of the credit is due to the 
man who becomes his partner for this oc- 
casion only, and who is a person of cour- 
age and ingenuity, plus that most valuable 
quality, a sense of humor. Nor is it this 
man alone who is of material assistance to 
Enderby. Sadie Farrell, with whom he is 
in love, and who has herself abundant 
pluck as well as a desire to become a de- 
tective, is the one whose keen wit discerns 
and points out to him the-most serious of 
his mistakes. 

The tale opens with the theft of a won- 
derful necklace of blue pearls belonging to 
Irma Hamerton, a noted actress. Enderby 
sets to work to discover the thief, and 
presently the trail leads him to the dis- 
covery .of an: organized and enterprising 
gang of criminals, working under the di- 
rection of a woman who hetself receives— 
asthey all know—orders from a mysterious 
boss, the man higher up. Of the twists 
and changes and exciting adventures 
through which the pursuit of the gang 
leads Enderby and his coworkers it would 
be unfair to give even a hint. Suffice it to 
say that the plot is cleverly worked out, 
while the thieves as well as the thief 
hunters are more like real human beings 
than the puppets one usually meets with 
in a detective story. Altogether, ‘‘ Thieves’ 
Wit "’ is a distinctly clever and entertain- 
ing yarn, which no one who believes in 
keeping early hours ought to begin just 
before bedtime.

Jim's grandparents 
befriend the Shimerdas, and it is Jim him- 
self who teaches Antonia English. A large 
part of the book is given over to an ac- 
count of the work and play of these two 
during the year when Jfm was about 10 
and Antonia about 14. 
There is a carefully detailed picture of 
daily existence on a Nebraska farm, and 
indeed the whole book is a carefully de- 
tailed picture rather than a story. Pres- 
ently Jim's grandparents decide that they 
are getting too old to run the farm, and 
move to the little town of Black Hawk. 
Then we are told all about the long Sum- 
mer days, the bitter cold of Winter, the 
games and music at the Harlings’,and the 
arrival of the dance tent which made so 
pronounced a change in the town. Anto- 
nia, who had come to live with the Har- 
lings as their ‘‘ hired girl,’’ was fascinated 
by the dancing, and presently quarreled 
with her employers because of it. But she 
was a born countrywoman, and after a 
very unfortunate experience she returned 
to the country and the farm. The book is 
full of sketches of farm life, of plowing, 
reaping and thrashing, of the difficulties of 
feeding cattle in Winter, and all the rou- 
tine of husbandry. Antonia is a true 
daughter of the soil, thus described: ‘‘ She 
had only to stand in the orchard, to put 
her hand on a little crab tree and look up 
at the apples, to make you feel the good- 
ness of planting and tending and harvest- 
ing at last.” There are other immigrants 
in the book besides the Shimerdas, Norwe- 
gians, Danes, Russians, &c., and the ways 
of all of them are more or less fully de- 
scribed. They are all, to some extent, pio- 
neers, the period of the book being that in 
which the first foreign immigrants came to 
Nebraska,

ADVENTURERS IN IN THE EAST 


EARLY ENGLISH ADVENTURERS IN 
THE EAST. By Arnold Wright. New 
York: E. P. Dutten & Co. #4. 
‘HE average educated man knows pretty 
well the stories of English navigators 
of the heroic age of Elizabeth, and of the 
men who, in the days of Clive and Hast- 
ings, founded the British Empire in India. 
But the intervening period, the seven- 
teenth century, which saw the beginnings 
of the ventures of the British East India 
Company that paved the way for the great 
conquests in the century that followed, is 
but little known; and perhaps the best 
service of this volume will be the creation 
of an eager desire to know more. From 
records of the time, chiefly found in the 
archives of the India Office, Mr. Wright 
has extracted a series of stories of vent- 
urings east of Suez,’ beginning with one 
or two small private enterprises in the 
reign of Elizabeth which led to the found- 
ing of the East India Company, and con- 
tinuing until the end of the century, when 
Bombay, Madras, and Calcutta had been 
founded and British commercial prosperity 
was adready blooming around them. 

The only fault that can be found with 
his book is the inevitable compactness of 
the narrative; any one of the dozen er so 
men of whom he writes is worth a whole 
book to himself. It was a great, age, an 
age whose conditions called forth great 
qualities in every man who had them; and 
while most of the pioneers of the British 
rule in India were merchants and seamen, 
traveling frankly in search of gain, they 
had, also, and of necessity, the true ad- 
venturer’s spirit and the staying qualities 
of empire builders. 

In trade rivalry, which often turned into 
open warfare with the Portuguese and the 
Dutch, in hazardous dealing with native 
potentates who sought profit from the 
trader, but were seldom quite reconciled 
to his presence, in the intrigues at the 
court of the Great Mogul, where English 
prestige was maintained at a high level, 
and not always by men who might have 
been expected to do so—in all these exi- 
gencies these men, many of them Puri- 
tans, mostly solid middle-class seamen and 
merchants, with a sprinkling of gentle- 
men adventurers and a sprinkling of 
rascals, held thelr own with such success 
that the foundation was laid for the Brit- 
ish Indian Empire of today.

~MAKING BIG GAINS 





All Other Languages in New 
Schools—English Grows In- 


creasingly Popular in Latin America 


» EMARKABLE increases in the 
R study of Spanish in the United 
States and in the study of Eng- 
} lish in South America are now 
taking place. _ It is a collateral effect 
of the war—out of its main pathway, 
to be sure, but of @ permanent impar- 
‘tance to America as.a whole which may 
/ outweigh events that are at this time 
commanding - far. more attention. 
_ Among numerous indications of a new 
solidarity. bétween the United States 
and South America’ this increased study 
of Spanish and English is the most con- 
vincing. Only ‘upon:an increased knowl- 
+ edge of Spanish in the United States 
and of English in South America can a 
closer union of political, commercial, 
and social interests be founded. 

From the Standpoint of the Americas, 

| those who are most interested in accele- 
rating this movement lay down these 
two statemetts, as tndisputable : 
: First-That of all. modern languages, 
outside of English, Spanish is of most 
importance to the people of the United 
States. : 

Second—That of all modern languages 
@utside of Spahish—and of Portuguese, 
which is spoken in Brazil—English is of 

_ most importance to the people of South 
America. 

Failure to ‘recognize this, it is asserted, 
is the underlying cause of much of the 
misunderstanding in the past. Beyond 
the reward of vast mutual commercial 
benefits, it is through language that the 
institutions and the culture of a neigh- 
bor country are comprehended and the 
opportunity ‘for genuine sympathy and 
fellowship afforded. This is why those 
who want to see a closer union between 
North and South America grow out of 
the war are now s0 full of enthusiasm 
over the progress Spanish is making in 
the United States, because that for 
which they have long contended seems 
now likely to come to pass. 

Spanish, on the basis of its recent ex- 
traordinary gains in. the ‘schools and 
colleges in the -United States, seems 
about to take first place among the 

‘modern languages taught in this coun- 
try, outside of English. How great this 
“advance has been may be judged from 
_ ‘the fact that the total enrollment of stu- 


which was but 1 per cent. of the total, 
had risen, in 1915, to 2 per cent. Since 
then the increase,-as estimated at Wash- 
ington, has been 1,000 per cent. : 

In 1910 German stood at the head of 
the list, with students of German num- 
bering 25 per cent. of the total enroll- 
ment. French was next, with an enroll- 
ment of from 10 to 11 per cent. Stu! 
dents of Latin stood at 50 per cent. of 
the total. 

Since the war German has tumbled 
‘ut of the place it held; school after 
school has ejected {t. About this mnhch 
has been written, but as to what was 


being taught as a substitute for German |. 


comparatively little has been said, 
though a significant sign of the times 
was contained in this second part of the 
change. Spanish, after: long neglect, 
has beén’ making such a rapid propor- 
tionate gain that it is now estimated to 
hold an even pheics in secondary ies yt 
and colleges with: French. 

An educator attached to one of ‘the 
bureaus at Washington who has been 
following this situation closely places 
the, enrollment of students in French 
and Spanish at 15 per cent.,. respectively, 
of the total enrollment. German is now 
down to about 8 per cent., and the fact 
that the study of German continues 
even to this degree has been granted to 
students who hed started a three or 
four’ years’ course in German to com- 
plete it, as part of the program of cred- 
its for graduation. 

Out of a list of 505 secondary schools 
and colleges which put out German, 400 
introduced Spanish in its stead. In 
most of the high schools in the larger 
cities of the country Spanish stands on 
an equal footing with French. In the 
Boston high schools Spanish has been 
made compulsory. é 

In New York City the gain in the 
number of students in Spanish reflects 
what is taking place all over the coun- 
try. New York is a leader, for it is in 
a@ position to have felt thé importance 
of promoting the study of Spanish. In 
March, 1917, when Spanish had already 
made a strong advance,’ it was taught 
in twenty of the twenty-four high 
schools in New York. At that time 
Spanish still stood fourth, with Ger- 
man first, Latin second,. and French 
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third. There were then 13,362 students 





in the New York high schools. A short 
tine later, owing to increased demand 
for Spanish, it was placed on a par, 
from a credit standpoint, with French, 
and now it is taught in all the New 
York. high schools. 

According to the figures‘of the last 
echool year, the latest available, Span- 
ish had’ taken precedence of both French 
and Latin. The figures were: Students 
in Spanish, 16,375; Latin, 15,665; French, 
14,970. The ‘statistics of the school year 
now opening will ‘show Spanish still 
more strongly intrenched in first place, 
it is expected.. 

Among the colleges there are numer- 
ous outstanding illustratiops ‘of .the 
great movement toward Spanish. In 
the University of Indiana, for example, 
there are more students in Spanish 
than in apy other subject. In the 
United States Naval Academy the Span- 
ish language has been made of the first 
importance ; the course of study has 
been extended from two to four years. 

In the intermediate schools there is a 
similar growth of interest in Spanish. 
In 1913, at the Culver Military Academy, 
Culver, Ind., there were three classes 
in Spanish. Last year there were twelve 
classes in Spanish, as against ten in 
French and six in German. 

All this indicates an eventful change 
in the outlook of the people of the 
United States, an apprehension of the 
international viewpoint.. There was an 
old provincial theory in the United 
States that one day the English lan- 
guage would spread all over the globe 
and that it was therefore all-sufficient. 
It was the duty of others, so to say, to 
learn the English language, and so to 
earn the advantages. both present and 
future: that would accrue theréfrom. 

One expression of this, that held good 
for years, was that a knowledge of the 
language of the country to which they 
Were sent—even when other leading 
nations of the world were in considera- 
tion—was not deemed to be a’ require- 
ment for our diplomats and consular 
representatives, consequently they were 
condefnned to be strangers in a strange 
land, until they acquired the language 
of the country, and were able to get 
along in the interim only because, in 
the leading countries of Europe, and 
some other foreign countries, one of the 
standards of the educated man, and es- 
pecially of those who are called into 
public life, is to possess acquaintance 
with the language, literature and in- 
stitutions of other great nations. Many 
Europeans speak three languages flu- 
ently, and to come in contact with this 
accomplishment, to feel the grace and 
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of the people among whom he is living. 
But the Frenchman, ° Englishman, 
Spaniard, Italian, and. German usually 


| have learned the language -of the coun- 


try to which they go, before they leave 
home while in school, if it is the lan- 
guage of a -great nation with which 


their own is likely to come inte close * 


contact. 

On this basis of immediacy of com- 
mercial and political contact, the teach- 
ing of one foreign language had prece- 
dence over another in the. courses of 
which

}among foreign languages taught in our 


own schools, before the war, is seen not 
to have rested on sound ground, but 
to have been stimulated by German im- 
perialists. in the hope of holding the 
great German population in this country 
in closest co-operation and sympath$ 
with the aims of the German Empire. 
In England, where,this problem does 
not exist, German is still taught, after 
an inquiry as to whether it should be 
discontinued.

Two great commanding languages are 
spoken on the American Continent—Eng- 
iHsh and Spanish.

The per capita imports 
of the South American republics for the 
last normal year were $18.68, those for 
the United States were $17.94.

The prog- 
rezs is substantial in every respect, for 
better and’ better text-books are being 
used—several excellent new ones came 
out within the last year—and better and 
‘better Spanish teachers are being em- 
ployed. With the great increase in the 
number of students, standards are ad- 
vancing, and that indicates to me that 
we are but laying the foundation for 
much greater progress in the future.

sians, Let us not forget that the 
territory of Bulgaria is separated only 
by the Dobrudja from Bessarabia, 
which is a province of Russia. 

A successful operation on such a 
vast scale requires a large army, well 
provided. What is the country in 
which there is the largest available 
number of men for the front?’ The 
United States, which has a sufficient 
force at its command -to put two mil- 
lions on the western front, and an- 
other million on the eastern within 
a few months. We have the ships, 
which’ can follow the sea road right 
up to Saloniki and to the Bulgarian 
ports, all of which are now open to 
the Allies. 


Here is the great opportunity to at- 
tack the whole combination on its 
weakest front. Many military critics 
have believed for several years that 
this was the great chance to disable 
the enemy, and that the armies sent 
to the Dardanelles would, at that time, 
have been sufficient: to clear the 
country at least as far as the Danube. 

The coming in of the United States 
makes possible a great operation right 
in the centre of the area of war. 
With our ships and the railways of the 
country across Bulgaria, the Danube 
actually becomes the front line im- 
mediately. As that line is pushed up 
on the west, it will cover Dalmatia 
and Istria, which will. compel the 
Austrians to abandon North Italy, and 
will relieve the Mediterranean from 
the submarines which have proceeded 
from the Dalmatian coast.

Beyond 
the reward of vast mutual commercial 
benefits, it is through language that the 
institutions and the culture of a neigh- 
bor country are comprehended and the 
opportunity © for genuine sympathy and 
fellowship afforded. This is why those 
who want to see a closer union between 
North and South America grow out of 
the war are ‘now 80 full of enthusiasm 
over the progress Spanish - is making in 
the United States, because that for 
which they have ‘long contended seems 
now likely to come to pass.

The decent fellows 
will get out without delay; the slackers 
will be forced out and especially, I 
think, by the sentiment of women who 
stand ready, in order to bring the war 
to @ victorious conclusion as soon as 
possible, to take their places.’’ 

The lists will probably include, accord- 
ing to the United States Employment 
Service, ‘‘ sales clerks and floor walkers 
in every sort of mercantile establish- 
ment; clerical, cashier, and office staffs 
in mercantile, manufacturing, and fi- 
nancial houses; and the offices of trans- 
portation companieas:'and other public 
utilities, waiters, attendants, and many 
other occupations.’)"~ 

Community labor boards will begin at 
once to study the industries in their re- 
spective communities-with a view to de- 
termining those in which women can be 
.used in war work. and in what non- 

) war industries women.can replace men. 

‘Two general orders have been prepared 

jby the United States Employment Serv- 
ice defining the methods to be followed. 

In the first order.employers engaged 

in war work who want women for em- 
ployments which have hitherto not been 
customarily undertaken by women are 
directed to,.make application for ap- 
proval to the community labor board in 
their district. After the propriety of 
using women in a.given industry has 
been passed upon by the board the 
United States Employment Service is to 
give every assistance in filling the de- 
mand. In the second order two women 
are added*'to the. community labor 
boards, one to represent the. woman who 
works, the other to represent the man- 
agement. They: are to have full voting 
power on “all questions concerning the 
utilisation .6f women in the industries. 
Regulations«to protect women from be- 
ing drawn into employments that would 
be injurious. to-them or for which they 
are otherwise unfitted have been drawn 
up as follows:

In‘a textile factory the comparison of 
wages to women, hourly average based 
on a guarantee, is: 1915, 13.7 cents; 1918, 
33.5 cents. 

These increases are considered fairly 
typical throughout war industries in 
which women are employed. Miss Marie 
L. Obenauer, Chief Woman Examiner of 
the National War Labor Board at Wash- 
ington, considered an authority on the 
subject of women employment, estimates 
the increase in women’s wages in manu- 
facturing war industries since 1915 to 
range between 80 and 100 per cent. But 
this advance refers only to employments 
in which women were engaged as ma-

chine workers before the war and not 
to occupations in which women have 
taken the place of men. 

Where women do the work of men 
they have made their most substantial 
gain. 
composed of representatives of employ- 
ers and employes—‘‘to bring about a 
settlement by mediation and concilia- 
tion of every controversy arising be- 
tween employers and workers in the 
field of production necessary for the 
conduct of the war’’—has laid down 
the following as a fundamental policy: 

“If it shall become necessary to em- 
ploy women on work ordinarily per- 
formed by men they must be allowed 
equal pay for equal work.’”’ * * * 

Already this principle has been ap- 
plied in several controversies. Two of 
greater importance were those of the 
Schenectady works and the Pittsfield 
works of the General Blectric Company. 
In the Pittsfield case, in addition to 
the ruling of equal pay, a minimum 
standard was fixed for women's wages 
there—‘‘ that in no case shall any. fe- 
male 21 years of age or over, of six 
months’ experience in the plant, receive 
less than 30 cents an hour.’’ In the 
Schenectady Works a standard for wom- 
en workers was—‘‘in all classes of 
employment there shall be an increase 
of 20 per cent. in the wages of all adult 
women:and no women shall receive less 
than $15 per week.” 

What actual gain for women ig this 
standard of not less than $15 a week, 
as applied to this great company? -In 
1915 the Massachusetts Wage Commis- 
sion, after investigation, fixed the 
amount necessary to maintain an adult 
worker at $8.71 a week. In July of 
this year the Bridgeport Employers’ As- 
sociation, after an extensive study of 
the cost of living, decided that such cost 
had increased 64.1 per cent. since 1915. 
According to this, the cost of main- 
tenance a week of the worker in the 
New England territory for July of 
this year would be $13.08, and with 
variations for local conditions, ‘these 
figures, if well computed, would be true 
for a large section of the country. The 
surplus gain in women’s wages, there- 
ore, is not as large as it appears, espe- 
ially when compared with. the advances 
hobtainéd by some of the more powerful 
unions of male workers; but from one 
‘viewpoint the gain is great, for it marks 
van official recognition of the principle 
of the economic independence. of the 
woman worker; that “she -shall- earn 
enough to support herself, “instead: of 
being, often the case heretofore, one of 
a family group of wage earners de-

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paid to the men, or plus a fair allow- 
ance for the cost of the extra appliances, 
sheuld equal the total which would be 
paid to men engaged. in such work.’’ 

Just recently in France various writers 
on economic and social subjects have 
been discussing the effects of the eco- 
nomic emancipation of women, due to 
higher wages, and a. main concern, as 
expressed by somé of the writers, was 
that the admission of women to the new 
and better paid oc¢upations would deter 
them, in greater numbers, from marry- 
ing or consenting to bear children and 
thus have a tendency to lower the birth 
rate in France. The views of writers 
who hold this opinion seem far-fetched 
to some persons in this country. 

What is the attitude of- employers to 
the new principle? That has not yet re- 
ceiyed a general expression of opinion. 
The National Industrial Conference 
Board on ‘‘Wartime Employment of Wo- 
men in the Metal Ttades’’ in its most 
recent research report says: ‘‘ The prin- 
ciple of equal wages for equal work has 
found fairly general acceptance among 
employers in the metal trades.’’ <As to 
the attitude of men workers, this report 
says: ‘‘ A large number of ‘employers re- 
ported quiet acquiescence or: even friend- 
ly co-operation of their men. A munition 
plant employing 694 women found that 
‘the male workers in the establishment 
accepted the introduction. of female 
workers in new processes as inevitable, 
and there was no friction... * * * 
Again and again the reported attitude is 
‘remarkably satisfactory,’ ‘ very favor- 
able,’ ‘friendly,’ or is described by a 
brief but expressive ‘0. K.’ "’ 

Where the War Labor Board has made 
awards of equal pay for equal work the 
eurnings of women who were doing this 
work have gone up, in Some classés of 
work, from 45 to 65 cents an hour. The 
working hours per week range from 48 
to 52 hours. In a 52-hour week at 50 
cents an hour one of these women sub- 
stitutes would earn, including a 10 per 
cent. bonus for fullgtime, $28,60. The 
earnings of some of the women run to 
$32. a week and more. Women who have 
won their way in the shops to doing a 
man’s job are being received into unions, 
Women have been admitted to the Inter- 
national Machinists’ Trades, the wire- 
workers’, the ironworkers’, and wood- 
workers’ unions. 

The increase in the earning ‘power of 
women since 1915 in work outside the 
shops, in clerical work and the like, has 
not been so large, and is estimated to 
average not much more than 50 per 
cent., but the whole result is that the 
American woman has won her way to a 
new economic footing, and that the basis 
now recognized is, as defined by the 
rulings of the War Labor Board, that 
her pay shall be sufficient to support 
her and that for equal work she shall 
receive equal pay. ’ 

What new occupations have been 
opened to women by the war? Far in 
the lead are the various machinist 
trades, hitherto thought alien to them. 
The progress of women has been from 
the lighter to the heavier machines. 
Lines are being drawn as to the amount 
of exertion which may be required. A 
New York law provides that a woman 
shall not lift weights in excess of 
twenty-five pounds. The United States 
Ordnance Department, the American 
Feundrymen’s Association, and _ the 
National Founders’ Association -have 
adopted the same rule. Grinding of 
‘metal parts may not be done by women 
in the State of New York. Under these 
safeguards, increasing in number, a 
great body of women has been inducted 
into the metal trades since 1914. In 1914 
the percentage of women workers in the 
metal trades in the United States, as 
compiled by the National Industrial 
Conference Board from an abstract of 
census of manufactures, was 4.6 per 
cent. Of the 2,140,789 employes in these 
trades, says the research report of the 


board, 98,112 were women over. 16 years 


of age. Clerical workers are included 
in these figures. This year, out of a 
total labor force of 384,709 in 181 estab- 
lishments, 49,831 were women, as 
against 334,878 men; the proportion of 
women was 12.9 per cent. 

It is estimated that 100,000 women are 
employed in munition plants and air- 
plane factories, as against 3,500 in the 
last census year. In the chemical 
plants, on steam cars and electric cars, 
in elevators, as motor drivers, women 
have taken the place of men. There is 
in addition the work of women on the 
farms and as section hands on rail- 
roads. The Federal Railroad Adminis- 
tration announced a short time ago that 
they would be tried there to a limited 
extent, though the advisability of their 
work is still questioned by some labor 
directors, and Wisconsin has already 
Passed a law throwing limitations 
around the employment of women on 
railways. 

In ‘England, due no doubt to the 
necessities of the war, a broader lati- 
tude is given in assigning women of 
strong build to heavier work. It is con- 
tended by oné class of observers there 
that the physique of the women of 
Great Britain is to be permanently 
benefited by the ability which women 
have shown to stand up under work 
heavier than it was thought they could 
bear, and that this is especially true of 
outdoor work. Women there through- 
out the day are’ engaged in lifting 

weights of from 50 to 60 pounds. In 
gome cases women have been employed 
in lifting 100 pound bags of coke and 
loading them on carts, though this is 
not approved, nor is the unloading of 
heavy pieces’ of limestone from cars. 
Those who contend that the health and 
vigor of women are to be increased by 





the exercise of their bodies in heavier 





work seem te have no medical tests to 
support their views. 

In a summary as to the efficiency of 
women in the métal trades, which bears 
on the greater number of new occupa- 
tions entered by women during the war, 
the recent research report .of the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board says: 

‘* Experience of employers.in the metal | 
trades in the United States has clearly 
demonstrated the practicability of em- 
ploying women in a large variety of 


viewing the record of efficient perform- 
ance by women it must be emphasized 
that most of the tasks in which they 
are engaged are semi-skilled work of a 
repetitive. character in which rapidity, 
lightness of touch and natural dex- 
terity are more important than skill ac- 
quired through long training and ex- 
perience. It is too edrly to form con- 
clusions as to the ability of women to 
perform work of higher -skill. The 
necessity for immediate increase of out- 
put made it essential to give women 


rather than to. develop them into gen- 
eral mechanics. Hven in Bngland, where 
in one place or another women are used 
in practically all operations in the en- 
gineering and munitions trades, 
have not received the broad training 
which skilled workmen receive.’’ 

Of the results found as to output, fn 
the survey of 127 establishments in the 
metal trades made by the National In- 
dustrial Conference Bgard, this state- 
ment is made: ‘‘ Eliminating the twen- 
ty-eight establishments in which, for 
one reason or another, no comparison 
can be made, this summary indicates 
that the output of women compares 
favorably with that of men, since it ap- 
pears that in thirty establishments of 
the remaining ninety-nine the output 
of women was greater than that of 
men in all operations on which both 
were engaged; in six it was greater in 
some, equal in others; in thirty it was 
equal to that of the men. In other 
words, in sixty-six establishments, or 
two-thirds of those furnishing definite 
information as to output, women’s pro- 
duction was equal to or greater than 
that of men in the operations on which 
both weré employed. In only fifteen 
establishments was it found that women 
produced less than men in all operations 
in which they were engaged. Their 
production in the remaining eighteen es- 
tablishments, although less in some op- 
erations, was equal, or greater in others. 

‘**TIt appears, moreover, that the ef- 
ficiency of women did not depend on 
the nature of the industry as such, or to 
any marked extent that they had but 
recently been introduced into an indus- 
try. In none of the clagsifications do a 
majority of the establishments report 
women less éfficient than men, and it 
is significant that in the manufacture 
ef foundry and machine shop products, 
on which women were in the past seldom 
employed except as coremakers, twenty- 
four establishments report women’s 
work equal or superior to that of men 
in all operations as against five finding 
them inferior. 

‘“‘In a steel establishment where wo- 
men are employed in the manufacture of 
fuses, women operators of drill presses 
and milling machines are found to be 
from 25 to 50 per cent. faster than men. 
Another manufacturer of small metal 
parts for munitions states that women 
drill press operators handle 196 parts per 
hour on day work, while on night work 
men turn out only 148. Although the 
output of a day shift cannot fairly be 
compared with that of a night shift, this 
would not explain so marked a differ- 
ence in.results. In a bolt and nut es- 
tablishment women working on drill 
presses and milling machines have 
achieved an average increase in output 
amounting to 30 per cent. 

“A frequent commendation of women 
is that they are ‘more teachable’ and 
that they are ‘more conscientious and 
painstaking’ then men, although in 
some establishments they are reported 
to learn more slowly. A common expe- 
rience was that they ‘follow instruc- 
tions better.’ "’ 

With regard to the physical limita- 
tions of women this statement is made: 

“‘It was the conserisus among employ~ 
ers furnishing information that women 
should not be employed on work which 
required much lifting or straining, such 
as heavy machine operators, trucking; 
or yard labor. These opinions agree in 
substance with the experience of em- 
ployers in Great Britain. According to 
the British Factory Inspectors’ Report 
of 1916: ‘There is hardly .a process of 
any kind on which women are not em- 
ployed to some extent, the’ one absolute 
limit lying in these heavy occupations, 
where adaptations of plant appliances. 
cannot be effected so as to bring them 
within the compass even of selected wo- 
men of physical capacity above the 
normal.’ "’ 

How many women have been drawn 
into gainful employments by the war 
who had hitherto been so engaged? 
There are no comprehensive statistics 
on this, but the consensus among em- 
ployment experts is that the public has 
an exaggerated idea of the number of 
new recruits up to this time. What. has 
given the impression of a vast induction 
of women into gainful employment, for 
the first time is the extensive shifting, 
in greater and greater degree, from one 
foccupation to another. From an eco- 
nomic standpoint, the two main factors 
in this shifting have been bette? pay 
and the lessening demand for workers 
in ndnessential industries. The appeal 
was strong to domestic servants, and 
there was a heavy shift from this em- 
ployment, and also from lodging house 
keepers, a calling known as not very re- 





manufacturing operations. * * * In re-| 
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munerative. The vacant clerical posi- 
tions had to be filled, but, .in a consider- 
able degree, this was done by shifting. 
The pay of women in city clerical posi- 
tions was a strong inducement to coun- 
try school teachers, and, according to 
an authoritative statement, 100,000 
school teachers have left their schools 
for new employment. Many nurses also 
shifted over to new work. 


From the time of our entry into the 
war this transfer to better paid em- 
ploythents connected with the production 
of supplies for the war received a new 
impetus. Women began to make the 
change not only for economic but also 
for patriotic reasons, and the war in- 
dustries dally took on a new attraction. 


‘| At the same time economic forces began 


to work more powerfully. People began 
to save, and this cut heavily into the 
nonessential industries. Women em- 
ployed in the novelty industries, in ar- 
tificial flower making, in feathers, In 
millinery, in a score of others, found 
the demand for labor there slackening. 
Then came the War Industries Board 
with control over the supplies for in- 


‘| dustries, and the singling out of non- 


essential industries, with the effect of 
accelerating the shifting of women from 
one employment to another. 

The normal increase of women in the 
manufacturing industries is 100,000 a 
year, and prior to the activity brought 
on by the war business had been slack, 
so that there was a large surplus of un- 
employed women wage earners to draw 
upon. This shifting, as pointed out 
above, is an important factor in the

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new economic situation of America’s 
women, for it is that which has opened 
new occupations to them, so that the 
foundation is laid for the great increase 
in women workers which the enlarged 
army plans call for. 

That the greatest change up to this 
time has been the shifting is borne out 
by the investigation of the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board, which says: 
‘‘ Frequently women who have entered 
the metal trades in the present war labor 
emergency came from a great range of 
occupations to their new employment. 
An automobile manufacturer employing 
423 women in twenty-three different de- 
partments reported that they had sel- 
dom been previously engaged on ma- 
chine work. In another automobile 
plant the force of women was recruited 
approximately as follows: Twenty-five 
per cent. assemblers from other. plants, 
20 per cent. machine hands from other 
Plants, 20 per cent. clerical 
from other plants, 20 per cent from 
housework, 5 per cent. from laundries, 
5 per cent. from restaurants, 5 per cent. 
had not worked before.”’ 

Supplementing this the statement is 
made; ‘‘In the establishments repre- 
sented in this investigation women thus 
far have been chiefly drawn from other 
industrial occupations rather than from 
the ranks of the previously unemployed. 
It is probable, however, that an increas- 
ing number will be procured from the 
latter source if the available supply. of 
men continues to decrease as the result 
of the war.” 

In 1910 8,075,772 women were engaged 
in gainful occupations, compared with 
80,001,564 men. In 1914 the number of 
women in manufacturing industries was 
1,649,697. According to the normal in- 
crease of 100,000 a year this would now 
have reached 2,000,000. ‘The question 
here is how many women since the be- 
ginning of 1915 have been drawn into 
these industries who had not hitherto 
been gainfully employed and who, there- 
fore, have swelled the total of women 
workers? This number is variously es- 
timated at from 400,000 to 1,000,000. 

‘* The tendency has been to exaggerate 
the ‘number,’’ Miss Obenauer said in 
Washington the other day, ‘‘ and I have 
seen the estimate placed as high as 
2,000,000, which is certainly much be- 
yond the fact. No general statistics 
are available and I base my estimate of 


workers. 


400,000 on’ certain known increases,. in 
typical instances; for the last. two 
months the rate of influx has been. gain- 
ing rapidly, and with the greater de- 
mands for .women workers this is cer- 
tain to continue.’’ 

Miss Obenauer thinks the increase. of 
women in elerical work since the be- 
ginning of.1915 is about 500,000, or about 
double what it was in 1910; this would 
make a total gain of new women work- 
ers in these two.fields of about 1,000,000. 
The total number of women in gainful 
employments.in this country at this time 
is between 10,000,000 and 12,000,000, ac- 
cording to the summary of various one. 
mates. 

How many more. women. will be re- 
quired when an army of 5,000,000 is’ in 
the field or in training? Here again 
the experts on these matters differ. 
Some at the upper end say not less than 
4,000,000. Miss Obenauer thinks that 
2,500,000 will be all it is necessary to 
enlist. 

‘‘In my opinion,’’ she said, ‘‘ one new 
woman will be required for every new 
soldier who goes into the field. I base 
this on the estimate of ‘the statistician 
of. the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce that four workers will be _re- 
quired behind every soldier in the indus- 
tries providing the supplies for the war. 
The equivalent of the other three men 
will be obtained, in my opinion, by 
greater conservation of skill, the maxi- 
mum use of men unfit for military. serv- 
ice, the elimination of non-éssential in- 
dustries, and the adaptation - of all 
industries possible to war service and 
the use of labor-saving machinery.’’ —. 

Where will the women, certainly not 
likely to be less than 2,000,000, come 
from? The largest reservoir that can be 
drawn upon with the least disturbance 
to domestic life are ‘women not now 
gainfully employed who are- unmarried 
wnd not at the head of a household. Of 
this class of women in 1910 there were 
in the United States 2,000,000 between 
the ages of 16 and 45. Some of these 
were still in school, but the number, as 
sompared with the total, was not large. 
{t is from this class chiefly that the new 
women workers have been drawn, but 
there is undoubtedly, still a surplus left 
n that class. Many of them are women 
of leisure, economically independent. 
But among the leaders of women work- 
ers there is strong opinion that, with 
the drafting of the man powcr of the 
country to meet the war needs, a new 
responsibility falls on the women of the 
country, and that. women of independent 
means have ‘as little excuse for ‘not 
working as women who are driven to-do 
so by the necessity .of supporting chil- 
dren.. Two of these Women leaders de- 
clared that the principle of. the draft 
was just as applicable, as: matter of 
justice, to women as to men. One of 
these was Miss Obenaucr, who said: 

‘“*T would be in favor of drafting all 
women who are physically fit and able 
to leave their families for industrial war 
service. There would be a great ad- 
vantage in this. The selective method 
could be employed, and women could be 
fitted to the tasks best suited to them. 
There is much lost effort, owing to the 


and some women are in their homes who 
should be at work, as women of leisure 
who are free from domestic responsibili- 
ties. It is a mistake to try to induce 
women who are needed at home to enter 
industrial work, even at this time. Cer- 
tainly single women able to work should 
respond first and do so whether they are 
dependent on employment for a living: 
or not.’ 

Of the 47,000,000 women in the country; 
according to the last census, 35,000,000 
are between the ages.of 16 and 45. Of 
the employment of married women work- 


Conference Board says: ‘In eighty- 
five establishments reporting for the 
present investigation, 17.3 per cent. of a 
tctal of 22,750 women employes were 
married. Many of the men who: have 
entered the national service were the 
only wage earners in their families, and 


ployed before their marriage found 
themselves obliged to return to work. 
Employment of an increasing proportion 
of married women in industry has, how- 
ever, been one of the striking social 
changes of the last thirty years.’’ 

With regard to the general bearing of 
the investigation, the board says: ‘In 
addition to the information secured from 
employers in the metal trades, scattered 
replies were received from a few other 
industries. Since the information was 
not sufficient to permit of conclusions, 
it has not been included in this report. 
In many of these instances, moreover, 
there had, been no increase in the list of 
occupations of women si@ce the outbreak 
of the war. The experience reported by 


{ these manufacturers in other lines was,’ : 


broadly speaking, similar to that here 
presented by the metal trades, and 
therefore indicates, as already pointed 
out, that the conclusions feached for the 








JAPAN’S WAR ACHIEVEMENTS 





Ly; I. NITOBE, -well known -to 
members of the Japan Society as 
the author of ‘ Bushido’’. and 
“The Japanese Nation,’’ gives seven 
achievements of Japan in the present 
war as being those on which the Japa- 
nese should lay stress at the peace con- 
ference. They arf appended below: 

1. Japan has cleared Tsing-tao, the 
German base of activities in the East, of 
German influence, thereby maintaining 
the peace of the East and removing the 
Allies’ anxiety regarding the Hast. 

2, Japan has secured sea power in the 
Pacific and freed that ocean from the 
menace of the German Navy, enabling 
the Allies to concentrate their naval 
energies on the Mediterranean and the 
Atlantic, while they can also carry on 
trade with their colonies without danger. 
3, Although she has not intervened in 
Siberia, [this was written in July,] the 
mighty military force Japan holds has 
had the effect of preventing any serious 
disturbances occurring in the East, and 
of creating in Siberia a situation want un- 
favorable to the Allies. :

The Conservatoire Orchestra of. Paris, 
which is soon to play in New York, 
in the late ’70s and ’80s was. reckoned 
among the most finished in Europe, 
though less has been heard of .it- over 
here in recent years.:. André Charles 
Prosper Messager, its present conductor, 
was long identified with the Opéra 
Comique, where he became joint musical 
director with Albert Carré and after- 
ward sole general director, 1898-1903, 
and in 1907 director with: Broussau’ of 
the Paris Opéra. Since ‘the death -of 
Marty in 1908, he has conducted. the 
concerts of the Conservatoire. -He came 
to New York some years ago to present 
at the Broadway Theatre’ his opera, 
‘* Veronique,’’ which he had produced 
in 1898 at the Bouffes. Parisiennes. : 

Though ‘“ Veronique’’ and its. com- 
poser-conductor made little stir in Amer- 
ica in those days, when this.country. was 
occupied in the Spanish War, M.. Mes- 
sager is better known in London, where 


gifted and charming Frenchman, André 
Messager, whose . musical. ‘sympathies 
are probably as eclectic as those of any 
musician living.’’ : 
The British writer says it is ‘' not 
without interest: to remember : that, ‘al- 
though his chief successes as composer 
have been won in the field of operetta, 
Messager, in days before Paris music- 
lovers, long ere the war, became ac- 
climatized to Wagner, knew all’ ‘that 
composer’s scores backward, and- took 
particular pleasure in directing perform- 
ances of the Nibelung dramas.’’
